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PREFACE. 



In preparing the following pages for the press, four 
Manuscripts have been used, two as forming the text, 
and two as affording various readings. 

I. MS. Cosin. — A Manuscript upon paper, of the 
quarto size, marked B. ii. 11, in the Episcopal Library 
of Durham founded by Bishop Cosin, and containing, 
1. An Exposition of the Catechism. 2. Hegg*s Legend of 
St. Cuthbert. 3. A discription or Briefe declaration 
of all the Ancient' Monuments, Rites, and Customes, 
belonginge or beinge within the Monasticall Church of 
Durham before the Suppression, written 1593; and, 
4. An Act for a pubUke Thanksgivinge to AUmightie God 
every yeare on the fift of November. Anno Jacobi 
Regis tertio. The book is in the same hand from begin- 
ning to end, and the period of its compilation is proved 
by the last article of its contents to be subsequent to 
the year 1606. It was probably written about the year 
1620, or 1630, but certainly before the Usurpation. 
The title of the Legend of St. Cuthbert, '' The History 
of the Church of Durham, written by Stephen Hegg," 
is inscribed by Bishop Cosin in4he more distinct hand 
of his earlier life, tending to prove that the volume, 
belonged to him before his elevation to the See of 
Durham. In the absence of any earlier authority, this 
Manuscript constitutes the text of our pages to p. 20, 
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with additions and various readings from the other 
sources hereafter specified. 

II. A manuscript Roll, sixty-seven feet in length, and 
six inches in breadth, of which the writing occupies five 
inches and a quarter, and consisting of sixty-five pieces 
of paper stitched together with thread, belonging to 
Thomas Jefferson Hogg and John Hogg of Norton, in 
the coimty of Durham, Esqrs. who have very obligingly 
permitted the Society to make use of it for this publi- 
cation. This Roll is written in a bold hand, at a 
period certainly not much later than the date which the 
compilation itself in the Cosin MS. purports to bear, the 
year 1593. The following memoranda occur at some 
of the joinings of the sheets in dorfoy indicating proba- 
bly that it was copied by more scribes than one, of 
whom these may be the names : — *^ 2nd. part Mr. lies, 
following Mr. lies." " 3rd part of the 2nd part, fol- 
lowing Mr. lies." " John Wright," '' Thomas Wright." 
Of these persons no record has been found, it is much 
to be regretted that this Rol 1 does not contain the 
whole of the original compilation. It commences only 
with the battle of Neville's Cross : but, as it is manifestly 
of higher date and authority than the Cosin MS. the 
latter is after p. 20 rejected as the basis of our text, and 
is afterwards only used for subsidiary purposes : the 
Roll, from the page referred to, to the end of the book, 
is our chief authority. 

III. MS. Hunter, No. 45, upon paper, in quarto- 
This is a book of a very miscellaneous nature. It ap- 
pears to have belonged originally to persons of the 
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names of Gabriel Archer and John Archer of Malton, 
as a school book^ and from them to have passed into 
the hands of Theophilus Brathwaite, who, as he him- 
self says in a pedigree of the family of Radclyffe of 
Threshfield, in the county of York, which he recorded 
in one of its pages in the year 1655, " was borne at 
Nunbumholm, the tenth day of January 1595, and was 
baptized the 18th day following, his godfathers Mr. 
Mawburne of Holm in Spaldingmore, Mr. Longley near 
Pocklington, and Mrs. Percy of Harswell godmother; " 
and that on the 11 th day of October, 1 624, being then 
" of the city of Yorke, Esqr. one of the gentlemen 
sewers to his late Majesty of famous memory Kinge 
Charles," he married Annabella, eldest daughter of 
Charles Radcljrffe of Threshfield, Esq. by whom he 
had three daughters. When the book came into 
Mr. Brathwaite's possession it contained much blank 
paper, which he has fiiUed up with entries equally 
miscellaneous — pedigrees of the Sovereigns of Europe, 
of the Emperors of Rome, biographical notices of 
Archbishops of York, and what more concerns us, a 
sparsim transcript of numerous portions of the Record, 
which is printed in its entire state in the following 
pages, together with many very valuable additions, 
bringing it down to his own time. It is to be regretted 
that portions of the document are here wanting. 
They were probably contained in *Hhe ould booke" 
to which he refers, (see p. 18 hereafter,) and of which 
nothing is now known. Of this manuscript we have 
made much use under the reference H. 46. 
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IV. MS. Hunter, No. 44, Tract 10, upon paper, in 
quarto. This is the latest of our MS. authorities, and 
appears to have been written subsequently to the 
Restoration. It has furnished a few various readings 
referred to under H. 44; but it alone contains an 
account of the painted windows which decorated the 
church of Durham at the time of its compilation: 
Appendix I. pp. 91 — 102. 

The Society is under great obligation to the Dean 
and Chapter of Durham, and to the Trustees of Bishop 
Cosin's Library, for permission to make use of these 
manuscripts. 

A note by Dr. Hunter, in the margin of MS. Cosin, 
(p. 46,) refers to another MS. in the possession of a 
Mrs. Milner, of which no trace has been found. 

A considerable portion of the Record here presented 
to the Society and to the public, was published in a 
curtailed and modernized shape, by John Davies, of 
Kidwelly, in the year 1672, in a volume of the 
duodecimo size, under the following title : " The An- 
cient Rites and Monuments of the Monastical and 
Cathedral Church of Durham, collected out of Ancient 
Manuscripts about the time of the, . Suppression.*' In 
the Dedication, dated London, October 4, 1671, ^^to 
my much honoured friend, James Mickleton, of the 
Inner Temple, Esqr." Davies speaks of his obligations 
to *^ a famous native of Durham, his early friend and 
patron, John Hall," who was brother-in-law to Mickleton 
by marriage ; and it is probable that from this person 
he received his manuscript. Hall was a poet, and 
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died young ; having been a contemporary of Davies at 
St, John's College, Cambridge. Of Davies himself, and 
his various writings, a full account is given by Wood 
(Athen. Oxon. ii. 902, second edition). His publica- 
tion of the little volume now engaging our attention, 
brought upon him and his book the following un- 
merited attack from ^' a severe Calvinist, and afterwards 
a Bishop," whose name Wood has withheld. " Liber 
hie omnino apochryphus fAuo-apiay et Legendse putidae 
plurimum, vero historise (praxi et cultu monachorum 
superstitioso exceptis) parum habet, adeo ut mirari 
subit, inscitiam ejus qui edidit, et negligentiam (veritati 
et ecclesisB Anglicanse damnosam) qui proelo permisit.'» 
It seems evident, that Davies curtailed his manu- 
script, and modernized its spelling and language. The 
slightest comparison between his book and even the 
later of our two text authorities, the Cosin MS. will 
afford abundant proof of the defects of his edition, 
but the Norton roll establishes them in the most 
decided way. Old North-country words have been 
rejected ; peculiar modes of expression of a local cha- 
racter have been generalized, and whole sentences have 
occasionally been so condensed as to convey an imper- 
fect idea of their original character and meaning. That 
Davies took these liberties is the more to be regretted, 
as the manuscript from which he printed, although 
apparently in some respects less perfect than those 
above specified, seems to have contained matter not to 
be found in any of them ; and the editor has not scru- 
pled, upon a few occasions, to transcribe from Davies's

book what could not elsewhere be found, using the 
reference Dav. 

The above reason may suffice to justify the Surtees 
Society in apparently departing from one of its rules. 
This interesting Record of the Rites and Ceremonies of 
the M onastical Church of Durham, unique in its kind, 
and throwing so much light upon Benedictine and 
monastic observances, is now, for the first time, faith- 
fully printed from the best authorities which can be 
found, with a collation of other existing manuscripts ; 
and the garb which it assumes invests it with a new 
character. It must further be stated, that Davies's 
book, in its original state, is so exceedingly rare, that 
few people possess it, and that even in this respect 
alone a new edition was desirable. 

We have said in its original state, for in the year 1 733, 
Dr. Christopher Hunter made it the basis of a little 
volume, which he published under the following title : 

" Durham Cathedral, as it was before the Dissolution 
of the Monastery, containing an account of the Rites, 
Customs, and Ceremonies used therein, together with 
the histories painted in the windows, and an appendix 
of various Antiquities, collected from several manu> 
scripts. — Durham, printed by J. Ross for Mrs. Wag- 
horn, 1733." 

In the year 1743, Dr. Hunter professed to publish a 
second edition of the above book, but the title only 
was new. It runs as follows*: 

" The History of the Cathedral Church of Durham 
as it was before the Dissolution of the Monasterj'^, con- 
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taining an account of the Rites, Customs, and Cere- 
monies used therein, together with a particular descrip- 
tion of the fine paintings in the windows ; likewise 
the Translation of St. Cuthbert's body from Holy Island, 
with the various accidents that attended its inter- 
mttit here; with an appendix of dirers Antiquities 
collected from the best manuscripts. Durham, printed 
for John Ridiardson, bookseller, at the Bible and 
Crown, jMice 2^.** 

Dr. Hunter's book contains a few coirections of 
Davies from MS« Cosin and H. 45^ to whit^h he seems to 
have had access, and also a few monumental inscrip- 
tions : but there is tbe same dii^egard of ancient 
phraseology, and a remarkable neglect of Brathwaite's 
additions to the latter of the above authorities. We 
have made one or two refercDces to Dr. Hunter's editicm. 
Of his appendix we shall have occasion to speak here^ 
after. 

In die year 1 f&J Hunter's edition was reprinted by 
a bookseller in Diurham of the name of i^triek San- 
dierson, with still forther deviations from the ordinal, 
and with numerous additional inaccuracies, the result 
of carelessness. Appended to Sanderson's edition is a 
Description of the County Palatine of Durham, occu- 
P3dng 135 pages, taketi from the Magna Britannia. 
The title of Sanderson's Book^ of which there was a 
large impression, is as follows : — 

" The Antiquities of the Abbey or Cathedral Church 
of Durham, also a particular Description of the County 
Palatine of Durham, compiled from the best Authorities 
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and Original Manuscripts, to which is added, The Suc- 
cession of the Bishops, Deans, Archdeacons, and Pre- 
bend's, The Bishops Courts and his Officers, And the 
Castles and Mansion Houses of the Nobility and Gentry, 
with other Particulars. Newcastle-upon-Tyne. Printed 
by J. White and T. Saint, for P. Sanderson, at Mr. 
Pope's Head in Durham, mdcclxvii." 

In our Appendix (No. I .) is printed from H. 44, the 
only manuscript in which it is contained, ^^ A Descrip- 
tion of the Histories in the Glass Windows of the Church 
of Durham."* This description is also printed by 
Hunter, and from the same authority : but here again 
the language is modernized, and there are great inac- 
curacies in his text. The compilation is ascribed by 
Hunter to Prior Wessington, upon no authority. In 
fact, some of the figures represented persons who flou- 
rished long after Wessington's death. 

The memoranda and letter of Henry the Sixth (Ap- 
pendix, p. 103) are also printed by Hunter, p. 167, but 
no authority is assigned. We have found them in a 
manuscript in the Library of Bishop Cosin, B. II. 2,^

2 ^* Collectio Antiquitatum Ecclesiae Dunelmensis, begun the 14 th of 
November, 1660. A transcript of a manuscript which Mr. Greeke 
hath : ended 26 of November, 1660." This volume, which was tran- 
scribed at the instance of Bishop Cosin, and contains several direc- 
tions to the copyist in his hand, consists chiefly of extracts from Simeon 
Dunelm. and Prior Wessington's Collections, relative to the Benedic- 
tines in the MS. D. and C. D. B. iii. 30, hereafter mentioned. 
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and have thought it right, by printing them entire, to 
supply Hunter's omissions. 

Appendix III. p. 105 — 117* The reference to the 
authority for this portion of the Appendix is given in a 
note to p. 105. These inscriptions are now printed for 
the first time, curtailed, however, of much of the history 
which is appended to each in the manuscript, and 
which was probably equally omitted upon the picture. 
We have, however, printed at length such biographical 
notices as are appended to the Saints of lindisfarne, or 
the Northern Counties, and from them the nature of 
the rest may be ascertained. 

Appendix IV. p. 118 — 124. These inscriptions, pro- 
bably upon panel beneath the figures represented, are 
to be found only in the MS. Cosin, B. ii. 2, above re- 
ferred to. They were first printed, but inaccurately, by 
Dr. Hunter. 

Appendix V. p. 125 — 128. A list of the dependants 
or livery men of the Church of Durham, in 1610, with 
their respective offices, from an entry in one of the 
Bursar's Books, together with the quantity of cloth 
which each received, according to his station. 

Appendix VI. p. 129 — 138. An abstract of such In- 
dulgences as are preserved in the Treasury, granted to 
those who promoted the building of the Nine Altars, 
who visited in devotion and with gifts the shrine of St. 
Cuihbert, the various altars and relics of the Church, 
or who in any way contributed to its benefit. These 
Indulgences afford many valuable dates ; and it is in- 
teresting to observe how those dates confirm the cha- 
racter of existing architectural details.

I. The Nine Altars. 



First in the front or highest part of the Church were the 
Nine Altars dedicated and directed in the honour of several 
Saints, and of them taking theire names, as the inscription 
hereof shall declare. The Altars beinge placed north and south 
one from another, alonge the Front of the Church. 

Yn the midst of the front of the Church, where theise nine 
Altars were placed, was the Altar of the holy fathers Saint 
CuTHBERT and Saint Bede, havinge all the foresaid Altars 
equally devided of either hand, as on the south hand foure and 
on the north hand foure. 

On the south were theise foure Altars followinge : 

First the Altar of Saint Oswald and Saint Laurence. 

The second was the Altar of Saint Thomas of Canter* 
BURYE and Saint Kathern. 

The third was the Altar of Saint John Baptist and Saint 
Margarett. 

The fourth was the Altar of Saint Andrew and Mart 
Magdalene, beinge the uttermost Altar towards the south. 

[On the south-angle of the said Nine Altars, next the Cemi* 
tery, commonly caUed the Centry Garth, and next the said 
Altar, there was an almery set, wherein singing-bread and wine 
were usually placed; at which the Sacristan of the Abbey 
caused his servant or scholar daily to give attendance, from six 
of the clock in the morning till high mass was ended, from out

thereof to deliver singing-bread and wine to those who assisted 
the monks to celebrate and say mass. Dav.] 

Richard de Bury, Bishopp of Durham, lyeth buryed be- 
fore this Altar under a faire marble stone, wheron his owne 
ymage was most curiously and artificially ingraven in brass, with 
the pictures of the twelve Apostles decided imbordered [devided 
and bordered. H. 45.] of either side of him, and other fine 
imagery worke about it, much adorninge the marble stone. 

On the north side of Saint Cuthbert's Shrine and Saint Bede's 
Altar were theise four foUowinge : 

The Altar of Saint Martin. 

The second was the Altar of Saint Peter and Saint Paul. 

The third was the Altar of Saint Aidan and Saint Hel.- 
line. 

The fourth was the Altar of tlie holy Archangell Saint Mi- 
chaell, beinge the outermost towards the north. 

Betwixt the last two Altars lyeth buryed Anthony Beake, 
Bishopp of Durham and Patriarch of Jerusalem, in a faire mar- 
ble tombe under neath a faire marble stone, beinge the first 
bishopp that ever attempted to lye so neere the saccred Shrine 
of Saint Cuthbert, the wall beinge broken at the end of the 
allye for bringinge him in with his coflSn, [which contynued un- 
till the suppression of the abbey. H. 45.] 

All the foresaid nine Altars had theire severall Shrines and 
covers of wainscote over head, in very decent and comely 
forme, having likewise betwixt everye Altar a verye faire and 
large partition of wainscott, all varnished over, with fine 
branches and flowers and other imagerye worke most finely and 
artificially pictured and guilted, conteyninge the severall lockers 
or ambers for the safe keepinge of the vestments and ornaments 
belonginge to everye Altar ; with three or four amryes in the 
wall pertaininge to some of the said Altars, for the same use 
and purpose. 

There is in the east end of the church a goodly faire round 
window, called Saint Kathern^s window, the bredth of the 
Quire, all of stone, verye finely and cunningly wrought and 
glazed ; havinge in it twenty-four lights verye artificially made, 
as^ it is called geometricaU, and the picture of Saint Kathern is 
sett in glass on the right side, underneath the said window^ ii^ 
a nother glazed window, as shee was sett uppon the wheele to 
bee tormented to death, which wheele did burst in pieces and 
caught the turners of the said wheele, and with the pikes thefof 
all to rent them in pieces. Saint Katherin^ beinge safe hir selfe 
by the provision of Almightie God. And in the said window 
was there a frame of iron wherein did stand nine very fine oret

setts of earthen mettall filled with tallow^ which everye night 
was lighted^ when the day was gone, to give light to the Nine 
Altars and Saint Cuthbert's Feriture in that part, and over all 
the church besides, did bume unto the next mominge that the 
day was broken. 

In the south alley end of the Nine Altars there is a good 
glazed window called Saint Cuthbbrt's window, the which 
hath in it all the storye, life, and miracles of that holy man 
Saint Cuthberty from his birth, of his nativitie and infancie 
unto the end, and a discourse of his whole life, marvelously fine 
and curiously sett forth in pictures in fine coloured glass, ac- 
cordinge as he went in his habitte to his dying day, beinge a 
most godly and fine storye to behould of that holy man Saint 
Cuthbert. 

In the north alley of the said Nine Altars there is another 
goodly faire great glass window, called Joseph's window, the 
which hath in it all the whole storye of Joseph, most artificially 
wrought in pictures in fine coloured glass, accordinge as it is 
sett forth in the Bible, verye good and godly to the beholders 
therof. 



II. In Saint Cuthbert's Feritorye. 

Next to thdse Nine Altars was the goodly [stately, H. 45] 
Monument of Saint Cuthbert, adjoyninge to the Quire 
and the High Altmr on the west end, reachinge towards the 
Nine Altars on the east, and toward the north and south con* 
taininge the breadth of the Quire, in quadrant forme, in the 
midst wherof his sacred Shrine was exalted with most curious 
workmanshipp of fine and costly (^een,*H. 45, and Dav.] mar- 
ble, all limned and guilted with gold, hauinge foure seates or 
places conuenient under tiie shrine for the pilgrims or laymen 
|lame or sick men, H. 45] sittinge on theire knees to leane and 
rest on, in time of theire devout ofFeringes and fervent prayers 
to God and holy Saint Cuthbert for his miraculous releife and 
succour, which beinge never wantinge, made the Shrine to bee 
so richly invested, that it was estimated to bee one of the most 
sumptuous monuments in all England ; so great were the offer- 
ings and jeweles that were bestowed uppon it, and no lesse the 
miracle[!( that were done by it [wrought att it, H. 45] even in 
theise latter days, as is more patent [apparent, H. 45] in the 
History of the Church at large. 

At the west end of this Shrine of Saint Cuthbert was a little 
Altar adjoyned to it for masse to be said on, onely uppon the 
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great and holy feast of Saint Cuthbert's day in Lent, at which 
solemnitie the holy [whole, H. 45] Convent did keepe open 
household [howse, H. 45] in the Frater House, and did dine 
altogether on that day, and on no day else in the yeare. And at 
this feast and certaine other festivall dayes, in the time of devine 
service, they were accustomed to drawe [up, H. 45] the cover 
of Saint Cuthbert's Shrine [beinge of wainescott, where unto 
was fastned unto every comer of the said cover, to a loope of 
iron, a stronge cord, which cord was all fest together over the 
midst over tibe cover. And a strong rope was fest unto the 
loopes or bindinge of the said cordes, which runn upp and 
downe in a puUy under the vault which was above over Saint 
Cuthbert's Feretorie, for the drawinge upp of the cover of the 
said Shrine, and the said rope was fastned to a loope of iron in 
the north piller of the Ferretory, haveinge six silver bells fast- 
ned to the said rope, soe as when the cover of the same was 
drawinge upp the belles did make such a good sound that itt 
did stirr all the people's harts that was within the church to 
repaire unto itt, and to make ther praiers to God and holy Saint 
Cuthbert, and that the behoulders might see the glourious orna- 
ments thereof. Also the cover had att every corner two ringes 
made fast, which did runn upp and downe on fower staves of 
iron, when itt was in drawinge upp, which staves were fast to 
every corner of the marble that Saint Cuthbert's coffin did lye 
upon, which cover was all gilded over, and of eyther syde 
was painted fower lively images curious to the beholders ; and 
on the east end was painted the picture of our Saviour sit- 
tinge on a rainbowe to geive judgment, very lively to the be- 
houlders ; and on the west end of itt was the picture of our 
Lady and our Saviour on her knee. And on the topp of the 
cover from end to end was most fyne [brattishing of, Ed. H.] 
carved worke, cutt owte with dragons and other beasts, most 
artificially wrought, and the inside was vernished with a fyne 
sanguine colour that itt might be more perspicuous to the 
behoulders ; and att every comer of the cover was a locke to 
keepe itt close, but att such tymes as was fitt to shew itt, H. 
45] that the beholders might see the glorye and ornaments 
iherot 

Also within the said Feretorye, both of the north side and* 
the south, there was Almeryes of fine wenscote, beinge var- 
nished and finelye painted and guilted finely over with little 
images, verye seemly and beautifull to behould, for the Reliques 
belonging to Saint Cuthbert to lye in. And within the said 
Almeryes did lye all the holy reuques [and guifts, H. 45] that 
was ofered to that holy man Saint Cuthbert. And when his 
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Shrine wias drawne [upp, H. 45] then the said almeryes were 
opened, that every man that came thither at that time might 
see the holy reUques therein [all the holy reliques and guifts 
and Jewells that were in the Almeries, H. 45] so that for the 
costly reliques and jewels that was in the same almeryes, and 
other reliques that hung about within the said Feretorye uppon 
the irons, was accounted to bee the most sumptuous and richest 
jeweles in all this land, with the beautifullness of the fine little 
images that did stand in the French-peir within the Fere- 
torye, for great was the gifts and godly devotion of kinges and 
queenes and other estates at that time towards God and holy 
Saint Cuthbert in that Church. 

Within this Feretorye of Saint Cuthbert there was many fine 
little Picturs of severall sorts [saints, Ed. H.] of ymagery 
worke, all beinge of alabaster, set in the frontispice [French- 
peire, H. 45] in theire severall places, the pictures beinge verye 
curiously engraven and gilt, and the Nevelles crosse and 
bull head [for his creast beinge, H. 45] sett uppon the heighest 
[on height, H. 45] and of either side of the two dores in the 
said French Peire besides, and also in divers other places of the 
French Peire [which Feretory and French Pierre, DavJ] was 
made at the charges of John Nevill, as may appeare at large in 
the Historic of the Church. 

At the east end of Saint Cuthbert's Feretorie there was 
wrought uppon the height of the irons, towards the Nine Altars, 
very fine candlesticks of iron, like unto socketts, which had 
light sett in them before day, that every monke might have the 
more light to see to read uppon theire bookes at the said nine 
altars when they said Masse, and also to give light to all others 
that came thither to heare and see the divine seruice. 

[The King of Scots Ancient and his Banner, with the Lord 
Nevil's Banner, and divers other noble men's Ancients, were 
all brought to Saint Cuthbert*s Feretory, and there the said 
Lord Nevill, [after the battel done, in most solemne and hum- 
ble manner, H. 45] did make his petition to God and that holy 
man Saint Cuthbert, [to accepte his offeringe, H. 45] and did 
oiFer jewels and banners [and the holy rood crosse which was 
taken on the Kinge of Scotts, H. 45] to the Shrine of the holy 
and blessed man Saint Cuthbert within the Feretory, [and soe 
after his orisons performed to God and Saint Cuthbert, he de- 
parted. H. 45] And there the said Banners and Ancients stood 
and hung till the suppression of the house. The Lord NeviPs 
banner staff was done [wrought, H. 45] about with iron 
[wrythen about with iron, Ed. H.] from the midst upward, 
and did stand and was bound to the irons on the north end of 
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the Feretory, and the King of Scots banner was bound to the 
midst of the said irons [to the midst of the Ferretorie, H* 45] 
and did hang on [over, H. 45] the midst of the Alley of die Nine 
Altars, and.was fastened [with a cord, H. 45] to a loop of iron 
bdbfig in a pillar under Saint Catharine's window, in the east 
end of the church. And a little after the suppression of the 
house they were all taken downe, spoiled, and defaced, that the 
memory thereof should be clean taken away [obUterated, H. 45] 
though a great honour to the realm and decent ornament to the 
church. Domes.'] [and an honnour to the realme, beinge the 
ensignes and trophies of ther great victories, H. 45.] 



III. The Quire. 

In the east end of the Quire, Joyninge uppon St. Cuthbert's 
Feritore, stood the High Altar, beinge the goodUest [and 
moste statelye, H. 45] Altar in all the church, and a yerye rich 
thinge, with many pretious and costly ornaments appertaininge 
to it, both for every principall day, as also for every [of our 
Ladies, H. 45, and DavJ] dayes. 

Betwixt the said High Altar and St. Cuthbert's Feriture is 
all of [the, H. 45] French Peere, verye curiously wrought, 
both of the inside and outside, with faire Images of alabaster 
being most finely gilted, beinge called in the antient history the 
Laordose, the said curious workmanshipp of French Peere or 
Laordose reachinge in hight almost to the middle vault, and 
containinge the breadth of the Quire in lengthe, in the midst 
wherof, right over the said Hie Altar, were artificially placed, in 
very fine alabaster, the picture of Our Lady standinge in the 
midst, and the picture of St. Cuthbert on the one side and 
the picture of St. Oswald on the other, beinge all richly 
gilded, and at either end of the said Altar was a wande of iron 
fastened in the wall, wheron did hang curtaines or hanginges of 
white silke dayly. 

The dayly ornaments that were hunge both before the Altar, 
and above, were of red velvett, wrought with great flowers of 
gold in imbroydered worke, with many goodly pictures besides, 
beinge verye finely gilted ; but the ornaments fqr the Principall 
Feast, which was the Assumption of our Lady, were all of white 
damaske, all besett with pearle and pretious stones, which made 
the ornaments more rich and gorgeous to behould. [At either 
end was a place to keepe the which ornaments, which were of 
white damask and such like stufie, H. 45.] 

Within the said Quire, over the High Altar, did hang a rich 
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and most sumptuous Canapie for the Blessed Sacrament 
to hang within it, which had two irons fastened in the French 
Peere, very finely gilt, which held the canapie over the midst of 
the said High Altar, (that the Pix did hang in it, that it could 
not move nor stir,) wheron did stand a Psliccan, all of silver, 
uppon the height of the said canopie, verye finely gilded, 
givinge hir bloud to hir younge ones, in token that Christ did 
give his bloud for the sinns of the world ; and it was goodly to 
behould, for the blessed Sacrament to hange in, and a marvell- 
ous faire pix that the holy blessed Sacrament did hange in, 
which was of most pure fine gold, most curiously wrought of 
goldsmith worke. And the white cloth that hung over the Pix 
was of verye fine lawne, all embroydered and wrought about 
with gold and' red silke, and four great and round knopes of 
gold, marvelous and cunningly wrought, with great tassells of 
gold and redd silke hanginge at them, and at the four comers 
of the white lawne cloth, and the crooke that hung within the 
cloth that the pix did hang on, was of gold, and the cords, that 
did draw it upp and downe, was made of fine white strong 
silke. 

And when the Menkes went to say or singe the High Masse 
they put on theire vestments [they were vested, H. 45] in the 
Vkstrye [revestrye, Dav.'] both the Epistoler and the Gospeller. 
They were always revest in the same place, and when the office 
of the masse began to be sung the Epistoler came out of the 
revestrie and the other two monkes following him, all three 
arow, at the south Quire dore, and there did stand to [untill, 
H. 45] the Gloria Patri of the office of the masse began to bee 
sunge, and then, with great reverence and devotion, they went 
all [three, DavJi upp to the High Altar (and on of the vergers 
that kept the vestrie did goe before them, with a tipt stafie in 
his hand, as it was his office so to doe), bowinge themselves 
most reverently to the blessed Sacrament of the Altar, the one 
on the on side of him that said the masse and the other of the 
other side, also the Gospeller [Epistler, H. 45] did carrye a 
marvelous Faire Booke, which had the Epistles and Gospells 
in it, and did lay it on the Altar, the which booke had on the 
outside of the coveringe the picture of our Saviour Christ, all 
of silver, of goldsmiths worke, all parcell gilt, verye fine to be- 
hould : which booke did serve for the Pax in the masse. The 
epistoler, when he had sung the epistle, did lay by the booke 
againe on the Altar, and, after, when the gospell was sunge, 
the Gospeller did lay it downe on the Altar untill the masse 
was done ; and, the masse beinge ended, they went all three 
into the Revestrie, from whence they came, and caryed the 
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booke with them ; and^ one of the vergers meetinge them at 
the south Quire dore^ after the same sort they came^ and went 
before them into the vestrie. 

Also there was perteininge to the High Altar two goodly 
Chalices. One was of gold, the other of silver and double gilt, 
and all the foote of it [them, H. 45] sett full of precious stones. 
That of gold was for principall dayes, and the other was to serve 
everye day. 

Likewise there was perteininge to the High Altar two goodly 
gilt BASONS of silver, one for principall dayes, double gilt, a 
ffreat large one ; and the other bason for everye day, not so large, 
beinge parcell gilt and graven all over ; and two gilt Cruitts, 
that did hold a quart a piece, parcell gilt and graven all over, 
and two lesser crewetts, for everye day, all of silver ; one payer 
of silver Censers for everye double feast, double gilded, and 
two paire of silver Censors parcell gilt, and the cheines also, 
for everye day, with two Shipps op silver, parcell gilt, for 
principall dayes, and other two of silver ungilt, for everye day, 
to carry frankincence in [one pair of silver censers for every 
day, and two pair of silver censers for every double feast, double 
gilt, and two pair of silver censers, parcel gilt, and the chains 
also, for every principal day, with two ships of silver, parcel gilt, 
for principal dayes, and other two of silver ungilt for every day 
to carry frankincence in, Dat?.], and two silver double-gilded 
Candlesticks for two tapers, very finely wrought, of three 
[two, H. 45] quarters high, to be taken in sunder with wrests, 
other two silver candlesticks for everye dayes service, parcell 
gilt, with rich and sumptuous furnitures for everye festivall day 
of changable suites ; divers of the Vestements was sett all 
round about, both stooles and fannels. There was also other 
very rich and costly Jewells and ornaments that was perteininge 
to the said High Altar. 

Also there was two [faire, H. 45] Crosses to be borne [to 
be carryed in procession, H. 45] on principall dayes, the one 
of gold, and the staffe, that it did stand on, to beare it 
with all, was all of silver and goldsmiths worke, verye curiosly 
and finely wrought and double gilt, and the other crosse was of 
silver and double gilt, and the staffe of it was wood, that it did 
stand on, after the same workmanshipp, and double gilt. 



IV. The Quire — ^The Pascall. 

V 

Also there was a goodly monument pertaininge to the Church 
called the Pascall, which was wont to be sett upp in the Quire, 
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and there to remain, from the Thursday called Maundye thurs* 
day, before Easter, untill Wednesday after the Assention day, 
that did stand uppon a foure-square thick planke of wood against 
the first grees or stepp, hard behind the three basons of silver 
that hung before the High Altar. In the midst of the said greese 
is a nick wherein one of the comers of the said planke was placed, 
and at every comer of the planke was an iron ringe, wherunto 
the feete of the Pascall were adjoyned, representinge the pictures 
of foure flyinge dragons [att each comer one, H. 45] as also the 
pictures of the four Evangelists [with six faire candlesticks for 
six tapers to stand in, H. 45] above the tops of the dragons, 
underneath the nethermost bosse, all supportinge the whole 
pascall ; and [in] the four quarters have beene foure christall 
stones, and in the four small dragons^ four heads four christall 
stones, as by the holes doth appeare. And on everye side of 
the four dragons there is curious antick worke, as beasts and 
men, uppon horsbacks, with bucklers, bowes and shafts, and 
knotts, with broad leaves spred uppon the knotts, very finely 
wrought, all beinge of most fine and curious candlestick met- 
tall [or Latten mettal glistering as the gold it self, having six 
candlesticks or flowers of candlestick mettall, added by Dr. 
Hunter, in the margin^ comminge from it, three of everye side, 
wheron did stand in everye of the said flowers or candlestick a 
taper of wax. And on the height of the said candlestick or Pascall 
of lattine was a faire large flower, beinge the principall flower ; 
which was the seventh candlestick. The Pascall in latitude did 
containe almost the bredth of the Quire, in longitude that did 
extend to the height of the [lower, H. 45] vault, wherein did 
stand a long peece of wood reachinge within a mans length 
[height, H. 45] to the uppermost vault roofe of the church, 
wheron stood a great long square taper of wax [a large square 
wax taper, H. 45] called the Pascall, a fine conveyance through 
the roofe of the church to light the taper with all. In conclu- 
sion the Pascall was estimated to bee one of the rarest monu- 
ments in England. 



V. The Quire — ^Thb Passion. 

Within the Abbye Church of Durham, uppon Good Friday 
[theire was, H. 45] marvelous solemne service, in the which 
service time, after the Passion was sung, two of the eldest 
[ancient, Dav.] Menkes did take a goodly large Crucifix, 
all of gold, of the picture of our Saviour Christ nailed uppon 
the crosse, lyinge uppon a velvett cushion, havinge St. Cuth-> 
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beif s armes uppon it all imbroydered with gold, bringinge that 
betwixt them uppon the said cushion to the lowest greeces 
[stepps, H. 45] in the Quire ; and there betwixt them did hold 
the said picture of our Saviour^ sittinge of every side, [on ther 
knees, H. 45] of that, and then one of the said Menkes did rise 
and went a pretty way from it, sittinge downe uppon his knees, 
with his shooes put of, and verye reverently did creepe away 
uppon his knees imto the said Crosse, and most reverently did 
kisse it. And after him the other Monke did so likewise [all 
the other Monckes^ H. 45], and then they did sitt them downe 
on every [eyther, H. 45] side of the Crosse, and, holdinge it be- 
twixt them, and after that [them^ H. 45] the Prior came forth of 
his stall, and did sitt him downe of his knees, with his shooes off, 
and in like sort did creepe also unto the said Crosse [and all the 
Menkes after him one after another, in the same order, and^ 
not in H. 45], in the mean time all the whole quire singinge an 
himne. The seruice beinge ended, the two [two not in H. 45] 
Monkes did carrye it to the Sepulchre with great reverence^ 
which Sepulchre was sett^upp in the mominge, on the north 
side of the Quire, nigh to the High Altar, before the service 
time ; and there lay it within the said Sepulchre, with great 
devotion, with another picture of our Saviour Christ, in whose 
breast they did enclose, with great reverence, the most holy 
and blessed Sacrament of the Altar, senceinge it [singinge, 
H. 45] and prayinge. unto it upon theire knees, a great space, 
settinge two tapers lighted before it, which tapers did bume 
unto Easter day in the mominge, that it was taken forth. 



VI. The Quire — ^The Resurrection. 

There was in the Abbye Church of Duresme verye solemne 
service uppon Easter Day, betweene three and four of the 
docke in the morninge, in honour of the Resurrection, 
where two of the oldest Monkes of the Quire came to the 
Sepulchre, beinge sett upp upon Good Friday, after the Pas- 
sion, all covered with red velvett and embrodered with gold, 
and then did sence it, either Monke with a pair of silver 
sencers sittinge on theire knees before the Sepulchre. Then 
they both rising came to the Sepulchre, out of the which, with 
great devotion and reverence, they tooke a marvelous beautiful! 
Image of our Saviour, representing the resurrection, with a 
crosse in his hand, in the breast wherof was enclosed in bright 
^most pure, H. 45] christall the holy Sacrament of the Altar, 

oughe the which christall the Blessed Host was conspicuous 
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to the behoulders. Then, after the elevation of the said 
picture, carryed by the said two Menkes uppon a faire velvett 
cushion, all embrodered, singinge the antliem of Christus 
resurgenSf they brought it to the High Altar^ settinge that on 
the midst therof^ whereon it stood, the two Monkes kiieelinge 
on theire knees before the Altar^ and senceing it all the time 
that the rest of the whole quire was in singinge the foresaid 
anthem of Christus reswrgenB* The which anthem beinge 
ended, the two Monkes tooke up the cushions and the picture 
from the Altar, supportinge it betwixt them, proceeding, in 
procession, from the High Altar to the soul^ Quire dore, 
where there was four antient Gentlemen, belonginge to the 
Prior, appointed to attend theire cominge, holdinge upp a most 
rich Cannopye of purple yelvett, tached round about with 
redd silke and [a goodly, Dao^ gold fringe; and at everye 
corner did stand one of theise ancient Gentlemen, to beare it 
over the said image, with the Holy Sacrament, carried by two 
Monkes round about the church, the whole quire waitinge 
uppon it with goodly torches and great store of other Ughts, all 
singinge, rejoyaeinge, and praising God most devoutly, till they 
came to the High Altar againe, wheron they did place the said 
image there to remaine untill the Ascension day. There was 
another crosse of christall, that served for every day in the 
weeke. 

There was borne before the Crosse everye principall day a 
HOLY water font [fatt, H. 45] of silver very finely graven 
and parcell gilt, which one of the Novices did carrye. 



VII. The Quire — Almbries — ^Lbtterns — Basins. 

In the north side of the Quire there is an Almerye, neere 
to the High Altar, fastened in the wall, for to lay any thinge 
in pertaininge to the High Altar. Likewise there is another 
Almerye in the south side of the Quire nigh the High Altar, 
enclosed in the wall, to sett the chalices, the basons, and the 
crewetts in, that they did minister withall at the high masse^ 
with locks and keys for the said almeryes. 

At the north end of the High Altar there was a goodly fine 
Lbtteron [lettem, H. 45] of brasse, where they sunge the 
epistle and the gospell, with a gilt pellican on the height [topp, 
H. 45] of it, finely gilded, pulUnge hir bloud out hir breast to 
hir young ones, and winges spread abroade, wheron did lye the 
book that they did singe the epistle and the gosple. It was 
thought to bee the goodlyest [fairest, H. 45] letteron of brasse 
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that was in all this countrye. It was all to bee taken in sunder 
with wrests, every joynt from other. [It went all in hemes to 
take asonder att plesure. H. 45.] 

Also ther was lowe downe in the Quere another Lettorn of 
brasse^ not so curiously wroughte, standinge in the midst 
against the Stalls, a marveilous faire one, with an Eagle on 
the height of it, and hir winges spread a broad, wheron the 
Monkes did lay theire bookes when they sung theire legends at 
mattens or at other times of service. [Where the Moncks did 
singe ther Legends at Mattins and other tymes. Which same 
stood theire untill the yeare 1650, when the Scotts were sent 
prisoners from Dunbarr fight, and put prisoners into the 
church, where they burned upp all the wood worke, in regard 
they had no coales allowed them. And there was a fellowe, 
one Brewen, appointed to looke to the Scotts, by Sir Arthure 
Haslerige baronett, then Govemour of Newcastle, and the fower 
Northeran Counties, which conveyed this said brasse letteme 
and eagle away, and many other thinges appertayninge to the 
Church, and soidd them for his owne gaine, a man of a badd 
conscience, and a cruell fellowe to the poore prisoners. H. 45.] 

Before the High Altar, within the Quire above mentioned, 
were three marveilous faire silver Basins [at the stepps as one 
goes up, H. 45] hung in chaines of silver ; one of them did 
hange in the south side of the Quire, above the stepps that go 
upp to the High Altar, the second on the north side opposite 
to the first, the third, in the midst, betweene them both, and 
just before the High Altar. Theise three silver basons had lattin 
basons within them, havinge pricks for serges, or great wax can- 
dles, to stand on, the lattin basons beinge to receive the drops 
of the candles, which did burne continually, both day and night, 
in token that the House was alwayes watchinge to God. 

There was also another silver bason, which did hang in silver 
chaines before the Sacrament of the foresaid High Altar, but 
nerer to the High Altar then the other three, as almost depend- 
inge or hanginge over the priests back, which was only lighted 
in time of masse and ther after extinguished. 



VIII. The Quire — Ludovicke db Bellomonte. 

LuDOviCK DE Bellomonte, Bishopp of Durham, lyeth 

buried before the High Altar, in the Quire, beneath the stepps 

^that goe upp to the said High Altar, under a most curious and 

mptuous marble stonn, which hee prepared for himselfe 

ore hee dyed, beinge adorned with most excellent workman* 
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shipp of brasse, wherein he was most exceUently and Uvely 
pictured^ as hee was accustomed to singe or say masse, with 
his mitre on his head and his crosiers staffe in his hand, with 
two angells very finely pictured, one of the one side of his 
head and the other on the other side, with censors in theire 
hands sensinge him, conteining most exquisite pictures and 
images of the twelve Apostles devided and bordered of either 
side of him, and next them is bordered on either side of the 
twelve Apostles in another border the pictures of his ancestors 
in theire coat armour, beinge of the bloud royale of France, 
and his owne armes of France, beinge a white lyon placed 
uppon the breast of his vestment,, beneath his verses of his 
breast, with flower de luces about the lyon, two lyons pictured 
one under the one foote of him and another under the other of 
him, supportinge and holdinge up his crosier's staffe, his feete 
adjoyninge and standinge uppon the said lyons, and other two 
lyons beneath them in the nethermost border of all, beinge 
most artificially wrought and sett forth all in brasse, mar- 
vellously beautifyinge the said through of marble : wherin was 
engraven in brasse such divine and celestiall sayinge of the 
Scripture which hee had peculiarly selected for his spirituall 
consolation, at such time as it should please God to call him 
out of his mortalitie, wherof some of them are legeable to this 
day as theise that follow : —

IX. The Quire — ^Tue Organs. 

There was three paire of Organs belonginge to the said 
Quire^ for maintenance of God's service and the better sele- 
bratinge therof. 

One of the fairest paire of the three did stand over the 
Quire dore, only opened and played uppon at principall Feasts, 
the pipes beinge all of most fine wood and workmanshipp, 
very faire, partly gilded uppon the inside and the outside of 
the leaves and covers up to the topp, with branches and 
flowers finely gilted, with the name of Jesus [I H S., H. 44] 
gilted with gold. There was but two paire more of them in all 
England of the same makinge, one paire in Yorke and another 
in Paules. [But ther was a paire att the cominge in of the 
Scotts, 1640, far exceeded all which they destroyed. H. 45.] 
Also there was a Letterne of wood like unto a pulpit stand- 
inge and adjoyninge to the wood organs, over the Quire dore, 
where they had wont to singe the nine lessons in the old time 
on principall dayes, standinge with theire faces towards the 
High Altar. 

The second pair stood on the north side of the Quire, beinge 
never playd uppon but when the four Doctors of the church 
was read, viz. Augustine, Ambrose, Gregorys, and Je- 
rome, beinge a faire paire of large organs, called the cryers. 

The third paire was daily used at ordinary service. 

X. The Quire — Book of Benefactors, Reliques, &c. 

There did lye on the High Altar an excellent fine [faire, H. 45.] 
BooKE, verye richly covered with gold and silver, conteininge the 
names of all the benefactors towards Saint Cuthbert's church, 
from the first originall foundation thereof; the verye letters, for 
the most part, beinge all gilded, as is apparent in the said

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booke till this day. The layinge that booke on the Altur did 
show how highly they esteemed theire founders and benefactors^ 
and the dayly and quotidian remembrance they had of them^ in 
the time of masse and divine service, did argue not onely theire 
gratitude but a most divine and charitable a£fection to the 
soules of theire benefactors, as well dead as livinge. Which 
booke is as yett extant, declaringe the said use in the inscrip-* 
tion thereof.* There is also another famous Booke, as yett 
extant, conteininge the reliques, jewels, ornaments, and vest- 
ments, that were given to the Church by all those founders, for 
the further adominge of Gods service, whose names were of 
record in the said book, that dyd lye uppon the High Altar, as 
also they are recorded in this booke of the afore said reliques 
and Jewells, to the everlasting praise and memorye of the givers 
and benefactors thereof. 



XI. The North Alley of the Quire. 

At the east end of the North Alley of the Quire, betwixt two 
pillars opposite, was the goodlyest faire porch, which was 
called the Anchoridge, havinge in it a marveillous faire roode, 
with the most exquisite pictures of Marye and John, with an 
altar for a Monke to say dayly masse ; beinge in antient time 
inhabited with an Anchorite, whereunto the Priors were wont 
much to frequent, both for the excellency of the place, as also to 
beare the high masse, standinge so conveniently unto the High 
AltiBir, and, with all, so neere a neighbour to the sacred Shrine 
of Saint Cuthbert ; wherunto the Priors were most devoutly 
adicted. The entrance to this porch or anchoridge was upp 
a paire of faire staires adjoyninge to the north dore of St. 
Cuthbert^s Feretorie, under the which staires the Pascall did 
lye. And in the time of Lent the children of the Aumerie were 
enjoyned to come thither daylye to dresse, trim, and make it 
bright against the Pascall feast. 

In this North AUye of the Quire, betwixt two pillars on the 
south side, before Saint Blese Altar, (afterwards called Skirlawes 
Altar,) lieth buryed Walter Skirlaw, Bishopp of Durham, 
uiider a faire marble stone very sumptuously [curiously, H. 45' 
besett with many brasen images [brasse pictures, H. 45] 
havinge his owne image [picture, H. 45] most artificially portre< ■ 
in brasse, in the midst therof, with this sainge engraven uppon 
his brest,

[The place of his sepulcher was in antyent tyme invyrond 
with irons, artificially wrought, but of late tyme his body was 
taken upp and interred before the High Alter ^ and the same stone 
layde over hym^ and a stall or pewe placed theire for gentle- 
women to sitt in. His body was not removed, onely the stone, 
H. 45 and marg, noteJ] 

Right over the entrance of this North AUye, goinge to the 
Song Scoole, which scoole was heretofore the Segresters exche- 
quer, ther was a Porch adjoyninge to the Quire on the south 
and Saint Benedicks altar on the north, the porch having in it 
an altar and the roode or picture of our Saviour, which altar 
and roode was much frequented in devotion by Doctour Swall- 
well, sometime monke of Durham, the said rood havinge mar- 
vellous sumptuous furniture for festivall dayes belonginge to it. 

XIL The South Alley of the Quire. 

At the east end of the South AUye of the Quire [adjoining to 
the pillar next St. Cuthbert's Feretory, next the quire door on 
the south side, Dav.], opposite to the foresaid porch in the North 
Alley, was a most faire roode or picture of our Saviour, in 
silver, called the Black Roode of Scotland, brought out of 
Holy Rood House, by Kinge David Bruce, and was woim at the 
battaile of Durham, with the picture of our Ladye on the one 
side [of our Saviour, Dav."] and Saint Johns on the other side, 
very richly wrought in silver, all three havinge crownes of gold 
[pure beaten gold of goldsmiths work, Dav.] with a device or 
wrest to take them of or on, beinge adorned with fine wains- 
cote [and on the back side of the said Rood and picture there 
was a piece of work that they were fastened unto, all adorned 
with fine wainscot-work and curious painting, well befitting 
such costly pictures, from the midst of the pillar up to the 
height of the vault, which wainscot was all red varnished over 
very finely, and all set forth with stars of lead, every star finely 
gilt over with gold. And also the said Rood and Pictures had 
every one of tibem an iron stuck fast in the back part of the 
said images that had a hole in the said irons, that went through 
the wainscot to put a pin of iron, to make them fast to the 
wainscot. Dav,] 

Thomas Hattfeild, Bishop of Durham, lyeth buried over

l^ithin this south alley of the Quire was the Vbstrye [Re- 
;ry, Dav."] wher the Bishopp or his Sufraigne had a peculiar 
ir, where they did use to say masse onely at such times as 
r were to consecrate priests or to give any holy orders.

In the Lantbome, called the New Worke^ was banginge 
three fine [goodly^ H. 45.] Bells^ which bells was runge ever 
at midnight, at twelve of the clock, for the Menkes went ever- 
more to theire mattens at that houre of the night. There was 
four men appointed to ringe the said bells at midnight^ and at 
all such other times of the day as the Menkes went to serve 
God; two of the said men apperteininge to the vestrye, 
which allwayes kept the Copes with the Vestments, and five 
paire of silver Sensers, with all such goodly ornaments, per- 
teigninge to the High Altar, which two men did lye everye 
night in a chamber over the west end of the said vestrye, and 
the other two men did lye everye night within the said church, 
in a chamber in the North allye, over against the Sexton*« 
checker. These two men did alwayes sweepe and keepe the 
church cleanly, and did fill the Holy Water stones everye Sun- 
day in the mominge with cleane water, before it came to be hal- 
lowed^ and did lock in the church dores everye night. 

Also there is standinge in the south pillar of the Quire doore 
of the Lanthorne, in a comer of the said pillar, a foure-squared 
Stonn, which hath beene finely wrought, in everye square a 
large fine Image, whereon did stand a foure-squared stone above 
that, which had twelve cressetts wrought in that stone, which 
was filled with tallow, and everye night one of them was lighted, 
when the day was gone, and did bume to give light to the 
Menkes at midnight, when they came to mattens. 

XIV. The North alley of the lantrbn. 

John Washington, Prior of Durham, lyeth biuyed under a 
faire marble stone with his verses [Epitaphe, H. 45] engraven 
in brasse uppon it^ before the porch^ over the entrance of the 
North allye, as you goe to the Song Scoole^ adjoyninge to Saint 
Bene(Uet's altar. 

Robert Berington de Walworth, Prior of Durham, did first 
obtaine the use of the Mitre with the Staffe. Hee lyeth buryed 
under a faire marble stone, beinge pictured from the waste upp 
in brasse, on the north side of Prior Washington, in the north 
plage, over against Saint Benedict's Altar, beinge the first of 
the three Altars in the North. 

Next to Saint Benedict's altar, on the north, is Saint 
^jrxgoryb's altar, being the second Altar.

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[The Altar of Saint Nicholas and Saint Giles was the 
last of the three Altars in the north plage towards the north.] 

John Fossour was the first Prior that ever attempted to be 
buried within the Abbey church out of the Centorie (jarth. He 
was buried in the north plage [under the north window in the 
lanteme alley, H. 45] before the Alter of Saint Nicholas and 
Saint Giles, being the last of the iij Alters in the north plage 
towards the north [the furthest north of the former, H. 45], 
over whom was layd a curious and sumptuous marble stone, 
which he had prepared in his liflFe-tyme, ingraven in brasse, with 
his owne image and immagerie wourke [in brasse, Cos.] upon yt, 
with the xij apostiles devided and bordered of either syde of him 
with there pictures in brasse. Roll.'] 



XY. An auntient mbmoriall collected forthe of 
the best Antiquaries concerning the battell at 
Durham in John Fossour tyme. 

[A collection forth of the best Antiquities of Durham chur6h 
of the Battle fought theire against Daved Bruce kinge of Scotts 
and his brother in the time that John Forcer was Lord Prior, 
which was thus. H, 45.] 

In the night before the battell of Durham stricken and begun 
[was petched, H. 45] the xvij. [xviij., H. 45] daie of October, 
Anno Domini 1346, ther did appeare to Johne Fossour, then 
Prior of the Abbey at Durham, a vision, commanding him to 
taike the holie Corporax Cloth, which was within the cor- 
porax, wherewith Saint Cuthbert did cover the chalice, when 
he used to say masse, and to put the same holie relique, like 
unto a Banner, [banner cloth, Cos.] upon a speare point, and 
on the morrowe after to goe and repaire to a place on the west 
parte of the citie of Durham, called the Readhills, and there to 
remayne and abyde till the end of the said battell. To which 
vision the Prior obeyinge, and taiking the same for a revelacion 
of God's grace and mercy by the medyacion of holie Saint 
Cuthbert, did, accordingly, early in the next mominge, toge- 
ther with the Monnks of the said Abbay, repaire to the said 
place, called the Readhills, there most devoutlye humbling 
[themselves, Cos.] and prostrating them selves in praier for the 
victorie in the said battell; a great multitude and nomber of 
Scotts runing and pressinge by them, both one waie and other, 
with intention to have spoiled them: but yett they had no 
power or sufirance to commytt any violence and force unto

such holie persons^ so occupied in pnders, being protected and 
defended by the mightie providence of Almightie God and by 
the mediacion of holy Saint Cuthbert, and the presence of the 
saide holie relique. And after many conflicts and warlike ex- 

Eloits there had and donne betwixte the Englishe men and the 
jnge of Scotts and his company^ the said battell ended^ and 
the victorie was obteyned, to the great overthrowe and confus- 
sion of the Scotts there enemyes. And then the said Prior and 
monnkes, accompanied with Raphe L. Neivell [alias Daw Raby, 
H. 45] and John Neivell his sonne and the Lord Percy and 
many other worthie nobles of England, returned home and 
went to the Abbay Church, ther joyninge in hartie pnder and 
thankes-geving to God and holie Saint Cuthbert for the con- 
quest and victorie atchieved that daie. In which said battell a 
Holy Cross which was taken out of Holie Rude house [in 
Edinbrough, H. 45] in Scotland by kinge David Bruce was 
wonne and taiken [upon, H. 45] the said king of Scotland, at 
the said battell, which crosse, by most auncyent and credible 
writers, is recorded to have come to the said king most myra- 
culouslie, and to have hapned and chaunced into his hand, 
being a hunting at the wylde harte in a forrest nygh Edden- 
browghe, upon Holy rude daie, commonlie called the Exalta- 
cioil of the Crosse, the said king, severed and parted from his 
nobles and company, suddenly there appered unto him (as it 
seamed) a most faire harte, runninge towards him in a full and 
spedy course, which so afiraid the kings horse that he violently 
coursed away, whome the harte so fercely and swiftlye followed 
that he baire forciblie both the king and his horse to ground ; 
who, so being dismayd, dyd cast backe his hands betwixt the 
tynds of the said harte to stay himselfe, and then and there most 
strangly slypped into the kings hands the said crosse, most 
wonderously. At the veiwe wherof immediatelye the hart 
vanished away, and never after was seane, no man knowing 
certenly what mettell or wood the said crosse was mayd of. 
In the place wherin this miracle was so wroughte doth now 
spring a fountaine called the Rude well. And the next night, 
after the said crosse so bechanced unto hym, the said king was 
charged and warned in his sleape by a vision to buyld an Abbey 
in the same place, which he most diligentUe observing, as a 
true message from God Almightie, did send for workemen into 
France and Flanders ; who, at there commyng, were reteyned, 
imd dyd buyld and erect the said Abbey accordinglie, which 
the king caused to be furnished with Chanons reguler, and 
dedicated the same in the honour of the Cross, and placed the 
said cross most sumptuously and richly in the said Abbey, ther 
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to remayne as a most reDowraed monument ; and so there re- 
mayned till the said King, cummynge towards the said battell^ 
did bring yt upon him as a most myraculous and fortunate 
relique. Notwithstandinge that the said Kinge, the said nighte, 
before he addressed him forwarde to the said battell, was in a 
dreame admonished^ that, in any wise, he should not attempt 
to spoile or violate the churche goods of Saint Cuthbert, or 
any thinge that apperteyned unto that holie Saint. Which, for 
that he moste contemptuously and presumptuously dyd dis- 
dayne and contemne, violating and distroyinge, so much as he 
could, the said goods and lands belonging to Saint Cuthbert, 
was not onely punished by God Almighty, by his owne capti- 
vitie, being taiken at the said battell in the field, and therin 
Tcry sore wounded, having first valiantly fought, and with him 
were taken foure Earles, two Lords, [eleven Lords, H. 45] the 
Archbushoppe of Saint Andrewes, one other Bushoppe, one 
knight, with many others. In which battell were slaine [the 
kings brother, H. 45}, seaven Earles of Scotland, besyds many 
Lords and Scotishmen, to the noumber of, one and other, fif- 
leane thousand, and also lost the said crosse, which was taiken 
upon him, and many other most wourthie and excellent Jewells 
awd monuments, which wear brought from Scotland, as his 
owne banner and other noblemen's aunncients [his owne ban- 
ner, being the Royall statiderd, with many more colours, H. 45] 
which all weare offred up at the shryne of Saint Cuthbert for 
the bewtifiynge and adotninge therof, together with the Blacks 
Rude of Scotland (so tearmed) with Mary and John, maid of 
silver, being, as yt weare, smoked all over, which was placed 
and sett up most exactlie in the piller next Saint Cuthbert 
Shrine in the south alley of the said Abbey. 

Shortelie after the said Prior caused a goodly and sumptuous 
Banner to be maid, and, with pippes of silver, to be put on a 
staffe, being fyve yerds longe, with a device to taike of and on 
the said pipes at pleasure, and to be keapt in a chyste in the 
Fcrretorie, when they weare taken down. Which banner was 
shewed and carried in the said Abbey on festival and principall 
dales. On the highte of the overmost pipe was a faire pretie 
crosse of silver and a wand of silver, having a fyne wroughte 
knopp of silver at either end, that went overthwart the banner 
cloth, whereunto the banner cloth was fastened and tyed, which 
wand was of the bignes of a man^s fynger, and at either end of 
the saide wande there was a fyne silver bell. The wand was 
fast by the myddle to the banner staffe, hard under the crosse. 
The banner clothe was a yerd brode, and five quarters deape, 
and the nether part of it was indented in five parts, and 
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firenged, and maid fast withall about with read silke and gold. 
And also the said banner cloth was maid of read velvett^ of 
both sydes most sumptuously imbrodered and wrought with 
flowers of grene silke and gold. And in the mydes of the said 
banner doth was the sayde holie Relique and Corporax cloth 
inclosed and placed therein, which Corporax cloth was covered 
over with white velvett, half a yerd square every way, having a 
red crosse of read velvett on both sydes over the same holie 
Relique, most artificiallie and cunynglie compiled and framed^ 
being fynely fringed about the edge and scirts with frenge of 
read silke and golde, and three litle fyne silver bells fast to the 
scirts of the said banner cloth, like unto sackring bells, and, so 
sumptuouslie finished and absolutelye perfitted, was dedicated 
to holie Saint Cuthbert, of intent and purpose that the same 
should be alwaies after presented and carried to any battell, as 
occasion should serve ; and which was (never) caryed or 
shewed at any battell, but, by the especiall grace of God 
Almightie and the mediacione of holie Saint Cuthbert^ it 
browghte home the victorie. Which banner cloth, after the 
Dissolution [suppression, H. 45] of the Abbey, fell into the 
possession of one deane Whittingham, whose wife called 
Katherine, being a Freanche woman, as is most credably 
reported by those which weare eye-wittnesses, did most inju- 
riously bume and consume the same in hir fire, in the notable 
contempt and disgrace of all anncyent and goodly reliques. 

Further, on the west syd of the citie of Durham there was a 
most notable, famous, and goodly larg Cross of stone work, 
erected and sett uppe to the honor of God and for the victorie 
had thereof, shortly after the battell of Durham, in the same 
place where the battell was fowghte, called and knowen by the 
name of Nbivell^s Crosse, which was sett upp at the cost 
and charges of the Lord Ralph Nevell, being one of the most 
excellent and chieffe in the said battell and feild. Which 
crosse had iij. [seven, Cos. and Dav.l steps aboute yt every wav^ 
four-squared to the sockett that the stalke of the crosse did 
stand in, which sockett was mayd fast to a four- squared brod 
stone, being the sole or bottom stone, of a large thicknes, that 
the sockett dyd stand upon, which is a yeard and a half square 
about every way, which stone was one of the steppes and the 
viij^ in number. Also the said sockett was maid fast with iron 
and lead to the sole stone, in every syde of the corner of the 
said sockett-stone, which was three quarters deppe, and a yerd 
and a quarter square about every way. And the stalke of the 
crosse goinge upward conteyned in length three yerds and a 
halfe up to the bosse^ being viy^ square about, all of one hoU 
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peece of stone^ from the sockett that yt did stand in to thcf 
bosse above^ into the which bosse the said stalke was deply 
sowdered with lead and sowder. And in the mydest of the 
stalke, in every second square, was the NevelFs crosse, in a 
Bcoutchion, being the Lord Nevell^s armes fynely cut out and 
wrought in the said stalke of stone. Also the nether end [part, 
Cos.'] of the stalke was sowdered depe in the hole of the 
sockett, that it did stand in, with lead and sowder, and at every 
of the four comers of the said sockett belowe was one of the 
pictures of the four evangelists, being Mathewe, Marke, 
Luke, and Johne, verie fynly sett forth and carved in stone- 
mason worke : and on the hight of the said stalke did stand a 
most large fyne bosse of stone, being eight square rownde about, 
fynly cut out and bordered and mervylous curiously wrought. 
And in every square of the neither syde of the bosse in the 
mason worke was the Neivell's Crosse, in a scutchion, in one 
square, and the Bull's head, having no scutcheon, in an other 
square, and so contynued [conteined, Cos.'] in every squarcj^ 
after the same sorte, rownd about the bosse : and on the hight 
of the said bosse, having a stalke of stone, being a crosse 
standing a little higher than the rest, which was sowdered deply 
with lead and sowder into the holl of the said bosse above, 
wheron was fynely cut out and pictured, on both sydes of the 
stalke of the said crosse, the picture of our Saviour Christ 
crucified, with his arms stretched abrod, his hands nayled to 
the crosse, and his feete being naled upon the stalke of the said 
crosse belowe, almost a quarter of a yerd from above the bosse, 
with the picture of our Lady the blessed Virgin Mary of the 
one syde of him and the picture of Saint John the Evangeliste 
on the other syde, most pitifully lamenting and beholding his 
torments and cruell deathe, standinge both on the highte of the 
said bosse. All which pictures was very artificially and curi- 
ously wrought all together and fynly carved out of one hole 
entyre stone, some part therof thorowgh-carved worke, both on 
the east syde and the west syde of the said crosse, with a cover 
of stone likewise over there heads, being all most fynly and 
curiously wrought together out of the said holl stone ; which 
cover of stone was covered all over very fynly with lead. And 
also in token and remembrance of the said battell of Durham, 
and to the perpetuall memory and honour of the Lord Nevell 
and his posteritie for ever, it was termed by the title and name 
of NeivelFs Crosse ; which so did there stande and remayne 
most notorious to all passingers till of laite, in the yeare of our 
Lord God 1589, in the nighte tyme, the same was broken 
downe and defaced, by some lewde and contemptuous wicked

persons, thereunto encouraged (as it semed) [seemeth^ Cos."] by 
some who loveth Christe the worse for the crosse sake, as 
utterly and spitefully dispising all auncyent ceremonies and 
monuments. 

And further^ in the said place called the Read-hills, lying on 
the north syde of the said Neivell^s crosse, a litle distant from i^ 
pece of grownd called the Flashe, above a close lying hard by 
north Chilton poole^ and on the north side of the hedge where 
the Maydes bower had wont to be, where the said Pnor and 
Monks standinge and makinge ther praiers to God with the 
holy Relicke of Saint Cuthbert during the tyme of the said 
battell, and, after the said battell finished and victorie atchived, 
was erected and sett up by the said Prior and Monks a faire 
Crosse of Wood, in the same place where they standing with the 
holie Relike mayd ther praiers, in token and remembrance of the 
said holy relique of Saint Cuthbert, which they caryed to the 
battell ; which being a faire crosse of wood, fynely wrought, and 
verie larg, of highte two yeards, which there long stoode and 
contynued, by the remembrance of many now ly ving ; wher the 
said Prior and Monkes ever after, in memory of the said holy 
Relique, after the said victorie atchived, dyd in there tymes of 
recreacion, as they went and came to and from Beareparke to 
the monasterie and abbey of Durham, maike there humble and 
soUemne praiers to God and holie Saint Cuthbert, at the foote 
of the said crosse, in perpetuall prays and memory for the 
said victorie and recoverie of the said battell ; tyll it was now of 
laite, within thes xxxv yeres, soddenly defaced and throwne 
downe by some lewde disposed persons, who dispised the anti- 
quitie and worthynes of monuments after the suppression of 
Abbeys. And the collection of this memoriall antiquitie was in 
the yeare of our Lord God athowsand five hundreth nyntie and 
thre.

He 
was buryed in the north plage [under the north window in the 
lanterne alley, H. 45] before the Alter of Saint Nicholas and 
Saint Giles, being the last of the iij Alters in the plage to- 
wards the north, [the furthest north of the former, H. 45] over 
whom was layd a curyous and sumptuous marble stone, which 
he hacl prepared in his liffe tyme, ingraven in brasse with his 
owne image and immagerie wourke [in brasse, Cos.] upon yt, 
with the xij Apostiles devided and bordered of either syde of 
him with there pictures in brasse. 
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XVI. The South Alley of the Lantren. 

JoHNE Hemmynobrowghe^ Prior of Durham^ lieth buried 
in the south plage, on the right hand, as yow goe to the Reves- 
trie, under a faire marble stone, with his picture curiouslie in- 
graven upon it, having the xij Apostles pictured, of either syde 
of him vj, in brasse, with other immagerie woorke above his 
head, before the Alter of our Ladye, alias Howghell^s Alter, 
being the first of the iij Alters in the south plage (in the walke, 
H. 45]. 

William Ebchester, Prior of Durham, lythe buryed in 
the south alley, under a faire marble stone, before the Ladie 
OF BouLTON^s Alter, with his verses or epetaph ingraven 
upon the saide stone in brasse, which stone was taken up there, 
and removed, and lyeth nowe before the Quire door, the said 
Alter being the second of the iij Alters in that plage. Over the 
which Alter was a merveylous lyvelye and bewtifull Immage of 
the picture of our Ladie, so called the Lady of Boultone, 
which picture was maide to open with gymmers [two leaves, 
H. 45] from her breaste [breasts, CosJ] downdward. And within 
the said immage was wrowghte and pictured the immage of our 
Saviour, merveylouse fynlie gilted, houldinge uppe his handes, 
and holding betwixt his handes a fair large Crucifix of 
Christ, all of gold, the which crudfix was to be taiken fourthe 
every Good Fridaie, and every man [moncke, H. 45] did crepe 
unto it that was in that church at that daye. And ther after 
yt was honng upe againe within the said immage. And every 
principall daie the said immage was opened, that every man 
might se pictured within her the Father, the Sone, and the 
Holy Ghost, most curiouslye and fynely gilted. And both 
the sides within her (? were) verie fynely vemyshed with grene 
vernishe and flowers of goulde, which was a goodly sighte for 
all the behoulders therof. And upon the stone that she did 
stand on, in-under, was drawen a faire crosse upon a scutchon, 
cauled the NeivelPs cross, the which should signyfye that the 
Neivells hath borne the charges of ytt. 

Robert Ebchester, Prior of Durham, lyeth buriede under 
a faire marble stone, with his picture and his versis, frome the 
waiste upe, in brass, before the said Lady Boulton Alter. 

Next to the Lady of Bowlton^s Alter, on the southe, was 
Sancte Fides Alter and Sancte Thomas the Apostle, be- 
inge the thirde Alter in the south plage. 

There ys [was, H. 45] a Lybrarie in the south angle of the 
Lantren, whiche is nowe above the Clocke, standinge betwixt 
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the Chapter house and the Te Deum wyndowe, being well re- 
plenished with ould written Docters and other histories and 
ecclesiasticall writers. 

In the north end of the allei of the Lantrene ther is a goodlie 
faire larg and lightsum glass wyndowe, havinge in it xij fau'e, 
long, pleasant, and most bewtifuU Ughts, being maid and buylte 
with fjne stone and glas, which in the ould tyme was gone to 
decaie, and the Prior at that tyme, called Prior Castell, dide 
renewe it, and did buylt yt all up enowgh againe, called the 
Wyndowe of the four Docters of the church, which hath 
•vj long fair lights of glas in the upper parte of the saide wyn- 
dowe. [of the upper parts in the same window. CosJ] And 
therin is pictured our blessed Ladie, with the picture of our 
Saviour Christ in her armes, and the picture of holie Sancte 
Cuflibert of the weste syde of her, both which pictures stand- 
ing in the myds of the said wyndowe in most fyne coulored 
glasse, and of the east syde of our Ladie is ij of the Docters of 
the church pictured, and other ij of the Docters pictured on 
the west syde of Sancte Cuthbert, all being large pictures, and 
Terie fynely and curiouslie sett furth in fyne coulored glas. 
And the picture of Prior Castell, who did make the hole coste 
of the buylding of the said windowe, both of stone and glasse, 
as is aforesaid, sytting on his kneis, in fyne blewe glas, in his 
habitt, and holding up his handes to our Ladie, under the feete 
of the said blessed virgin Marie, whose immage standing above 
hiS' heade, sayinge. 

And other vj faire leights in the foresaid wyndowe, under our 
Ladie, Sancte Cuthbert, and the foresaid Docters beneath 
theme, being verie fynly glaised, with all the instruments of 
Christ^s deathe sett in rownde [red coulered, H. 45] glasse, and 
TTrowghte in fyne coulours in the said glasse wyndowe, being 
all but one wyndowe. 

Also, in the southe end of the allei of the Lantren, above 
the Clocke, there is a faire large glasse wyndowe caulede the 
Te Deum wyndowe, veri fair glased, accordinge as every 
verse of Te Deum is song or saide, so is it pictured in the wyn- 
dowe, verie fynly and curiouslie wrowgbte in fyne colored glass 
with all the nyne order of Angells, viz. Thrones^ Dominations, 
CherubinSy etc. ISeraphines, Angells^ Archan^^els, &c. H. 45] with 
the pictur of Christ, as he was upon the cross crucified, and 
the blessed Virgin Marie with Crist in her armes, as he was 
borne*

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XVII. Thes Monnumentes followinge weere placede 

FROM THE LaNTRENE IN THE MYDEST OF THE ChURCHE 

in there severall places till yowe comme to 
the west ende of the churche joyninge upon the 
Galleleie. 

In the body of the Cburche, betwixt two of the hiest piUors 
supportinge and holding up the west syde of the Lanterne, 
over against the Quere dore, ther was an Alter called Jesus 
Alter, where Jhesus mess was song every fridaie thorowe 
out the whole yere. And of the backsyde of the saide Alter 
there was a faire high stone wall : at either end of the wall 
there was a dore, which was lockt every night, called the two 
RooDE DOREs, for the Prosession to goe furth and comme in 
fit. And betwixt those ij dores was Jhesus Alter placed, as is 
afforesaide. And at either ende of the Alter was closed up with 
fyne wainscott, like unto a porch, adjoyninge to eythei: roode 
dore, verie fynely vernished with fyne read vernishe ; and in 
the wainscott, at the south end of the Alter, ther was iiij faire 
Almeries, for to locke the chalices and sylver crewetts, with 
two or thre sewts of Vestments and other ornaments, be- 
longinge to the said Alter for the holie dales and principall daies. 
And in the north end of the Alter, in the wainscott, there was a 
dore to come in to the said porch and a locke on yt, to be lockt 
both daie and nighte. Also ther was standing on the Alter, 
against the wall aforesaid, a moste curiouse and fine Table, 
with ij leves to open and clos againe, all of the hole Passion of 
pur Lord Jesus Christ, most richlye and curiously sett furth 
in most lyvelie coulors, all like the burninge gold, as he was 
tormented, and as he honge on the cross, which was a most 
lamentable sighte to beholde. The which Table was alwaies 
lockt up but onely on principall daies. Also the fore parte 
of the said porch, from the utmoste comer of the porch to the 
other, ther was a dore with two brode leves to open from 
syde to syde, all of fyne joined and through-carved worke. 
The height of yt was sumthinge above a mans brest ; and in the 
highte of the said dore yt was all stricken full of iron piks, that 
no man shold clymme over, which dore did hing all in gym- 
mers, and clasps in the insyde to claspe theme. And on the 
principall daies, when any of the Monnks said mess at that 
Alter, then the Table was opened, which did stand on the Alter, 
and the dore with two leves, which stoode in the fore parte of 
the said closett or porch was sett open also, that every man 
might comme in and se the said Table in manner and forme as 
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is aforesaid. Also there was, in the hight of the said wall 
from piller to piller, the whole storie and Passion of our Lord 
wrowghte in stone, most curiously and most fynely gilte, and, 
also, above the said storie and passion, was all the whole storie 
and pictures of the xij Apostles, verye artificiallye sett furth and 
verie fynelie gilte, contening frome the one piller to the other 
wrowght verie curiouslie and artificially in the said stone. And 
on the hight above all thes foresaide Storyes, from piller 
to piller, was sett up a border very artificially wrowght in 
stone, with mervelous fyne coulers, very curiouslie and excel- 
lent fynly gilt, with branches and flowers, the more that a man 
did looke on it the more [desires he had and the greater, Dav.] 
was his affection to behold yt, the worke was so fynely and 
curiously wroughte in the said stone that it cold not be fynelyer 
wrowght in any kynde of other mettell. And also above the 
hight of all, upon the waule, did stande the most goodly and 
famous RooDE that was in all this land, with the picture of 
Marie on the one syde and the picture of John on the other, 
with two splendent and glisteringe Archangels, one on the one 
syde of Mary and the other of the other syde of Johne. So, 
what for the fairness of the wall, the staitlynes of the pictures, 
and the lyvelyhoode of the paynting, it was thpwght to be one 
of the goodliest monuments in that church. 

Also on the. backsyde of the said Rood before the Queir dore 
there was a Loft, and in the south end of the said loft the 
Clocke dyd stand, and in under the said loft, by the wall, 
there was a long forme, which dyd reche from the one Roode 
dore to the other, where men dyd sytt to rest themselves on 
and say there praiers and here devyne service. 

-Also, every frydaie at nyghte, after that the evinsong was 
done in the Queir, there was an anthem song in the bodye of 
the Church, before the foresaid Jhesus Alter, called Jesus An- 
them, which was song every frydaie at nyght thorowgheout 
the whole yere by the M^ of the quiresters and deacons of the 
said church. And, when it was done, then the quiresters did 
singe an other anthem by themselves, sytting on there kneis all 
the tyme that ther anthem was in singinge, before the said 
Jesus Alter, which was verie devoutly song every fridaie at 
nyghte by the toulling of one of the Gallelei belles. 

1. Thomas Castell, Prior of Durham, lyeth buryed under 
a faire marble stone in the body of the church, being pictured 
from the waiste up in brass, in the mydest of the stone, with his 
versis or epetaph upon yt, before Jesus Alter, wher ther was 
on the north syde, betwixt two pillers, a looft for the M'^ and 
quiresters to sing Jesus mess every fridaie, conteyninge- a 
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pure of orgnnet to play any and a £nr desk to lie there booket 
on in tjrme of dyrin servioe. 

2. JoHANB AwcKLAND^ Piior, lyethe buryed within Ae 
Abbey church of Durham. 

3. JoHAN BuRRNBiB^ Prior of Durham, lieth buryed under 
a iair marble stone, pictured in brass from the waiste up^ be- 
neth the north dour, in the mydest of the church, not much 
distant from the Marble Cross, with his verses or cfHtaph ad- 
joyninge therto. 

Ther is betwixt the piller of the north syde, which the Holie 
Water stone did stand in, and the piller that standeth over 
against yt of the south syde^ from the one of them to the other, 
a RowB OF BLEWE Mabble, and in the mydest of the said row 
ther is a Cross of blewe marble, in token that all women that 
came to here devine service should not be suffered to come 
above the said cross. And if it chaunced that any woman to 
come above it, within the body of the church, thene, straighte 
wayes, she was taiken awaie and punishede for certaine daies, 
because ther was never women came where the holie man Sancte 
Cuthbert was, for the reverence thei had to his sacred bodie. 

Also, yf any woman chamsced to come within the Abei Gaits, 
or within any presynckt of the house, yf she had bene sene 
but her lenth within anv place of the saide house, she was taken 
and sett fast and punished, to gyve example to all others for 
doyng the like. 



XVIIL The causes whebfore women may not cummb 

TO THE FeRRETORE OF SaINT CutHBERT, NOR TO ENTER 
WITHIN THE PRECINCT ANNEXED IN THE MONASTERYE. 

There are dyvers bookes written of the lyffe and miracles of 
that holy Confessour Cuthbert, partlie written by the Irishe, 
partly by Englishmen, and partUe by Scottishemen, being not 
able to comprehend the same in one worke. For, as Venerable 
Beede reporteth in the prologge of his Booke which he wrote of 
the liffe and miracles of Saint Cuthbert, that there weare many 
other things, nothing inferior to those which he wrote of the 
Liffe and vertews of that blessed man, which weare related unto 
him, and weare commaunded to be had in perpetuallnnemory, 
which woorkes, thowghe they weare not perfectly and dely- 
beratUe finished, yt was thought imfitt and inconvenient to in- 
sert or adde any newe matter, of which books there is one inti- 
tuled, 0/ the cummyng of Saint Cuthbert into Scotland, taiken 
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fiirth of the Scottishe histories^ whereupon^ emongh other 
things, is sett downe the solitarie conversation of the said holie 
Saint Cuthbert, in this manner as foUoweth : 

Blessed Saint Cuthbert for a long tyme led a [most, CobJ] 
solitarie liffe in the borders of the Kcts, to which place great 
concourse of people daly used to visitt him^ and from whome, 
by the providence and grace of God, never any returned without 
great cumforth and consolation. This caused both yong and 
old to resorte unto him, taking great pleasure both to se him 
and to heare him speake. In the meane tyme yt chanced that 
the daughter of the Kinge of that province was gott with child 
by some yong man in her father's house, whose belly swelling 
with her birth, which when the King perceyved, dyUgently ex- 
amined her who was the author of that fact. Upon dewe exa- 
mynation wherof she maid this answere : ** That solitarie young 
man, who dwelleth hereby, is he who hath overcum me, and 
with whose bewty I am thus disceived.'* Whereupon the King, 
furiouslye enradged, presentlie repayred with his deflowered 
dawghter, accumpaned with dyvers knyghtes, unto the solitary 
place, where he presentlie spake unto the servant of God in this 
manner : " What, are thowe he, who under the cullour of relli- 
gion, prophanest the temple and sanctuarie of God ? Art thowe 
he, who, under the title and profession of a solytarie liffe, ex- 
erciseste all filthines of the world in incest ? Behould, here is 
my dawghter, whom thowe with thy deceits hast corrupted, 
not fearing to make her dishonest, therefore now, at the last, 
openly confesse this thy fait, and plainly declaire heare before 
this cummpany in what sorte thow seduced her.'' The kinges 
dawghter, markinge the ferce speaches of her father, more im- 
podentlye stepped furth, and bouldly affirmed that it was he 
which had done that wicked deade. At which thing the young 
man, greatly amased, perceiving that this forgery proceeded by 
the instigacion of the devell, wherwith he being browght into 
great perplexitie, applying his whole hart unto Almightie God, 
said as followeth : " My Lord, my God, who onely knowest and 
art the sercher of all secretts, make manifest also [all, H. 45] 
this worke of iniquetie, and by some example approve the same, 
which, thowgh yt cannott be done by humane pollecye, make 
it manifest by some dyvine oracle.'' Whenas the younge man, 
with grevous [greate, Cos,] lamentations and teares incredible 
to be reported, hadde spoken thes words, evin soddenlie, in the 
«elfe same place wher she stod, the earth ther, making a hissing 
noyse, presentUe opened and swallowed her upe, in the pre- 
sence of all the beholders. This place is cauled Corwen, where 
she for her corruption was conveyed and caried into hell. So 
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sone as the king perceived this miraculous chaunce to happen^ 
in the presence of all his cumpany, began to be greatlie tor- 
mented in his mynd^ fearing, least throwghe his threates he 
should him selfe encur the like punyshment. Whereupon he, 
with all his cumpany, humbly craving pardon of Almightie God, 
with further desire and peticion to that good man Saint Cuth- 
bert, that by his prayers he would crave at God^s hands to have 
his dawghter again, to which peticion the said holie father 
graunted, upon condicion that no woman after that should have 
resorte unto him. Whereupon it came that the king did not 
suffer any woman to enter into any church dedecated to that 
Saint, which to this dale is dewly observed in all the churches 
of the Picts which weare dedicated to the honour of that holie 
man. 



XIX. The northe alley of the bodie of the Churche. 

In the North Allei from the north church dor to the crose 
allei in the myds of the church, called the Lantren alley, where 
the Lantren standeth, in the entrance of the end of the said 
iiorth allie into the said lanterne allie, from piller to piller, ther 
was a Trellesdoure, which did open and close with two leves, 
like unto a falden dor, and above the said dor it was likewaies 
trellessed, almoste to the hight of the valt above ; and on the 
highte of the said trellesse was stricken full of iron piks, of a 
quainter of a yerd long, to th^ entent that none should clyme 
over it ; and was ever more lockt, and never opened, but of the 
Holie Paies, or of such daies as there was any Prosession. And 
likewise the north Rude dor, which was of th^ other syde of the 
piller, at the north end of Jesus Alter, was never oppened but 
when there was any Prossession. 

There was two faire Hallewater stones belonging to the 
Abey church of Durresme, all of verie faire blewe marble. The 
fairest of them stoode within the north churche dour, over 
against the said dour, being wrowghte in the comer of the piller 
next adjoyning to the Lady of Pitties Alter, of the leaft hand, 
as yea turn into the Gallelei, having a verie faire skreene of 
waynscott over heade, fynely painted with blewe and litle gilted 
starres, being kept verie clene, and alwaies fresh water was pro- 
vided against every sonnday morning by two of the bell ringers; 
or servitors of the church, wherin one of the Monncks did hal- 
low the said water, veri early in the morninge befor devine 
service. 

The other €(tood within the south church dour [right against 
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itt near the south doore, H. 45], not altogether so curyouse, 
yet all of fyne blewe marble, beinge verie decentlie keapt in the 
same manner with freshe water every sonndaie morninge by 
the said bell-ringers or servitoures of the church; when, in 
like sorte, one of the Monnks did hallow the said water very 
early in the morninge before dyvine service. The one of them, 
viz. that at the south dour, servinge the Prior and all the Co- 
vent with the whole house. The other, at the north dor, 
being joyned unto the piller, servinge all those that came that 
waie to here divyne service. 

Ther was betwixt two pillers, on the leaft hand in the North 
AUie as yow toume into the Galleley from the northe churche 
dour, our Lady of Pitties Alter, being inclosed of either 
syde with fyne waynscott, with the picture of our Lady carying 
our Saviour on her knee, as he was taiken from the crosse, verey 
lamentable to behoulde. 

Then on the right hand in the said north allie, as yow goe 
into the Galleley, under the belfraie called the Gallely 
STEPLE, was Sancte Saviour's Alter, the north end of the 
sayd Alter stone being wrought and inclosed into the piller of 
the waul from the first foundacion of the church, for mess to be 
said at, as appered at the defacinge therof, and remayneth there 
to be knowne till this day by a corner of the sayd Altar stone 
not to be pulled furthe but by breaking of the wall. 

In the weste end of the church, in the North Allie, and over 
the Galleley dour ther, in a belfray called the Galleley 
8TEPLB, did hing iiij goodly great Bells, and which was never 
rownge but at every principall feast, or at such other tymes as 
the Bushop dyd come to the towne. Every sonnday in the 
yere there was a sermon preched in the Galleley at afternonne, 
from one of the clocke tiU iij, and at xij of the clock the great 
bell of the Galleley was touUed, every sonndaie, iij quarters of 
an howre, and ronng the forth quarter, till one of the clock, 
that all the people of the towne myght have warnyng to come 
and here the worde of God preached. There was certaine oflS- 
cers perteyning to the said howse, which was allwayes charged, 
when so ever the said bells was knowlede, to be redy for the 
rjrnging of theme, viz, ij men of the kitching was charged 
with the ringing of on bell ; and the iiij men of the church, 
that dyd lye allways in the church, was charged with the ring- 
ing of the third bell ; and yj others was alwaies charged with the 
rynging of the great bell, viz. ij of the backhowse, ij of the brew 
house, and ij of the killne. And in the latter dayes of kyng 
Henrie the eighte the House was supprest, and after that tyme 
the said bell was never ronnge. Then Deane Whittingham, 

D 
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perceyving theme not to be occupied nor ronnge a great while 
before his tyme, was purposed to have taiken them downe and 
broken them for other uses [and make his profitt of them^ H. 
45]. Then Tho. Sparke^ the Bushopes sufirigaine, lying at 
Durham, and kepinge howse there at the same tyme, havinge 
intelligence what the Deanes purpose was^ dyd sende into 
Yorkshire with all speade for a workman, and caused iij of the 
said bells to be taiken downe, — ^the iiij*^ bell remaynes ther 
still, and was never ronnge synce yt was suspent ^ [the other 
did remayne a longe season, but yet after removed into the Lan- 
teme, H. 45], — and caused them iij to be hoong up in the newe 
worka called the Lantren, and maide a goodly chyme to be 
sett on the said bells, the which dyd coste hime in charges 
thirty or fortie pownds ; which chyme endureth to this dale ; or 
els the saide bells had bene spoyled and defaced. [But, in the 
yeare 1650, this Abbey church was made a prison for the Scotts 
and quite defaced within, for ther was to the nomber 4,500, 
which most of them perished and dyed ther in a very short 
space, and were thrown into holes by great numbers together, 
in a most lamentable manner. But, in the yeare 1655, the 
clocke and chyme were repayred againe, which was taken 
downe and preserved from the said ruyne. H. 45.] 



XX. The South Angle of the bodib of the Churche. 

Robert Neivell, Bushop of Durham, lyeth buryed in his 
anncestors Porch in the South Allie, nere unto the Cloyster 
dour on the southe, and Jesus Alter on the northe of the 
porche, conteyning iij pillers and so muche of the angle ; having 
m yt an Alter wtthe a faire allablaster table above it, where 
messe was daly celebrated for their soules, and therein a seate 
or pew, where the Prior was accustomed to set to here Jesus 
messe. The est end of the Porche where the Alter stood was 
closed up with a litle stone wall, summwhat hier then the Alter, 
and: wainscotted above the wall ; the west end, with a litle stone 
vail, and an iron grait on the topp of the wall ; and all the 
northe syd towardes the body of the churche invyroned with 
irone. 

And also, in the backsyde, behynde the Neivells Alter, from 
ihe Neivells Alter to the mydst of the piller behinde the Churohe 
douse, in compasse from piller to piller, ther was a chumbre^ 4i

mar^n. 
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where one that keapt tlie Churche, and rownge the bells^ at 
mydnight did ly in ; and also all over the Churche dour^ the 
compasse of iiij pillers, two of either syd, when one entered 
within the Church doure, was all covered above with waynscott, 
verie fynely payated and varnished blewe [azure, interlined] of 
the culler of the element, sett out with starres of goulde. And 
in the fore part of the wainscott, from piller to piller, within 
the Church, over the Holie Water stone, ther was a brattishing 
on the fore parte of the wainscott or rowffe, very fynely and 
curiouslie wrought, and all gilte [with gold, interlinedl as fyne 
as the angell, and in the mydes of the saide brattyshing ther 
was a great starre of a great compasse, like unto the sonne, very 
artifficially and most curiousUe gilt and ennamyled, very goodly 
to all the beholders therof, so that there coulde no duste nor 
fylthe falle into the Holy Water stone, it was so close above 
Mad,^ and so close within the Church doure. 

In the west end of this south alley [angle, H. 45] betwixt the 
tow neithermost [lowest, H. 45] pUlers, oppositt to the Ladie 
of Pitties Alter, ther was an Alter with a Roode representing 
the P^tssion [of our Saviour, H. 45] having his handes bounde, 
with a crowne of thome on his head, being commonly called the 
Bound Roode, inclosed on etch syde with wainscott, as was 
the foresaid Alter of our Ladie of Pittie. [Neare to this Alter 
[on the south side adjoyning to the GaUley door, Ed. H.] was 
a grate whither the Sanctuary men did fly to when they came 
fdr refuge to Saint Cuthbert, H.45] [where the sanctuary coxm- 
try men were wont to lye when they fled thither for refuge* 
Davis.'] 

XXI. Thb South Alley of the bodie of the Church. 

The Sanctuarie. 

In the old tyme [the florishinge tyme, H. 45] longe before 
' the house of Durham was supprest, the Abey Church, and all 
the Church yard, and all the circuyte therof, was a Sauno- 
tuarik, for all manner of men that had done or commytted 
any gret offence, as killing of a man in his own defence, or any 
prisoners had broken out of prison and fled to the said church 
dore, and knocking and rapping at yt to have yt opened, there 
was certen men that dyd lie alwaies in two chambers [in a 
roome, H. 45] over the said north church dour, for the same 
purpose that when any such offenders dyd come, and knocke, 
streight waie they were letten in, at any houre of the nyght, and 
dyd rynne streight waie to the Galleley Bell and tould it, to 
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th'intent any man that hard it might knowe that there was som 
man that had taken Saunctuarie. And when the Prior had in- 
telligence therof, then he dyd send word, and commanding them 
that they should keape themselves within the Saunctuarij, that 
is to sale within the Church and churchyard 5 and every one of 
them to have a gowne of blacke cloth maid with a cross of 
yeallowe cloth, called Sancte Cuthbert's cross, sett on his lefte 
shoulder of his arme, to th'intent that every one might se that 
there was such a frelige graunted by God and Sancte Cuthbert,* 
for every such offender to flie unto for succour and safegard of 
there lyves, unto such tyme as they might obteyne their Prince's 
pardone, and that thei should lie within the Church or Saunc- 
tuarij in a Grate, which grate ys remayninge and standing still 
to this daie, being maid onlie for the same purpose, standing 
and adjoining unto the Gallelei dore on the south syde, and 
Ukewise they had meite, drinke, and bedding, and other neces- 
saries of the House cost and charg, for 37 1 daies, as was meite 
for such offenders, unto such tyme as the Prior and the Covent 
could gett theme conveyed out of the dioces. This freedom was 
confirmed not onely by king Guthrid but also by king Alured. 
In the weste end of the said Church, over the Gallelei, ther 
is a moste fyne large wyndowe of glass, being the hoU storie 
of the RuTE OP Jessei in moste fyne coloured glas, verie 
fynely and artifficially pictured and wrowght in coulers, veri 
goodly and pleasantlie to behoulde, with Mary and Christ in 
her armes in the top of the said wyndowe, in most fine cou- 
lored glass also. 

XXII. The Gallely. 

Wherefore the chappell dedicated in honor of Saint Mary was 

named and cauled the Galleley. 

And for the cumforth of all women, and solace of theire 
soules, there was an ancyent Church in the Feme J iland, 
where the church of that towne nowe standeth, which was 
appoynted for women to repaire unto, both for the hearing of 
masse for making there prayers, and receyving the sacraments f 
for which cause there was a chappell maide and dedicated to 
the blessed Virgin Marie, now cauled the Galleley. Upon the-

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namyng wherof is to be noted, as yow may reade in the booke 
entituled The Acts of the B, ca, 26, 

Hugo, Bushop of Durham, who was consecrated in the yeare 
of our Lord God mcliiii at Rome, by Pope Athanasius, upon 
the feaste day of Saint Thomas the Apostle, considering the 
deligence of his predecessors in buylding the Cathedrall Church, 
which was finished but a fewe yeres before his tyme, no Chap- 
pell being then erected to the blessed Virgin Marie, whereunto 
it should be lawfull for women to have accesse, began to erect 
a newe peice of woorke at the east end of the said Cathedrall 
Church, for which worke there weare sundry pillers of marble 
stone brought from beyonde the seas ; but this worke, being 
browght to a small height, began throwghe great rifts apperinge 
in the same to fall downe, whereupon it manyfestlye appeared 
that that worke was not acceptable to God, and holy Saint 
Cuthbert, especially by reason of the accesse which women 
weare to have so neare his Ferreter. In consideration wherof 
the worke was left of, and a newe begun and finished at the 
west angle of the said Church, wherunto yt was lawfull for 
women to enter, having no holie place before where they mighte 
have lawfull accesse unto for there cumforthe and consolation. 

In that it is called the gallely by reason (accordinge as 
some thinke) of the translatinge of the same, once begun and 
afterward removed, where upon it toke the name of Galleley, 
to which place such as maid repaire unto it had graunted unto 
them sundry pardons, as more plainly appereth in a table there 
sett up, conteyning the said pardons. 

Within the said Gallelei in the Cantarie, being all of most 
excellent blewe marble, stood our Ladies alter, a verie 
sumptuous monument fynely adorned with curious wainscott 
woorke, both above the head, at the back, and at either end of 
the said Alter; the wainscott being devised and furnished with 
most heavenly pictures, so lyvely in cullers and gilting, as that 
they did gretly adome the said Alter, where our Ladies masse 
was sung dalie, by the master of the Song Schole [cauled Mr. 
John Brimley, interlined']^ with certaine decons, and quiristers, 
the master playing upon a paire of faire orgaines the tyme of 
our Ladies masse, wherin the first founder of the said chan- 
tarie Bushop Langlei his soule was most devoutly praied for 
both in the begyning and ending therof. [This Bushop Lang- 
ley did reedefye and buyld anew agayne the sayd Galliley. /w- 
terlined.'] There was also belonging to the said Alter verey 
sumptions and gorgyous furneture, not onely for the principall 
feastes but for ordenary service, and for the preserving and saife 
keeping of these goodly suts of vestments and ornaments ap- 
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perteyninge to the said Alter, ther was at either end therof 
behynd the portall two very fyne and close aumeries, all of 
wainscott, wherin after the celebrating of our Ladies mass they 
weare safely inclosed. 

Thomas Langley, Bushop of Durham, lyeth buryed under 
a faire marble towme within the said cantaree, before our Ladies 
Alter. He founded upon the Place Grene a Grammer Scoole 
and a Songe Scheie, with yerly stipends, wherof two prests 
weare maisters, which dyde dayly say masse, and also daily 
prayed for his soule. [His armes be pallie, argent and vert, a 
mullet of the first. H. 45,] 

On the north syde of the saide Galleley was an Alter called 
the Lady of Pitties Alter, with her pictur carryinge our 
Saviour on hir knee, as he was taiken from the crosse, a very 
dolorouse aspecte. The said Alter was ordeyned for a Chantry 
Preiste to saie masse every holy daie, having above the Alter 
on the wall the one parte of our Saviour^s passion in great pic- 
tures, the other parte being above Saynt Beedes Alter on the 
south syde. 

There was on the south syde, betwixt two pillers, a goodly 
monument, ajl of blew marble, the hight of a yeard from the 
ground, supported with v pillers, in every corner one ; and under 
the mydest one, and above the said throwghe of marble pillers, 
did stand a second shrine to Saint Cuthbert, wherin the bones 
of the holie man Saint Beede was inshrined, being accustomed 
to be taiken downe every festival daie, when there was any so- 
lempe Procession, and caried with iiii Monnckes in tyme of Pro- 
cession and devine service, which being ended they did convey 
it into the Gallely, and sett it upon the said tumbe againe [with 
great reverence, H. 45], havinge a faire [rich, H. 45] cover of 
wainscott verie curiously gilted and appointed to drawe up and 
downe over the shrine, as they list to showe the sumptuous- 
ness therof. And for the further veritie in this eneration of 
Saint Beedes shrine, I have sett downe the verces which 
are in the ancyent historic, declaring both the tvme of his 
Translation from Saint Cuthberfs toume, and withall the maker 
and founder of the shrine in the Galleley. 

Hugo, Bushopp of Durham, after he had finished the chap* 
pell called the Gallely, did cause a Fereter of gold and silver to 
be mayd, wherin the bones of Venerable Bede, preiste and doc- 
ter, translated and removed from Saint Cuthbert's ahrine, weare 
laid. In the first woorke wherof, in the lower parte therof, 
these verses under^written were ingraven in Lattin, now trans- 
lated into Englishe as followeth :

Jn English as followeth : 

In the yeare of our Lord a thousand thre hundteth and seventy 
Richard of Bamardcastle did most earnestly procure 
That the bones of Saint Beede lying high Saint Cuthbert shryne 
Should be translated into the Galleley, there to remayne, 
Which Richard disceased^ for the love he did beare to Bede^ 
Caused his owne bones to be laid nere him under a marble stone 
indead. 

It appeareth in the discription of the state of the Church 6^ 
Durham that the bones of Saint Bede were first layde in the 
monastery of Jarrowe, and afterwards were browght to Durham 
and placed in the coffin [in a golden coffin, H. 45] on the right 
syde with the body [of the holy body, H. 45] of Saint Cuth- 
berte. 

Elfridus, a preaste, in that tyme, viz. Anno Gratis Mxxo, 
did affirme and certenly record that one coffyn dyd cover and. 
conteyne both the body of Saint Cuthberte and the bones of 
Tcnerable docter Bede. 

On the south syde of the said Galleley was the Alter of 
Saint Beede^ before the which Alter lieth his bones and re- 
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liques interred under the same place where his shrine was before 
exalted. 

Adjoyninge unto the lower parte of the great wyndow, in the 
weste end of the said Gallelee^ was a faire iron Pulpitt, with 
barsse of iron for one to hould them by, going up the stepes 
unto the pulpett, where one of the Monncks did cuftie every 
holy day and Sunday to preach, at one of the clock in the after 
noone. 

In the west end of the south angle was a Fonntb for bap- 
tising of children, when the realme was interdicted by the Pope, 
which Thomas Langley, bushop of Durham, did onely procure 
as a priviledge, upon speciall favour, at the Popes handes. 

[There are in this place (the Galilee), and all the church 
aboute, divers faire windows richly wrought with pictures and 
ymagery of Saints, which are now altogether broken, which I 
doe foroeare to mencion, for wante of roome and tyme, onely I 
have here inserted some thinges which were written, soe near as 
they could be read. H. 45.] {The writer proceeds to give a few 
notices of the pictures and their inscriptions^ of which the Roll 
contains a copious account as follows :) 

Also, in the west end of the said Galleley, there be foure faire 
coulered and sumptuous glasened Wyndowes. In the first 
towards the south, there are three faire lights, the mydle lighte 
having in yt the picture of Christe, as he was crucified on the 
crosse, most curiously paynted and wrowghte in glasse, with 
the Sonne and the moone above the head therof. 

In the highest parte of which lighte ther is the picture of the 
starre which appered unto the thre Wise Men, or Kings of Col- 
leine, underneth depictured, directing them into the East to 
search out the new' borne child Jesu, the holy one, borne be- 
twixt an ox and an asse, to offer unto him oblacions and 
sacrifices of gold, myrr, and frankensence, together with the 
picture of our Ladye the Virgin Marie, with Christe naked 
sitting upon her knee, in most fyne coulored glasse. 

In the light towards the north is dipictured God Almightie, 
having in his hand a ball or globe, conteyning and signyfying 
the heaven, earth, and sea. And, in under that, the salutacion 
of the angell Gabriell maid to the blessed Virgin Marie, and 
the picture of the Holie Ghost appearing to hir in the likenes 
of a dove, in fyne coulored dasse. 

Also, in the light towards the southe, is the picture of our 
blessed Lady as she, assumpted into heaven, ascended glorified^ 
and crowned, and, underneth that, the picture of our blessed 
Lady with Christ new-borne naked, sitting of hir knee and 
sucking of hir brest, very lively sett furth, all in fine coloured 
glasse. 
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In the second^ conteyning yj faire lights of glasse severed by 
stone^ thre above and thre beneath, the mydle light above hath 
the picture of Saint Cuthbert, most lyvely coulered in glasse, in 
his ordinarie episcopall apparell to say masse, with his myter 
on his head, and a crosier or pastorall staffe in his lefte hand, 
having the immage of Saint Oswald^s head painted upon his 
brest, upholden with his right hand, all in fyne coulored glasse. 
Under whose feate at the lowest parte of his picture is drawen 
or written in glasse :

The light on the south syde of Saint Cuthbert hath the pic- 
ture of Aydanus the bushop, most artificially sett furth, in fyne 
coulored glasse, as he was accustomed to say masse, with his 
myter on his head and a crosier staffe in his left hand, under 
whose feete this is written :

accustomed to say masse, with there myters on there heads and 
there crosier staves in there lefte hands. Under the feete of 
Eata his picture is written :

And above, in the highest parte of this wyndow, ar six litle 
glasned lights, in tower manner, in fyne coulored glasse, con- 
teyninge some parte of the historic of Christ's nativitie, the 
mariage in Gallelie and his miracles done upon the earth. 
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In the third wyndowe^ being most faire and sumptuous, are 
also six lights^ severed as before, in the highest parte therof 
are iij fyiie portered [portred, Cos.] pictures in fyne colored 
glasse, the mydle being the immage of the glorious and blessed 
Virgin Mary, with Christe in her armes, most excellentUe 
wrowght in glasse, under whose feete is writtin : 

And on the north syde of her is the picture of Saint Oswold> 
the king, in fyne coulored glasse, very trymly sett furthe, with 
a faire crosse in his hand, under whose feete is written :

Under them in other iij faire large lights oppositlie and firste 
to Saint Marie is placed the picture of Thomas Langley, 
Bushop^ most curiouslie and worthelie in fyne coulored glasse^ 
with his myter on his head and his crosier staffe in his lefte 
hand, as he was accustomed to say masse, having his armes 
verie excellentlie blasened in fine coulored glasse above his 
head, he being a most famous benefacter in reedifyinge and 
buylding againe this place, called the Galleley, as most truely 
and largly is recorded in the Historic of the Monasticall 
Church of Durham, under whome is written :

And in this wyndowe, above all^ are six Utle glasened towre 
wyndowes, in fyne coulored glasse^ conteyninge the Flight of 
Christe^ Josephe^ and Saint Marie into Egipt^ being pursued by' 
Herode, and the moste parte of the storie tnereof. 

In the fourth there be also six faire lights, severed as before^ 
oonteyning iij faire large pictures in iij lights, in the higher 
partCi most exactlie fashioned, being the miages of iij boUe 
Kings most goodly and bountifuU to the church, and , to Saint 
Cuthbert, viz. Alured, Gudred, and Elfride, most princely 
decked^ and framed in ther royaU apparrell, with there scepters 
in ther hands^ in fyne coulored glasse^ of whose liberalitye and 
marveilous munificence the historic of Saint Bede doth make 
mention. Under whome are pictured, in larg pictures^ in fyne 
coulored glasse, iij Bushopes of Lindisfame^ as they weare ac- 
customed to say masse, with there myters on there heads and 
there crosier staves in there left hands. Under there feete 
is to be seene^

The third no name to be discerned saving Episcopm. All 
which pictures aforesaid are most largly and sumptuously sett 
fourth in there formall apparell, as ys affore discribed. 

In the highest parte of which wyndowe are six litle towre 
wyndowes, fynely colored and glasened, conteynninge the most 
parte of the storie of Christ's death, buryall, resurrection, and 
ascension, most excellentlye sett furth, pictured^ and discribed^ 
in fine colored glasse. 



XXIII. The Ryte or Custome [Rytes and Ceremonies, 
H. 45] OF THE Church of Durham in Buryinge of 

MONNCKES. 

The Monncke, so soune as he sickneth, is conveyed, with all 
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his appurtinans or furniture, from his owiie chamber in [owte 
of, H. 45] the Dorter to an other in the Fermery [another cham- 
ber in the place, called Domus Infirmorum, commonly called the 
Fermerey, H. 45], wher he might have both fyre and more 
convenyent kepinge, for that they were allowed no fyre in the 
Dorter. And, at such tyme as ytt appeared to them that 
accompeyned him in his sicknes that he was not lykly to lyve, 
they sent for the Prior's chaplaine, who staled with him till 
he yealded the ghoste. Then the barber was sent for, whose 
office is to put downe the clothes and baire him, and put on 
his feet socks and bowts [his foote sockes and his bootes, H. 
45], and so to wynde hime in his cowle and habett. Then is 
he from thence immediatly carved to a chamber called the Dead 
Mane's Chamber in the said Farmery, and there to remayne 
till nyght. [Then was he ymediately removed owte of the Fer- 
mery into a roome called the dead man's chamber, over which 
was tJie lAbrary of latter tymes^ and ther to remayne untill 
night. H. 45.] TTie Prior's chaplaine, so soune as that he ys 
wonne and conveyed into the Dead Mane's Chamber, doth 
lock the chamber dour where he dyed and caryed the key to 
the Prior. At nyght ys he removed from the Dead Manes 
Chamber into St. Andrewes chappell, adjoyning to the said 
chamber and Fermery, there to remayne till eight of the clock in 
the momynge, the said chappell being a place onely ordeyned 
for sollemne devocion. The nyght before there funeralles in 
this maner, two Monncks, either in kinred or kyndness the 
nerest unto him, were appoynted by the Prior to be speciall 
murners, syttinge all nyghte on ther kneys at the dead corsses 
feet. Then were the chyldren of th' Aumery sitting on there 
knees in stalls, of eyther syd the corpes, appoynted to read 
David's spalter all nyght over, incessantly, till the said hour of 
eight a clock in the morning, at which tyme the corse was con- 
veyed to the Chapter house, where the [Lord, H. 45] Prior and 
the hole Covent did meat hime, and there did say tliere dergie 
[dirges, H. 45] and devotion, it not being permytted that any 
should cume neare the Chapter house duringe the tyme of ther 
devotion and praiers for his soule. And after there devocion 
the dead corpes was caryed by the Monnckes from the Chapter 
house thorowgh the Parle r, a place for marchannts to utter 
ther waires, standing betwixt the Chapter house and the Church 
dour, and so throwghe the said parler into the Sentuarie Garth, 
where he was buryed, and a chalice of wax laid upon his brest 
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* The words in italics are added in the margin. 
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with hime ; havinge his blew bedd houlden over his grave by 
iiij Monncks during his funerall^ which bedd is dew to the 
barber for his dewtie aforesaide and the making of his grave. 
And at the tyme of his buryall ther was but one peile ronnge 
for hime. 



XXIV. The Rite or Custoume in buryinge op Pryors.* 

The Prior of the house of Durham was acustomed to be 
buryed in the oulde tyme in his bootes, and woune in his coole 
by the barber, accordingly as the Monncks was accustomed to 
be buryed, that is to say, he was caryed furth of his lodginge 
into a chamber^ in the Farmerye, called the Dead Manes Cham- 
ber^ and there did remayne a certen spaice, and at nyght he was 
caried into a chapell over against the said chamber dore called 
Sancte Andrewes chappell, and was watched all that night with 
the children of the Almery, reading Davides splalter over him, 
and ij Monnckes, either in kindred or kyndnes, was appointed 
to sitte all night at his feet mourninge for him. And in the 
morninge he was caryed in to the Chapter house, and there did 
sollemne service for hime, as the Monnckes had at there bury- 
all. From thence he was caryed thorowgh the Parlor into the 
Sentory Garthe, there to be buryed ; wher every one of them 
did ly uudemeth a fair marble stone. And the Monnckes and 
barber did burye hime, with a litle challice of silver, other 
mettell or wax, which was laid upon his brest within his cof- 
fine, and his blewe bedde was holden over hime by iiij Monnckes 
till he was buryed, and the barber had it for his paynes for 
makinge of his grave and buryinge of hime, as he had for th^ 
Monnckes. And afterward the Priors came to be interred and 
buryed within the Abbey Church of Durisme, and not in Centori 
Garth in the latter daies, as followeth.

The names of all the Priors of Durham as weere buryed out of 
the Centory Garth within the Abbey Church of Durisme, in the 
same order and habitt, with [the mitre and, DavJ] all other 
there fumyture belonging therto, as there predicessors was

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buryed. before theme in the Centorie Garth, as is afforesaid, in 
every respects ; all which Priors were great benefactors to the 
aud Church, both during ther lives and at ther death, as the 
ie of the Chorch more at larg declareth. 



Johannes Fosssr was the first Prior that ever attempted 
to be buryed within the Abbey church out of the Centore Garth. 

Robert Berrington de Walworth, Prior, dyd first opteyne 
the use of the myter with the crutch * or staffe.

Anno 1086. About which tyme king Malcolme caused the 
Church of Durrisme to be plucked downe, and buylded up a 
newe, begininge evin at the firste floore. In which season one 
Egelwyn, or William (as the Scottishe wryters have) was 
Bushop of that sea, and Prior of the Abbay was one Turgot, 
who afterward was maid Bushop of Saint Andrewes, and wrote 
lyves of Queue Margaret and Malcolme hir husband in the 
Scottishe tongue.

Within [adjoyninge, H. 45 ; in the south side of, Cos.] the said 
Chapter house was a Prisonne for the Monnckes [whereunto 
the Monckes were committed for a certain space, Cos.] for all 
such light oflFences as was done emonges themselves. 

In the same Chapter house, above the Chapter house door. 
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there is a faire glasse wyndowe, being the hole storie of the 
Rute of Jessei in most fyne coulored glas, verie fynelie and arti- 
ficiallie pictured and wrowght in the said coulored glasse^ verey 
goodlie and pleasantlie to behoulde, with Marie and Christ in 
her armes in the top of the said wyndowe, most fyne coulored 
glas also.

BusHOPPEs IN the Chapter House. 

The Bushopes of Durrisme, when as they dyed, was browght 
to the Abbey Church of Durham, to be interred and buyried. 
The Prior and Monnckes of Durham dyd meite hime al at the 
Abbey Church garth gate, at the Place Grene, and recey ved hime 
there, and brought hime thorowgh the said church into the 
Chapter house to be buryed. At which buriaU there was usede 
greate solempnyte and devocion by the Prior 'and the Monnckes 
of that church of Durrisme, according to the customable bury- 
ing of the Bushopes in the auncyente tyme« The accustomed 
burying of the Bushopes in that tyme was to be buried as he 
was accustomed to say masse, with his albe and stole and phan- 
nell and his vestment [other vestments, Cos,], with a myter on 
his heade and his crutch * with him, and so laied in his coffine, 
with a litle challice of sylver, other mettell, or wax ; which wax 
challice was gilted verie fynly about the edge and knoppe in the 
myddes of the shanke of the challice, and aboute the edge of 
the patten or cover and the foote of it also was gilted ; which 
one of the said challices [which challice, Co5.] was sett or laide 
upon his breast in the coffine with hime, and the cover therot 
nayled downe to yt, and verie solemne service don at there 
funeralls. 

The Prior and the Monnckes had the horsses, charette, and 
all other thinges, which came with hime, [the deceased Bishopp, 
Cos,2 being dewe unto themme by ther auncient custoume, as 
xnor plainly doth appeare in the historic of the Church of Dur- 
risme at large. 

And afterwards the Bushopes came to be interred and buryed 
within the Abbay church of Durrisme, and not in the Chapter 
house in these latter daies, as foUoweth :

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XXVIII. BUSHOPS BURIED WITHIN THE AbBAIE ChURCH. 

The names of all the Bushops of Durisme as weare sump- 
teouslye buried out of the Chapter house, within the Abbaie 
church of Durrisme, in such forme and fashion as they weare 
accustomed to. saie mass, with all there furniture belonging 
therto, as there predicessors had in the Chapter house, as is 
aforesaid, in every respectes, as by there severall monuments 
over them and inscriptions thereupon may appeare : all which 
Bushops were great benefactors to the said church, both duringe 
there lyves, and at there death, as the historic of the Chuirch 
more at large declareth. 

Anthony Beeke, bushop of Durrisme and Patriarche of Hie- 
rusalem, was [buryed betwixt the two Alters of Saint Adyan 
and Saint Ellen in the utmoste east end of the Churchy on the 
north side of Saint Cuthbert shrine, in a faire marble tombe 
under a large marble stone^ beinge^ H. 45] the first bushop 
that ever attempted to be buried in the Abbay church, out of 
the Chapter house, and to lye so neare the sacred shryne of 
Sancte Cuthbert, [the wall b'einge broken downe att the end of 
the Abbey to bringe hym in with his coffin, which contynued 
untill the suppression of the Abbey, H. 45] [and the first lay- 
man that ever had any lycense to be buried within the said 
church was Raphe Lord Nevile, alias Daw-Raby, first Earle of 
Westmerland,* and John Lord Nevile, his sonne, with theire 
wives^ who was admitted to be buried in the body of the said 
Church betwixt two pillers in the south angle of the same: 
whose tombes were standinge verie lately^ untill the Scots were 
brought prisoners from Dunbarr and ymprisoned within the 
saide churchy in the yeare 1651, which now are utterlye de- 
faced. They had the honnour to be buried for the great 
battayle they wonne at Durham, where they tooke David 
Kinge of Scots prisoner and where his brother was slayne, 
with many more of the nobility of Scotland, soe itt may 
seeme that the Scotts defaced ther tombes in remembrance 
of that, but more of this shall follow of the manner of the 
battell. H. 45.]

CuTBERTUS TuNSTALL, cpiscopus^ being at commandement 
with the Archbushoppe of Canterbery at Lambethe^ there dyed 
a professed cathoUcke, and lyethe buryed in the church of Lam- 
beth, where he was first maid Bushop. 

[Cuthbert Tunstall Bishopp, beinge deprived of his Bishop^ 
pricke by Queene EUzabeth^ was kept prisoner in the Arch- 
bishopps house at Lambeth^ where he dyed and was buryed, 
under a faire marble in the parish church of Lambeth, where 
he was consecrated Bishopp, 40 yeares before. Cos."] 

XXIX. The Centris Garth.* 

Att the easte end of the said Chapter howse [at the south 
side of the Quire, Cos.'] there is a garth called the Centrie 
Garta, where all the Priors and monnckes was buryed. In 
the said garthe there was a vaulte all sett within either sydc 
with maison wourke of stone [free stone, Co».], and Ukewise at 
eyther end, and over the myddes of the said vaut there dyd ly 
a faire throwgh stone, and at either syde of the stone was open 
[was a place open, Cos.], so that when any of the Monncks was 
buryed, looke what bones was in his grave they wer taiken 
when he was buryed and throwne in the saide vault, which vaut 
was maid for the same purpose [to be ^ chamell to cast dead 
mens bones in, Gos.] 

' Also ther was dyvers gentlemen, of good wourship, that was 
buryed in the said Centrie Garth, because they would be buryed 
[they desyred to lye, Cos.] neare unto that holy man Sancte 
Cuthbert. And amongs all other there was one gentleman of

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good wourth, cauled Mr. Rackett, which was buryed in the said 
Gentry Garthe, nigh unto the Nine Alter dour, over against the 
holy man Saint Cuthbert, [Saint Cuthbert's shrine, Cos.] 
which had a faire toumbe over him, and a fair white marble 
stone above the said toumbe, wheron was pictured, very cury- 
ouslye, the picture of the said Mr. Rackett, all in brasse, in his 
cote armour, with his sword girdyd about him to his side, and 
at every corner of the said marble stone one of the four Evan- 
gelists, all in brass likewise. 

There was an other gentleman, called Mr. Elmden, which 
was buryed in the said Garth, hard without the Nyne Alter 
dure, [besides him, Cos.] with a faire throwgh stone above hym, 
with dyverse other gentlemen whiche was buryed there, tyme 
out of memory, all which ar now defaced and gone [whose 
memory es are now perished. Cos.] 

Also in the said place, where all the Priors and Monnkes was 
buryed, in anncyent tyme, called the Centorie Garth ; all which 
Priors, when thei diede, had every one a goodlie fair throwgh 
stone layd upon ther toumbes, [a tombstone either of marble or 
other stone, Cos.] which stones Deane Whittingham did cause 
to be pulled downe [and taken away, Cos.] and dyd breake and 
deface all such stones as had any pictures [of brass or other 
imagerie worke, interlined.] or challices wrought upon theme. 
And the residewe he caried them all awaie, and did occupie 
theme to his owne use, and dide make a washinge howse of 
many of them [at the end of the Centory Garth, Cos.] for 
women landerers to washe in, so that yt cannott be deemyd at 
this present that ever any hath bene buried in the Centorie 
Garth, yt is maid so plaine and streight [even. Cos.] For he 
could not abyde anye anncyent monuments, nor nothing that 
apperteyned to any godlie religiousnes or monasticall liffe. [By 
which act he shewed the hatred that he bare to the memories 
of his predecessors, in defacinge so rudely theire ancient and 
harmlesse monuments. Cos.] 



XXX. Holy- Water Stones. 

And also within the said Abbey Church of Durrisme ther 
was two Holy- Water Stones, of fyne marble, very artificially 
made and graven, and host with hollow bosses upon the outer 
sydes of the stones, verie fynly and curiouslie wrowghte. The 
stone of the north dore [of the Church, Cos.] was a fair grete 
large one ; the other, at the south dor, was not halfe so great, 
nor so large, but of the same worke that the other was of. 
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Which two holie-water stones was taken awaie by Deane Whit- 
tingharo^ and caryed into his kitching, and put unto profayne 
uses, and ther stoode during his liflfe. In which stones thei 
dyd stepe ther beefe and salt fysh in, havinge a conveiance in 
the bottomes of them for letting furth the water, as thei had 
when they weare in the church. And [after his deathe, Cos.'] 
the greater holie-water stone is removed into the lower end of 
the Deanes buttrie, where the water connditt is sett, and next 
unto the wyne seller, wher in now thei [the servants, Cos.'] 
wash and make cleane ther potts and cuppes, before they serve 
theme at the table. The foote of the said greater holie-water 
stone was laid without the Church door, and now yt is [was 
afterwards, Cos.'] placed in the earthe, in Lambe^s shop, the black 
smyth, upon Framygaite brige end, and is there now to be sene. 
Moreover Mrs. Whittingham, after the death of her husband, 
toke awaie the lessor holie-water stone out of the Deanes kit- 
ching, and browght yt into her howse in the Bailye [North 
Bailye, Dav.] and sett it there in her kitchinge, and also did 
carrye awaie dyverse grave-stones, of blew marble, and other 
throwgh stones, that did ly upon the Priors and Monnkes, out 
of the Centric Garth, when she buylded her house in the Baley, 
which stones some of theme ar laid in the threshold of the 
dores^ and two great ones lyeth without the doures, over against 
the walle befote her dor [before her front stead, H. 44]. For 
the which facte she was complayned upon, and so laid those 
two without the dour that before was maid wall-fast within 
her house [which howse came after to Mr. Jo. Barnes, and 
after to Mr. Jo. Richardson, who lived theire a longe sea- 
son : but, in his tyme, ther came an olde man with comly 
gray hayres to begg an almes, and lookeinge aboute hym 
upon the tombe stones, which lay in the court yard, saide to 
the party that came to hym, that whilest those stones were 
theire nothinge wolde prosper aboute the howse ; and, after, 
divers of his children and others dyed. So he caused them to 
be removed into the Abbey yard, wher now they are : but be- 
fore the almes came to serve the man he was gone, and never 
seen after. Which said howse is since sould by Mr. Jo. Rich- 
ardson his grandchild to one Ambrose Myers, a This is 

verified by divers nowe livinge. H. 45.] Thus may yow se how 
godlie things, which ar maid for the use of God's service in the 
church, are put to profayne uses, which were ordeyned aflfor- 
tyme for good and godly uses in the church. [Thus these 
sacred monuments, which were erected to continue the memo- 
ries of good men here on earth, she rased and abused them, by 
imploying them to prophane uses. H. 44.] 
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XXXI. A Song Scoole in the Centory Garth. 

There was in the Centorie Garth, in under the south end of 
the church, called the south end of the IX Alters [at the back 
syde of the IX Alters, H. 45] betwixt two pillers, adjoyning to 
the IX Alter dour, a Song Schoole, buylded for to teach yj 
children for to learne to singe, for the mayntenance of God^s 
divine service in the Abbey Church ; which children had there 
meat and there drinke of the house coste amonge the children 
of th^ Almarie, which said schoole was buylded many yers 
since, without memorie of man, before the suppression of the 
House. And the said schoole [was builded together with the 
Church, and, Cos."] was verie fynely bourded within, rownd 
about, a mannes hight about the waules, and a long deske [did 
reache, Cos.'] frome one end of the scoole to th'other, to laie 
there bookes upon ; and all the floure bourded in under foote, 
for warmnes, and long formes sett fast in the ground for the 
children to sitt on. And the place where the master did sitt 
and teach was all close bordede, both behinde and of either 
syde, for warmnes. And the said master was bownd [his office 
was to teach those six children to singe and, Cos.'] to plaie on 
the orgains every principall daie, when the Monnks did sing ther 
high messe, and likewise at evinsong. But the Monncks, when 
thei were at there mattens and service at mydnighte, thene one 
of the said Monnks did plaie on the orgains themselves and no 
other. So that the master was not bownd to plaie but on the 
principall dales, in the high messe tyme, and at evinsong, as is 
aforsaide. Also the master of the said children had his cham- 
ber nyghe unto the said schoole, a litle distant from it, where 
he did live, having his meite and drinke in the Priors Hall, 
emongs the Priors Gentlemen, and all his other necessaries 
found of the Prior and of the House coste besyds, untill such 
tyme as the House was supprest; and shortlie after, because 
ther was no techinge in that scoule any longer, but tawght in 
an other place or scoule appointed for that purpose, so that the 
foresaid scoole in the Centorie Garth is clene gone to decaie 
and pulled downe, that one cannot tell almost in what place yt 
did stand, 

XXXII. The Cloysters. 

The xiij. [day] of the callends of ApriU, dclxxxviio [684, H. 
44] Sancte Cuthbert endyd his lyffe, and was buryed in Holy 
Eland, where he was buship iij yeres, in Sancte Peter's church. 
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by the Altar, of the east side, in a grave of stone that was for 
him maid to be buried in. And also, xj yere after that he had 
bene beryed and lyne there in Sancte Peter's church in Holy 
Eland, he was taken out of the ground, the xiij of the callands 
of Aprill, in the same callends that he died in, whole, lying like 
to a man sleping, being found saife and uncorrupted and lyeth- 
waike, and all his masse clothes saife and freshe as they weare at 
the first houre that they weare put on him. And inshryned 
him in a fereture light [a little, Cos.'] above the pavement. And 
there he stoode many a day. [He is said to be descended from 
the Wood-royal of the Eangs of Ireland, being son of one 
Muriardach and Sabina his wife, who was daughter to a King 
there. He was brought up in the Abbey of Mailrose, first 
under his predecessor Eata, and afterwards under Boisil, who 
succeeded Eata. After the death of Boisil he was made Abbot 
of that monastery, which he governed with great care and sin- 
cerity. Dav."] He was anchore xiij yere, also he was monncke 
xxxvij yere, and after xiiij yeares Abbot. [Also in the yeare 
55 (? 875) Eardulf was bishop, at which time certain Danes 
and Pagans, infidels, of sundry other nations, invaded and de- 
stroyed the realm of England in divers places. And after a 
certain space Halden, King of the Danes, with a great 
part of the navy and army of infidels, arrived at Tinmouth 
haven, intending to sojourn there all the winter following; 
and the next spring he meant with all his power to invade, 
spoil, and destroy the County of Northumberland. Whereof, 
when Eardulf the bishop had intelligence, with all his clergy 
and people, after long consultation had amongst themselves 
what course was to be taken in that extremity, to prevent the 
barbarous cruelty of the savage and merciless infidels, they, in 
the end, called to mind the words and monition delivered by 
Saint Cuthbert to his brethren. The said holy man, before his 
departure out of this life, amongst other wholesome counsels 
and godly admonitions delivered, uttered these or the Uke 
words, " If you, my brethren, shall be at any time hereafter 
urged or constrained unto one of the two extremities following, 
I do rather choose and wish that you would take my bones up 
and fly from those places and take your place of abode and stay 
wheresoever Almighty God shall provide for you, than that you 
should by any means submit yourselves to the yoak and servi- 
tude of wicked schismaticks.^^ Which words he then spake by 
the spirit of prophesie, foreseeing the perilousness of the time 
to come. Dav.']* And also buship Eardulfe and abbott Edrede

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did tacke^ carry, and beare awaie the bodie of Sancte Cuthbert 
from Holy Eland southward and fledd vij yere from towne to 
towne for the great persecution and slawghter of the Panymes 
and Danes. And men of the shire, when they saw that Sancte 
Cuthbert body was gone, they left there lands and there goods 
and followed after. And so the bushop, the abbott, and the reste, 
being weirye of travellinge, thought to have stowlne awaye and 
caried Sancte Cuthbert lK)dy into Ireland, for his better saiflFtie. 
And being upon the sea in a shippe by myride marveilous iij 
waves of water was turned into bloode. The shippe that they 
weere in was dreven back by tempest and by the mightie powre 
of God, as it should seame, upon the shore or land. And also 
the saide shippe that they weere in, by the grete storme and 
strong raging walls of the sea, as is aforesaid, was turned on the 
one syde, and the booke of the Holie Evangelists fell out of the 
ship into the bottom of the sea. The which booke, being all 
addorned with gould and presious stones of the out syde, and 
they being all troubled with great sorrowe for the losse of the 
said booke, one Hunredus, being admonished and commannded 
by the vision of Sancte Cuthbert [appearinge, interlinecf] to 
seeke the booke that was loste in the sea, iij myles and more 
from the land, and, as they weere admonishede, they found the 
booke much more bewtifull than it was before, both in lettres 
and leaves, excelling the utter bewtie of the cover, being nothing 
blemyshed By the water, as though it had been towched by some 
heavenly powere. And also by the foresaid viscion of Sancte 
Cuthbert [being upon the shore, interlinecf] they sawe a bridle 
hinging in a tree, and lookynge about him he dyd see a read 
horse, which cummyng towards him, by Gods provision dyd 
offer him selfe to be brydled, to ease their travell in carriage of 
the beare wherein Sancte Cuthbert's bodie laide. 

And then they went with him to Crake Mynster, and rested 
there iiij monthes with his body, and afterward brought him to 
Chester [Cuneagester, now called Chester, Dav.'] the yeare of 
the Incarnacion cccccclxxxiii, from Sancte Cuthbert's daie 
at least cxxvi past since. Aldunus fledde awaie with the bodie 
of Sancte Cuthbert, when it had lyne at Chester cxiij yere, 
for great persecucion and robbing and spoiling of the Panemes 
or Danes, and fled to Rippon with his body, and within iiij 
monthes there warres dyd seas, and then, cumynge back againe, 
when all was in quietnes, thinkinge to have brought hime back 
to Chester againe and cummynge with him on the east syde of 
Durham, to a place called Ward Lawe, they could no further 
beare him. [They could not with all their force remove his 
body from thence, which seemed to be fastened to the ground, 
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for that the chariot wherein the holy corpse was carried^ mira- 
culously stood unmoveable either by the strength of man or 
beast* Dav."] The Buship and the people fasted iij daies^ and 
praied to God with great reverence and devocion to knowe from 
God what they shoulde doe with him, and revelacion had they 
to carry him to Dunhome, And, as they weare going, they had 
intelligence by a woman lacking her kowe, where that Dun- 
home was. And streight way they brought him to that place 
of Dunhome, myriculouslye, in the yere of our Lord dccccxcv, 
where there was nothing but a great rush of thomes and other 
thick woods growinge, and there for to reaste and remayne, for 
no further they could cary him. And there they buylded a 
litle Chappbll of wands, and ther in they him layd or sett, 
untill such tyme as a better kirke was buylded. The Buship 
came with the corse and with all his fource dyd wom*ship it. 
Also he fynes the place there defensable, with thick woods and 
great rushes, as is aforesaid, untill Uthred earle of Northum- 
berland caused all the countrye to taike in hand to hew and 
cut downe all the woode that there was growing to make it ha* 
bitable, and then the Buship beganne to worke and buylde, 
and to make a' Mykle Eorke of stone. And, whels it was in 
makinge, from the wandyd kirke or chapell they brought the 
body of that holie man Sancte Cuthbert and translayted him 
into an other White Kirke, so called, and there his body re- 
mayned iiij years, while the more kyrke was buylded. Then 
the Buship Aldunus dyd hallowe the more kyrk or Gret 
Kirke, so called, before the kallends of September, and trans- 
lated Sancte Cuthbert's body out of the White Kirke into the 
Great Kyrke, as sone as the great kirke was hallowed, to more 
worship then before. 

Also Aldunus dyd ordayne and make the Buship Sea to be 
onely ther in Durham contynewally for ever. King Oswald 
and Aydane first beganne tne Bushipes sea in Holy Eland, 
from the which tyme ccclxi to the cummynge of Aldunus, 
who ordanyd the Bushipes sea of Durham, from the tyme that 
Sancte Cuthbert passed out of this world from theme, it was 
CGCix yeares. And then Aldunus departed heme out of this 
world, iij yeres after that he had founded and stablished the 
Bushipes sea. 

The buyldinge and first foundinge of the Abbei Church in 
Diirham, that now is, was in the yere of our Lord mxxii yeres 
paste, by Bushippe William and Prior Turgott, with all the 
Monnkes, which caused the old Church, buylt by Aldunus, to 
be pulled downe, and buylding it anewe, beginning at the first 
floore. Thei weaire the first that laid the first foundacion of the

stones in the ground worke, where the Great Abbey Church is 
nowe founded. Bushippe William caused to make all the great 
kirke and caused the Monncks dalie for to worke at it out of 
service tyme. The Buship ordeyned before the people Prior 
Turgot to be Asdeacon, before be dyed, and also his Vicar-Ge- 
nerall. And the foresaid buship Wylliam did- place the 
Monncks of Jarrowe and Wermouthe, being of St. Benedict's 
order, in the rowmes of the Cannons, for ther evill and nawgh- 
tie livinge.^ And when the Abbey Church was buylded and 
finished, then was he taiken up out of th' other church, called 
the White Church, and translaited and brought into the said 
Abbey Church, being inshryned above the ground, of iij yerds 
highte, in a most sumptuous and goodlie shrine above the High 
Alter, called the Fbreturb. And the booke of the holie Evan- 
gelest, which was lost in the s^a, as is aforesaide, was preserved 
and keapt in the said monasticall or Abbey Church of Durham, 
where the bodie of holie St. Cuthbert doth lie, as a place most 
wortbie of so presyous a booke, browghte to light againe tho- 
rowgh his revelacion. 



XXXIII. The Cloysters. Saint Cuthbbrts Toumbb. 

And there was maide a faire Toumbe op stone in the Cloy- 
ster garth, a yerde hight from the ground, where that holie man 
was first browght to and laide [when he was translated owte of 
the White Church to be laid in the Abbey Churche, H. 45] and 
a fair great broad playne throwghe stone layd above the said 
toumbe. Then afterward was there a goodlie and verie large 
and greate thicke Imadge of stone, beinge the picture of that 
holie man Sancte Cuthbert, verie fynely and curiouslie pictured 
and wrowghte in the said stone with paintinge and giltinge, 
marveilous bewtifuU and excellent to beholde, in forme and fa- 
shion as he was accustomed to saie masse, with his myter on 
his head and his croisier staff in his hand. And the said pic- 
ture was caried and laid above the said toumbe of stone. It 
was rered up of either syde, and at both ends above the said 
stone wourke, verie close, with wood stanchels, that a man could 
not have gotten in his hand betwixt one stanchell and another, 
but have looked in and sene the picture of that holy man Saint 
Cuthbert lyinge therein, and covered over above, all verie 
fynelie and closUe with lead, like unto a little chappell or 
church. Which did stande contynewallie, unto the suppression 
of the House, as a memorie and special monument of the first 
cummynge of that holie man Saint Cuthbert, being onely maid 
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and placed ther to that end. Which did stand in the Cloister 
Garth, over against the Parloure Dour, where thorough the 
Monncks was caried to be buried, which is nowe maid a Register 
house. And also it did contynue to the suppression of the 
House, as is aforesaid, and after, unto the tyme of Deane 
Horne^ and then he caused the said monument to be pulled 
down, and converted the leads and all to his owne use; and the 
said image of St. Cuthbert was sett on the one syde, against the 
Cloister wall, over annenst the Parler Dor, as thei go thorough 
into the Senturie Garth. And, after, when Whittinghame came 
to be deane, he caused the said image to be defaced and broken 
all in pieces, to tV intent that there should be no memory nor 
token of that holie man Sancte Cuthbert, which was sent and 
brought thether by the powre and will of Almightie God, which 
was the occasion of the buylding of the said monasticall Church 
and House, where they have all there livings and commodities 
to Ijrve on at this daie. [Although he was sent by menreile 
from God, and by whose meanes there was soe great revenues 
geiven to the Church. And now all wholy taken away, and the 
Church and all, therto ready to come down. And in the first 
yeare of Bling Edward the 6th, ther was certaine commissioners 
apoynted to deface all popishe ornaments in parish e churches^ 
whose names were Doctor Harvy and Doctor Whitby, who did 
deface a goodly and rich shrine in Saint Nicholas Church, called 
Corpus Christi Shrine, which Doctor Home did treade and 
breake in peices with his feete, with many other ornaments. 
H. 45.] 



, [XXXIV. The Cloysters.*] 

[The 13th day of the kalends of Aprill 684, [687, note by Dr. 
Hunter.'] Saint Cuthbert ended this life, and was buryed in St. 
Peter's church in the Holy Island, where he was Bishopp three 
yeares, in a grave of stone that was made on purpose for him to 
bee buryed in. And eleven yeares after, hee was taken out of 
the ground, the 13th of the kalends of Aprill, in the same 
ealends that hee dyed, and his bodye was found safe and uncor- 
rupt, and lying like one asleepe, with all his masse cloathes safe 
and fresh as they were at the first when they were put on him, 
at which time they inshrined him in a Feretor, a litde above the 
pavement of the church, where he lay a long space. And after-

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ward Eardulphus bishopp and Abbot Eadred, about the ye»e 
890, did carrye away his bodye from Holy Island southward^ 
and fled with it seven yeares from towne to towne, because of 
the great persecutions and slaughters which were made by the 
Painims and the Danes. And the men of that Iland^ when 
they sawe that the body of theire holie Saint was gone, then 
left theire land and goods, and followed after him. And the 
Bishopp and the Abbott and the rest, beinge wearyed with 
theire dangerous travells, thought to have stoUen away, and to 
have carryed the body of their holy Saint along with them into 
Ireland, hopinge there to bee safe and quiet* And beinge 
uppon the sea in a shipp, three waves miraculously were turndi 
into blood, and the shipp was driven back by tempest unto the 
shore againe, and by boysterous windes and raginge waves it 
was turned on the one side, and the booke of the Holie Evan- 
gelists, curiously written and adorned with gold and pretiou» 
stones on the cover, did fall out of the shipp into the bottom^ 
of the sea, which disaster did sore perplex and afflict tbeni>. 
But Saint Cuthbert, beinge loath to see his honourers so sore 
troubled and so full of sorrow, did appeare in a vision unto one 
Hundredus, and commanded him t^at they should seeke dili- 
gently for the booke uppon the coastes thereaboutes, where 
they found it three miles from the sea shore, {sic) cast, as 
it seemed, by the force of some wave and carried thither by the 
violence of some happye gale of winde, or by some divine 
power, for the comfort and confirmation of these faintinge 
monkes in theire religious worship of Saint Cuthbert. Which 
holy booke was far more beautiful! and glorious to looke 
uppon, both within and without, then it was before, beinge 
nothinge blemi^ed with the salt water, but polished rather by 
some heavenly hand ; which did not a little increase theire joy. 
But beinge wearyed with the seekinge of that booke, and with 
bearinge about Saint Cuthbert^s bodye, see againe the compas- 
sione of theire Saint, hee presented to theire eyes a bridle 
hanginge upp in a tree, and a redd horse runninge towards 
them, which did offer himselfe to bee bridled and to ease theire 
paines in carryinge of the chest wherein Saint Cuthbert's body 
was laid, uppon which horse they caryed him to Crake Min- 
ster, and rested them four months, and from thence brought 
him to Chester, Anno Domini 887 [883, in marg. by Hunter] 
where they remained 113 yeares, duringe the rest of the time 
of the Danes warrs, in the end whereof Aldwinus, then Bishopp, 
fledd with Saint Cuthbert's body to Rippon, to lye by the 
bodye of holy Saint Wilfride. But four moneths after theire 
arrivinge at Rippon the Danes warrs did cease, and then, intend- 
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inge to bringe him backe againe to Chester, and comminge with 
him on the east side of Durham, to a place called Ward-lawe, 
they could not inith all their force remove his body from 
thence^ which seemed to bee fastened to the ground. Which 
strange and unexpected accident wrought great admiration in 
the heartes of the bishoppe's monkes and their associates, and 
jergo they fasted and prayed three dayes, with greate reverence 
and devotion, desiringe to know by revelation what they should 
doe with the holie bodie of Saint Cuthbert. Which thmge was 
-granted unto them, and therin they were directed to carry him 
to Dunholme. But, being distressed because they were igno- 
rant where Dunholme was, see their goode fortune, as they 
were goinge, a woman that lacked hir cowe did call aloude to 
hir companion to know if shee did not see hir, who answered 
with a loud voice that hir cowe was in Dunholme, a happye 
and heavenly eccho to the distressed monkes, who by that 
meanes were at the end of theire journey, where they should 
finde a restinge place for the body of theire honoured Saint. 
And, thereuppon, with great joy and gladnesse brought his 
body to Dunholme, Anno Domini 999 \Hunter inmarg, 995], 
which was inculta teUus, a barbarous and rude place, reple- 
nished with nothinge but thornes and thick woods, save only 
in the midst where the Church now standeth, which was plaine 
and commodious for such a purpose. Where they first builded 
a Little Church of wands and branches, wherein thev did 
lay his body (and thence the church was afterwards called 
Bough Church), till they did build a more sumptuous churchy 
wherein they might inshrine him, which they assayed to doe 
with all theire power, Uthred earle of Northumberland aidinge 
them, and causinge all the country to cutt downe the wood and 
thome bushes which did molest them, and so made all the 
place where the citye now standes habitable and fitt to erect 
buildinges on. Which gave great encouragement to Alwinus 
the bid^opp to hasten the finishinge of his church. Which 
accordingly did, and then did translate St. Cuthbert's body 
from the wanded [or bough, interlined] church to the White 
Chapell, for so it was called, which hee had newly built, which 
was a part of the great Church which was not yett finished, 
where it lay four yeares. But after the great Church was 
finished and consecrated, uppon the 20th of September, hee 
translated his bodye out of the White Chappell into the great 
Church, which hee made a Cathedrall, erectinge his 
Bishopp's sea at Duresme, where it still remaineth, about 377 
{Hunter in marg, 361] yeares after it was first "founded in the 
Holy Iland by Saint Aidaine and Saint Oswald^ which wa^ 
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Anno Domini 635, and 333 [Hunter in marg. 309] yeares after 
the death of Saint Cuthbert, which was Anno Domini 684. 
Which said Aldwinus bishopp dyed three years after hee had 
founded his bishopp's sea in Duresme, and finished his Cathe- 
drall church in the yeare 1020. Which church was famous, with the 
succession of six bishopps in it. But William Carlipho, beinge 
not well content with the smallnesse and homelinesae of that 
buildinge, did pull it all downe 76 yeares after Aldwinus had 
finished it^ and instead thereof did erect the magnificent and 
famous buildinge which is now to bee seene^ Madcokne kinge 
of Scotts^ Turgott then Prior of the Church, and himselfe lyinge 
the first three stones in the new foundation, uppon the 30&i 
day of July^ as some say, or uppon the 11th of August, as others 
affirme. Anno Domini 1093, [for which famous work AntfaoDy 
Beak one of his successors with a great sum of money got him 
to be canonized, DavJ] and caused the Monkes to labour in that 
holy worke all the daye longe, excepting onely meale times and 
times of prayer, [king Malcolm being the chief benefactor in the 
building thereof, Dav.'] and appointed Turgott, ther Prior, to bee 
his Archdeacon and Vicar Generall within his diocesse. And 
goinge to Rome, two yeares before his death, hee obtained 
license of Pope Gregory the, 7th to remove the Monkes whid 
were at Wermouth and at Jarrow, which were of the order of 
Saint Benett, to his church at Durham, where hee placed them 
in the roomes of the Cannons which hee expelled for theire lewd 
and lazy lives. But hee did not live to see his church finished, 
for he ayed Anno Domini 1095, two yeares after hee had laid 
the foundation. And Ranulph Flambard his successor, favor- 
inge and with all his might furtheringe so good a worke, did, in 
the 29 yeares that he was Bishopp, build the said church from 
the foundation allmost to the coveringe. But it was not fully 
finished till the time that Nicholaus Famam was Bishopp and 
Thomas Melscome [Melsonby'] was Prior, which two good men 
did arch it over Anno Domini 1242, and lye buryed both under 
one stone in the Chapter House. But, longe before the church 
was finished, the body of Saint Cuthbert was translated againe 
out of the Cloyster garth where William Carlipho Bishop 
had made him a verye sumptuous tombe to lye in, when he 
removed him out of the old church which Aldwinus built fcwr 
him, which was then taken downe that this faire church now 
extant might bee erected in the same place where that old 
church was. In which new Church was builded a faire and 
sumptuous Shrine, about three yards from the ground, on the 
back side of the great Alter, which was at the east end of the 
Quire, where his body was solemnly placed in an iron chest 
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within the Shrine, where it lay quietly without molestation till 
the suppression of the Church, as is above related, and the 
Booke of the four Evangelists, which fell into the sea and was 
so miraculously brought to land and found againe, was laid on 
the great Alter, as a fitt monument to preserve the memory of 
so great a Saint. And at the west end of the church Hugo 
Pudsey bishop of Durham and earle of Northumberland [King 
Stephen's nephew, Dav.] did build a very faire chappell which 
hee dedicated to the Virgin Mary, [and was called the Galilee or 
ourLady^s chappel, but now simply called the Consistory, Dav.] 
and there in a silver caskett gilt with gold hee laid the bones 
of Venerable Bede and erected a costly and magnificent Shrine 
over it as above is declared. [He also founded the Priory of 
Finckley in honour of Saint Godrick the hermite. He founded 
also the Hospitall of Allerton, and the famous Sherbum Hos- 
pitall neare Durham. He built also Elvett bridge over the 
Wear with two chappels upon it. He also built both a Manor 
and a Church at Darlington, and he bought of King Richard the 
first the earldome of Sadberge for his successors. Dav.] .And 
because those holy Bishops and Monkes woold not bee un- 
mindful of the least favour which was done for them and for 
the honour of theire holy Saint, Aldwinus, on the outside of his 
Church, and Ranulph Flambard, accordinge to the intention-of 
William Carlipho the founder, did erect a monument [made the 
portraiture, Dav.] of a milke-maide milkinoe hir koue, on 
the outside of the north-west turrett of the Nine Altars, at the 
buildinge of the new Church, in a thankful remembrance of that 
maide which so fortunately in theire great perplexitye directed 
them to Dunholme, where the body of theire great Saint was to 
rest untill the resurrection, which monument, though debced 
by the weather, to this day is there to bee seen. MS. Cos.]

TER garth till A FAIRE ShRINE MIGHT BEE MADE IN 
HIS NEW CHURCH WHEREIN HE MIGHT BE INCLOSED.] 

QWilliam Carlipho, bishopp of Durham, before hee tooke 
downe the old Church builded by bishop Aldwinus, did prepare 
a faire and beautifull tombe of stone in the Cloyster garth, a 
yeard high from the ground, where Saint Cuthbert was laid 
untill his Shrine was prepared for him in the new Church that 
now is.. Over which tombe was layd a faire and comely marble. 
But when his body was translated to the Feriture where^it was 
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inshrined, in honour of him they made a goodly large and 
curious image of marble representinge Saint Cuthoert^ in that 
forme in which he was wont to say masse, with his miter 
on his head and his crosier staff in his hand, and his other 
vestments very curiously engraven on the said marble, which, 
after his body was inshrined in the new church, was placed 
above the said tombe. And round about the said tombstone, both 
at the sides, and at either end, was sett upp neate stanchells of 
wood joyned so close that one could not put in his hand betwixt 
one and other, but might onely looke in and see that exquisite 
picture, which laid within them. And it was covered above 
with lead, like unto a chappell, which comely monument did 
stand in the Cloyster garth till the suppression of the Abbey, 
over against the Parlour Dore through which the Menkes were 
caryed unto the Centrye garth to bee buryed, which Parloiir is 
now turned into a storehouse and a roome made above it for 
the Register's Office. But shortly after the Abby was supprest, 
deane Home tooke downe that faire and ancient monument^ 
and converted the leads and wood and stone thereof to his owne 
use, yet left the image of Saint Cuthbert perfect, and sett it on 
the side of the Cloyster wall, against the said Parlour Dore^ 
through which the monks went into the Centrye garth. But 
when Deane Whittingham did beare authoritie in this churchy 
he caused that image, as hee did manye other ancient monu- 
ments, to bee taken downe and broken in pieces, beinge reli* 
giously loath, as it should seeme, that any monument of Saint 
Cuthbert, or of any man who formerly had beene famous in 
this church and great benefactors thereunto, as the Priors his 
predecessors were, should bee left whole and undefaced, in 
memorye or token of that holy man Saint Cuthbert, which was 
sent and brought thither by the power and will of Allmightie 
God, which was the occasion of the buildinge of the said mo- 
nasticall Church and House, where they have all theire livinges 
and commodities to live on at this day. MS. CosinJ] 



XXXVI. The Cloystbr. The East Alley. 

And also yt was long and many yeres after or [ever, Cos,] the 
Cloyster was buylded unto tJie tyme of Buship Skirley* 

* He gave towards the building of the Cloisters two hundred pounds in his life- 
time, and four hundred pounds in his will ; and he bestowed also two hundred and 
twenty pounds in the building of the Dormitory. He sate Bishop of Durham 
eighteen years, and died in the beginning of the year 1406, and after him Thomas 
Langley, bishop, gave to the building of the said Cloisters ;^838 lit, 6d, Dav, 
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[Skirlawe, Cos.] and Bishop Langley, who were the first founders 
and buylders of the said Cloyster, and dyd bear all the charges 
of the buylding and workmanship of the said worke, and was 
the first that dyd cause from the Cloister dour to the Church 
dour to be sett in glasse in the wyndowes the hole storie and 
myricles X)f that holie man Sainte Cuthbert, from the daie 
of his nativitie and birth unto his dyinge daie. And ther yow 
should have sene and beholden his mother lying in her child 
bedd ; [and how that^ Dav."] after she was delyyered the brighte 
beames dyd shyne from heaven upon her and upon the child^ 
where he did lye in the cradle^ that to every mans thinking the 
Holie Ghoste had overshadowed hime. For every one that did 
se yt did thinke that the house had bene [set, Cos.] all on fyre, 
the beams dyd shine so bright over all the house, both within 
and without,- And also the Bishop baptized the childe and did 
call him MuUocke [HuUocke, Cos. ; Yllock, Dat?.] in the Irish 
tonnge^ the which is in Inglishe as much as to saie Cuthbert, 
The foresaid Bushops name^ who [baptized and, interlined] had 
the keapinge of the vertuouse and Godly childe, is called 
Ugenius. The name of the citie that the childe Sainte Cuth- 
bert was baptized in is called Hardbrecins [Hardbrecumb, Co«.]> 
for he was blessed of God even from his mothers wombe, so 
that every myracle that he did after^ frome his infancye, was 
sett there by it selfe, and in under every myracle there was 
sertain verses sett furthe in latten, that dyd declaire the contents 
and meaning of every myracle and storie by ytselfe, in most 
excellent coulered glasse, most artificiallye sett furth and curi- 
ouslie [marvielouslye, Cos.] wrowght, being lyvelie to all the 
beholders thereof. And the storie which was in the Wyndowes 
there was onely sett up in that place by the charges of thes two 
godly and well disposed Bushopps, to be annexed and adjoined 
with the said toumbe [in the Cloister garth, interlined]^ and his 
picture thereupon most lyvely to beholde to be a memoriall of 
the said holie man Sainte Cuthbert, that every one that came 
throwghe the Cloyster mighte se all his liffe and myracles, from 
his birth and infancy unto his dying day ; and he was commed 
of a princelie raice, for his father was P^nce and his mother a 
Princes dowghter, as may apeare by the history at large. And 
after, in kyng Edwards tyme yj., this story was pulled downe 
by Deane Home and broken all to peces, for he might never 
abyde any anncient monuments, actes, or deades, that gave any 
light of godly religion. 

Also ther is in the said Cloister, above hed, (in sellering in 
wainscot, *) certaine Bushops armes and Noble mens armes,

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both knights and men of worship^ who had bestowed any thing 
of that church. 



XXXVII. Thb Cloister. Maundy Thursdaie. 

There was a goodlie ceremonye which the Prior and the 
Monnckes dyd use, every thursdaie before Easter, called Maun- 
dy Thursdaie. The custoume was this. Ther were xiij 
[xviij, Cos. and Dar.] poore aged men appoynted to cume to 
the Cloyster, at that dale, havinge there feete clene washed, 
there to remayne till such tyme as the Prior and the whole Co- 
vent did cume thether, at ix a clock, or ther abouts, the aged 
men sytting betwixt the Parlor Dour and the Church Dour, 
upon a fair longe Broad Thicke Fourme, which fourme laie 
on iij peces of wood, every pece pictured like unto a man, an- 
tick wourke, verie fynely wrought, being placed for the feite of 
the fourme, in under either end one, and one in the myddes, 
which forme dyd stand alwaies in the Church, beyond the Re- 
vester dour, betwixt two pillers, over against the Quere doure, 
on the south syd of the Quere. Which fourme was taiken and 
caned every maundie thursdaie before Easter to the Cloister, 
where the Prior, after certaine praiers said, one of his servants 
did bring a fair baison with clene water, and the Prior dyd 
washe the poore mens feete, all of theme, one after an other, 
with his owne hands, and dryed them with a towell, and kissed 
ther feite himeselfe, which being done he did verie liberally be- 
stowe xxx^ in money of every one of theme, with vij reade her- 
rings a pece, and did serve them him selfe with drinke and iij 
loves of bread with certaine wafers. And, when all was done, 
the forme, which was ordayned onely for that purpose, was 
caried againe into the Church and sett in the same place where 
yt was taken fro, that men might also sit on yt ther when they 
came to here devine servyce. [Which fourme is yet remayninge 
under the Te Deum wyndowe and the Clock. *] 

[Also as you go out of the Cloister, through an entry to the 
Dean^s lodging at the head of the stairs behind the door called 
the Usher Door, on the right hand behind the said door, there 
is another door, going into the Register, wherein certain old 
written Books of Records and Evidences of the monastical 
House of Durham did lye, as also a copy of the Foundation of 
the Hospital of Greatham, which was also registered in the said

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Book of Records^ and there to be founds if any misfortune should 
happen to the Foundation of the said Hospital of Greatham. 
The keeper of the said Register House was called George 
Baites, and he was also clerk of the Feretory at that time. And 
it was ever the Register House^ till of late^ that Mr. Tobias 
Matthew^ Dean of Durham^ altered the state of it unto another 
place called the Parlour^ as is aforesaid. Dav.'] 



XXXVIII. Thb Cloister. The South Alley. 

There was on the south syde of the Cloister, adjoyninge to 
the syde of the Cloister dour^ a stoole or seat with iiij feete, 
and a back of wood joyned to the said stoole, which was maid 
fast in the wall for the porter to sytt on, which did keape the 
Cloister doure. And before the said stoole it was bourded in 
Tinder foote, for warmeness. And he that was the last porter 
there was called Edward Pattinson. And from the said stoole 
west-ward on the south syde, there was a faire long Bench of 
Stone almost to the Frater house dour, whereon dyd syt certen 
childrin in a row, from the one end to the other, upon Maundy 
Thursday before Easter, being maide forth at purpose. Where 
all the whole Covent of Monnckes . at that same present tyme 
had every one of them a boy appointed them, sytting upon the 
saide bench, wher the said Monks dyd wash the said childryns 
feete, and dryed them with a towell. Which being done, they 
dyd kisse the said childrins fete, every one of those he washedf, 
giving to every childe xxx^ in money, and vij redde herrings 
and iij loves of bread and every one certaine wafercakes, [a 
wafercake, H. 44] the Moncks serving every childe with drinke 
themselves. The godly ceremony thus endyd, after certaine 
praiers said by the Prior and the whole Covent, they dyd all de- 
part in great holynesse. 

And at the end of the said bench, betwixt it and the Frater 
house dour, ther was a faire Almerie joyned in the wall, and 
an other of the other syd of the said dour, and all the forepart 
of the Almeries was thorowgh carved worke [for to geve ayre 
to the towels *], and iij dots in the forpart of either almerie, 
and a locke on every doure, and every Monncke had a key for 
the said almeryes, wherin did hinge in every almerie cleane 
towels for the Monncks to drie tibere hands on, when they 
washed and went to dynner. And the stoole and bench Tobie

XXXIX. The Frater House. 

In the said south allie of the Cloysters is a faire larg hall, 
called the Frater House, wherein the greate feaste of Sancte 
Cuthbert's dale in Lent was holden. 

[In the south alley of the Cloisters is a fair large Hall, called 
the Frater House, finely wainscotted on the north and south 
sides, as also on the west. And on either part of the Frater 
House there is a fair long Bench of stone-mason work, from 
the cellar-door to thie pantry or covey-door. Above the bench 
is wainscot-work, two yards and a half in height, finely carved 
and set with embroidered work, and above the wainscot ther6 
was a fair large Picture of our Saviour Christ, the blessed 
Virgin Mary and Saint John, in fine gilt work, and excellent 
colours ; which pictures, though washed over with lime, yet do 
appear through it. This wainscot-work hath engraven on the 
top of it,

SuUu 

So that Prior Castell wainscotted the Frater House round 
about. And within the said Frater House door, on the left 
hand as one goes in, there is a strong Ambrie in the stone 
wall, where a great mazer, called the Grace-cup, did stand, 
which did service to the Monks every day, after grace was said, 
to drink in round the table. Which cup was largely and finely 
edged about with silver and double gilt with gold, and many 
more large and great mazers after the same sort. Amongst 
which was a goodly great mazer called Judas-cup, edged about 
with silver and double gilt, with a foot underneath it to stand 
on, of silver and double gilt, which was never used button 
Maundy Thursday at night in the Frater House, where the 
Prior and the whole Convent did meet and keep their Maundy. 
There lay also in the same ambrie the goodly cup called Saint 
Bedels Bowl., the outside whereof was of black mazer, and 
the inside of silver double gilt, the edge finely wrought round 
about with silver and double gilt ; and in the midst of it was 
the picture of the holy man Saint Bede, sitting as if he had been 
writing. The foot of the said bowl was of silver and double 
gilt, with four joynts of silver coming down, all double gilt from 
the edge to the foot, to be taken asunder. In that ambrie lay 
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iblM the chief Plate that served the whole Convent in the said 
Frater House on festival dayes, and a fine work of carved wains- 
cot before it, and a strong lock^ yet so as none could perceive 
th?it there was any ambrie at all ; for the key hole was under 
the carved work of the wainscot. There is also another fair 
large Ambrie within the said Frater House door on the right 
hand, as you go to the cellar, of wainscot, having divers ambries 
within it, finely wrought and varnished over with red varnish, 
wherein lay table-cloaths, salts, and mazers, a basin and ewer 
of latten, with other things pertaining to the Frater House and 
to the Loft^ where all the Monks did dine and sup. And every 
Monk had his mazer severally by himself to drink in, and had 
all other things that served for the whole Convent and the 
Frater House in their daily service at their diet and at their 
table. And all the said mazers were largely and finely edged 
with silver, double gilt, and a fair basin and ewer of latten, the 
ewer pourtrayed like a man on horse- back, as he had been 
riding or hunting, which served the Sub-Prior to wash at the 
foresaid table^ where he sate as chief. Dav.] 

[And within the said Frater House the Prior and the whole 
Convent of Monks held their great feast of Saint Cuthbert in 
Ijent, having their meat served out of the dresser-window of the 
great Kitchen into the Frater House, and their drink out of the 
great cellar. Dav.] 

And in the east end, being the hiest part of the Frater house, 
and adjoyninge to the Deanes house, was taiken downe by 
Deane Whittingham the hie roufe of lead, and enclosed it to 
his house and use, and maid it a flatt roufe of lead, whereby the 
said Deane Whittingham gayned at the leaste xx^' by taikeing 
downe the said hie roufe of leade. Also in the said east end 
of the Frater House stoode a fair table with a decent skrene of 
wainscott over it, being keapt all the rest of the yeare for the 
master of the Novicies and the Novicies to dyn and sup in. 
[having their meat served in to them at a dresser window from 
the Great Kitchen and there drink out of the Great Cellar. 
Dav."] At which tyme the master observed this holsome and 
godlie order for the contynewallie instructing of ther youth in 
vertew and leming, that is, one of the Novicies, at the election 
and appoyntment.of the master, dyd reade summe parte of the 
Old and New Testamment, in Latten, in dynner tyme, having 
a convenyent place at the southe end of the hie table with in a 
faire glasse wyndowe, invyroned with iron, and certaine steppes 
of stone with iron rayles of throne syde to goe up to it, and to 
support an iron deske there placed, upon which laie the Holie 
Bible, where one of the Novicies elected by the master was 
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appointed to read a chapter of the Old or New Testament in 
Latten as aforesaid in tyme of dynner, which being ended^ the 
master dyd toule a gilden bell^ hanging over his hed, therby 
givinge wamyng to one of the Novicies to cumme to the hie 
table and saie grace^ and so^ after grace said^ they departed to 
their bookes. 



XL. The Layer or Connditt. 

Within the Cloyster Garth^ over against the Frater House 
donr^ was a fair Layer or Connditt, for the Monncks to 
washe ther hands and faces at, being maid in forme round, 
covered with lead, and all of marble, saving the verie * utter- 
most walls. Within the which walls you may walke round 
about the Laver of marble, having many litle cunditts or spouts 
of brasse, with xxiiij cockes of brasse, rownd about yt, havinge 
in yt vij faire wyndowes of stone woorke, and in the top of it a 
faire Dove-Cotte, covered fynly over above with lead, the 
workmanship both fyne and costly, as is apparent till this daie. 
And, adjoyninge to the est syde of the Counditt dour, ther did 
hing a bell to geve warning, at a leaven of the clock, for the 
Monncks to cumme wash and dyne, having ther closetts or 
almeries on either syde of the Frater House dour keapt al- 
waies with swete and clene towels, as is aforesaid, to drie ther 
hands. 



XLI. The Cloister. The Northe Alley. 

In the north syde of the Cloister, from the comer over 
against the Church dour to the comer over againste the Dorter 
dour, was all fynely glased, from the hight to the sole within 
a litle of the grownd into the Cloister garth. And in every 
wyndowe iij Pewes or Carrells, where every'one of the old 
Monks had his carrell, severall by himselfe, that, when they 
had dyned, they dyd resorte to that place of Cloister and there 
studyed upon there books, every one in his carrell, all the after 
nonne, nnto evensong tyme. This was there exercise every 
daie. All there pewes or carrells was all fynely wainscotted 
and verie close, all but the forepart which had carved wourke 
that gave light in at ther carrell doures of wainscott. And in 
every carrell was a deske to lye there bookes on. And the

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carrells wa^ no greater then from one stanchell of the wyndowe 
to another. And over against the carrells against the church 
wall did stande sertaine great almeries [or cupbords^ H. 45] of 
waynscott all full of Bookes [with great store of ancient manu- 
scripts to help them in their study, H. 45], wherein dyd lye as 
well the old auncyent written Doctors of the Church as other 
prophane authors, with dy verse other hoUe mens wourks, so 
that every one dyd studye what Doctor pleased them best, 
havinge the Librarie at all tymes to goe studie in besydes 
there carrells* 



XLII. The Cloister. The Weaste Alley. 

In the weast alley of the Cloysters, towards the north ende, 
undernethe the Dorter, and adjoyning unto the staires that go 
up to the Dorter, is the Threserhouse where there besst Evi- 
dennces and the Chapter scale ar keapt, of verie strong perfect 
workmanship, belonginge to the Prior and Covent. 

[In that Angle on the south side of the Dormiter doore 
[a little distant from the said door, D.] there is a strong howse 
called the Treasure howse, where all ther tresure was kept, 
[having a strong door and two locks. D.] And in the midst 
of itt was a grate op iron, from the ground to the roofe of 
the howse, with a doore of iron into it. H. 45] [Within the 
said treasury was a strong iron grate, set fast in the ground- 
work, in the roof and in either wall, the breadth of the house, 
so fast as not to be broken, and in the midst of the grate a door 
of iron, according to the workmanship of the grate, with a strong 
lock upon it and two great shuts [slots, Ed. H.] of iron for the 
said door. And within the said grate was a four-square table, [a 
faire table, H. 45], covered with a green cloth, for the telling of 
their money. Within this treasury were hkewise the Evidences 
of the house and the Chapter scale, as also the Evidences of 
several gentlemen^s lands in the country, who thought them 
safer there than in their own custody. Dav.] [And many gen- 
tlemen sent ther Evidence to be kept ther for safety. H. 45].* 

[Over against the said Treasury door was a fair stall of wain- 
scott where the Novices were taught. And the master of the 
Novices had a pretty seat of wainscott, adjoyning to the south 
side of the Treasury door, over against the stall where the 
Novices sate. And there he taught the said Novices both fore- 

* While now of late it is altered, the treasure and money being kept in a strong 
house over the east gates of the Abbey in the South Bailey now called the Exchequer, 
but in the old Treasury the common Chapter Seal is still kept. Addition, Ed. H. 
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noon and after noon. No strangers or other persons were suf- 
fered to molest or trouble the said Novices or Monks in their 
carrels [in their study, H. 45] while they were at their books 
within the Cloister. For to that purpose there was a Porter 
appointed to keep the Cloister door. Daw.]* 



XLIII. The Dorter. 

Upon the west syde of the Cloyster there was a faire large 
house called the Dorter, where all the Monnks and the 
Novices did lye, every Monncke having a litle chamber of 
wainscott, verie close, severall, by themselves, and ther wyn- 
dowes towardes the Cloyster, every wyndowe servinge for one 
Chambre, by reasonne the particion betwixt every chamber 
was close wainscotted one from another, and in every of there 
wyndowes a deske to supporte there bookes for there studdie. 
In the weste syde of the said dorter was the like chambers, 
and in like sorte placed, with there wyndowes and desks to- 
wardes the Fermery and the water, the chambers beinge all 
well boarded under foute. 

[The Novices had theire chambers severall by himselfe [in 
the south end of the said dorter, Dav.^ adjoyning to the fore- 
said chambers, having eight chambers on each side, every No- 
vice his chamber severall to himself, not so close nor so warme 
as the other chambers, nor having any light but what came in 
at the foreside of their chambers, beinge all close else both above 
and on either side. In either end of the said Dorter was a four 
[fair, Dav,'] square stone, wherein was a dozen cressets wrought 
in either stone, being ever filled and supplied with the cooke 
as they needed, to give light to the Monks and Novices, when 
they rose to theire mattins at midnight, and for their other 
necessarye uses. Cos.'] 

Also there was a faire large house and a most decent place, 
adjoyninge to the west syde of the said Dorter, towardes the 
water, for the Monnkes and Novices to resort unto, called the 
Privies, which was maide with two greate pillers of stone that 
did beare up the whole floore therof. And every seate and 
particion was of wainscott, close of either syde, verie decent, so 

* A little south of the Treagury is a convenient room wherein is established the 
Song School for the instruction of boys for the use of the Quire. The Song School 
in the south isle of the Lanthom being decently furnished with a reading desk, con- 
Tenient seats, and all other laudable decencies, is appropriated to the service of God ; 
where morning prayer is daily celebrated at six in the morning throughout the whole 
year, except on Sundays and Holvdays. Additiont JEd, H, 
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that one of them could not see one another^ when they weare 
in that place. There was as many seates of privies on either 
syde as there is litle wyndowes in the walls, which wyndowes 
inras to gyve leighte to every one of the said seates. Which 
afterward was walled up, to make the howse more close, and in 
the height of the west end there was iij fair glass wyndowes 
and in the southe syde, in the hight over the said seates, is an 
other faire glass wyndowe, which greate wyndowes doth gyve 
lighte to all the whole house^ 

Also in the Dortre was every nyght [aboute 12 o'clock, H. 45] 
a privy serche, by the Supprior, who did caule at every Monnckes 
chambre [by ther names, H. 45], to se good order keapt, that 
none should be wanting [as also that ther were noe disorders 
amongest them, H. 45.] And the mydest of the said Dorter 
was all paved with fyne tyled stone, from throne end to th* 
other. Also the said Supprior's chamber was the first chambre 
in the Dorter, for seinge of good order keapt. The Supprior 
dyd alwaies dyne and sup with the hole Covent, and did sytt at 
the over [high, H. 45] end of the table, and when every man 
had supped, which dyd end alwaies at fyve of the clock, upon 
the rynginge of a bell to gyve waminge to say grace, which 
being said, they departid all to the Chapter house, to meite the 
Prior, every night, ther to remayne in praier and devocion till 
six of the clocke. At which tyme, upon the ringing of a bell, 
they went to the Salvi. All the dures both of the Sell[er], the 
Fratre, the Dorter, and the Cloisters, weare locked evin at vj of 
the clocke, and the keys delyvered to the Supprior, untyl vij 
{six, Cos.'] of the clock the next mominge. 



XLIV. The Lofte. 

The Monnckes dyd all dyne together at one table, in a place 
called the Lopte, which was in the west end of the Fratree 
[Frater-house, Cos.] above the Seller. The Supprior dyd 
alwaies sitt att the upper end of the table as chee£fe, and theye 
had there meat served from the Great Kitching, the said Great 
Kitchinge servinge both the Prior and all the whole Covent. 

[Ther was a paire of stayres within the Frater-howse, which 
did goe into a Loft over itt, where the ould Moncks did dyne 
and supp, where the Subprior was the cheife. They were served 
with meate from the Great Kitching, which hadd two dresser 
windowes into the Frater, a greater for principall feasts, the 
other for every day. H. 45.] 

[Ther was also at the west end of- the Frater-house, hard 



f 
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within the Frater-house door, another door, at which the old 
Monks or Convent went in, and so up a greese^ with an iron 
rail to hold them by, into a Loft which was at the west end of 
of the Frater-house, above the Cellar, where the said Convent 
and Monks dined and supped together. The Sub-Prior sate at 
the end of the table as chief ; and at the greese-foot there*was 
another door that went into the great Cellar or Buttery, where 
all the drink stood that did serve the Prior and the whole Con- 
vent of Monks, having their meat served them in at a dresser 
window from the Great Kitchen through the Frater- house, into 
the Loft^ over the Cellar. Dav.]* 

Also the Monnkes was accustomed every daie, aftere thei 
dyned, to goe thorowgh the Cloister, in at the Usher^s dour, and 
so thorowghe the entrie, in under the Prior's lodginge, and 
streight into the Scentorie garth, wher all the Monnks was 
buried, and thei did stand all bair-heade, a certain longe space, 
praieng amongs the toumbes and throwghes for there brethren 
soules being buryed there, [departed, H. 45], and, when they 
hadd done there prayers, then they did retume to the Cloyster, 
and there did studie there bookes^ untill iij of the clocke that 
they went to evensong. This was there dalie exercise and stu- 
die, every day after they had dyned. 

The said Monnks weare the onlie writers of all the actes and 
deads of the Bushoppes and Priors of the Abbey church of 
Durham, and of all the cronacles and stories ; and also did 
write jmd sett furth all things that was [thought, Cos."] wourthie 
to be noted, what acts and what miracles was done every yere 
and in what moneth. Which there doinges were most mani- 
festly and undoubtedlie to be most just and trewe, and was 
alwaies most vertuouslie occupied, never idle, but either writing 
of good and goddly wourkes, or studying the Holie Scriptures, 
to the setting furthe of the honour and glorie of God, and for 
the edifieinge of the people, as well in example of good hfe and 
conversacion as by preaching the worde of God. Thus yow 
may se and perceave how the Monnks and religious men wer 
occupied in most godly writing and other exercissis in auncient 
tyme. 

[The said Moncks were the onely writers of the lives and 
deedes of the Bishopps and Priors of Durham and of Cronicles 
and stories of memorable things and miracles of holy men, 
which were done every yeare, which writings were examined and 
found to be moste just and true. And sometymes studyinge 

* This Loft since the Dissolution of the Monastery was made the dining-room of 
the Fifth Prebendaries house. Addition f Ed. H, 
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the Holy Scripture to the honour and glory of God and the 
edefying of the people by good example as well as by preach- 
inge. H. 45.] 

XLV. The Common Howse. 

On the right hand^ as yow goe out of the Cloysters into the 
Fermery [or Infirmary, Dav.] was the Commone house, and a 
Maister therof. The house being to this end, to have a fyre 
keapt in yt all wynter, for the Monnckes to cume and warme 
them at, being allowed no fyre but that onely, except the Mas- 
ters and OflScers of the House, who had there severall fyres. 
Ther was belonging to the Common house a garding and a bow- 
linge allie, on the back side of the said house, towardes the 
water, for the Novyces sume tymes to recreat themeselves, when 
they had remedy of there master, he standing by to se ther 
good order, [for the recreation of the Moncks, the master 
standinge by to see good order kept. H. 45.] 

Also within this howse dyd the Master therof keepe his O 
Sapientia, ones in the yeare, viz. betwixt Martinmes and Christ- 
inmes, a soUemne banquett that the Prior and Covent dyd use 
at that tyme of the yere onely, when ther banquett was of figs 
and reysinges, aile and caikes, and therof no superflwitie or 
excesse, but a scholasticall and moderat congratulacion amonges 
themselves, [and that but a verye moderate one without super- 
fluity, H. 45.] 

XLYI. The Fermbrye. 

Within the Fermery, under neth the master of the Fer- 
meryes chamber, was a stronge prysonne call the Lynghouse, 
[Ljruigehouse, Cos.'], the which was ordeyned for all such as 
weare greate offenders, as yf any of the Monnckes [and those 
which were in holy orders, H. 45], had bene taiken with any 
felony, or in any adulterie, he should have syttin ther in pri- 
sone for the space of one hole yere, in cheynes, without any 
company except the master of the Fermery [to see that he 
were strictlye looked to, accordinge to the orders of the house, 
H. 45] who did let downe there meate thorowgh a trap dour 
in a [great, Cos.'] corde, being a great distance from them, [those 
who were in prison. Dav.] Other companye had they none. 
Yf any of the temporall men, [ofl&cers, H. 45] perteyninge to the 
said house had offended in any the premisses aforesaid, then 
weare they punyshed by the temporal lawe. [secular power, H. 
45-] 
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XLVII. The Gest Hall. 

There was a famouse house of hospitallitie, called the Geste 
Haule^ * within the Abbey garth of Durham, on the weste 
syde, towardes the water, the Terrer of the house being master 
thereof, as one appoynted to geve intertaynment to all staits, 
both noble, gentle, and what degree so ever that came thether as 
strangers, ther interteynment not being inferior to any place in 
InglaTid, both for the goodnes of ther diett, the sweete and 
daintie fumeture of there lodgings, and generally all things ne- 
cessarie for traveillers. And, withall, this interteynment con- 
tynewing, not willing or commanding any man to departe, upon 
his honest and good behavyour. This haule is a goodly brave 
place, much like unto the body of a Church, with verey fair 
pillers supporting yt on ether syde, and in the mydest of the 
haule a most large rannge for the fyer. The chambers and 
lodginges belonging to yt weare swetly keept, and so richly 
. furnyshed that they weare not unpleasant to ly in, especially 
one chamber called the Kyngs Chamber, deservinge that 
name, in that the King him selfe myght verie well have lyne in 
yt, for the princelynes therof. The victualls, that served the 
said geists, came from the great Kitching of the Prior, the bread 
and beare from his pantrie and seller. Yf they weare of honour 
they weare served as honorably as the Prior himselfe, otherwise 
according to ther severaU callinges. The Terrer had certaine 
men appointed to wayte at his table, and to attend upon all his 
geists and stranngers, and, for ther better intertaynment, he 
had evermore a hogsheade or two of wynes lying in a seller 
appertayninge to the said halle, to serve his geists withall. 

The Prior, whose hospitallie was soch as that there neaded no 
geist haule, butthat they weare desyrouse to abound in all lybendl 
and fre almess geving, did keppe a moste honorable house and 
very noble intertaynement, being attended upon both with gen- 
tlemen and yeomen, of the best in the countrie, as the honor- 
able service of his house deserved no lesse ; the benevolence 
therof, with the releefe and almesse of the hole Covent was al- 
waies oppen and fre, not onely to the poore of the citie of Dur- 
ham but to all the poore people of the countrie besides. 

Also the lord Prior had two Porters, the one was the 
porter of his Hall dour, [called Robert Smyth, interlinedy'] and 

* The houses belongmg to the four following prebends, viz. the second, third, 
fourth, and tenth, were prepared out of the apartments and other offices belonging to 
the Guests' Hall, the hall itself being wholly demolished, nothing thereof remaining, 
except a part of the western wall. Nothing remains to let us know what was in the 
sixth and twelfth prebendaries' houses. Addition^ Ed, H. 
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the other was the porter of the Usher dour, as ye goe frome the 
greate chamber to the Church, called Robert Clark, which two 
weare the last porters to the last Prior. 

[The last Lord Prior was Doctor Whitehead, who after was 
the first Deane. H. 45.] 



XLVIII. Poor Children. Aged Women. The Farmery 

WITHOUT THE SOUTH GaTES. 

Ther weare certaine poor childrin onely maynteyned and 
releyved with the almesse and benevolence of the wholeHouse, 
which weare called the children of the Aumery, going daily to 
the Fermery schole, being alltogether mayntened by the whole 
Covent with meate drynke and lerninge. 

[Ther was certayne poore children, called the children of the 
Almery, which was brought upp in learninge and mantayned 
with the almose of the Howse, havinge dyett in a Lofte on the 
north side of the Abbey Gates [before the suppression of the 
said house or abbey, Dav.] which had a longe porche over the 
gates [stairhead, slated over; and at either side of the said porch 
or entry there wa:§ a stairs to go up to it, Dav,] and a stable 
under itt [the said almery or loft having a door and an entry 
into it under the stairhead, Dav.'] which after the suppression 
was turned into Mr. Stephen Marley^s lodgings, and after con- 
verted to other uses. [Not long after the suppression he altered 
it and took down the porch and the two greeces that went to 
the said almery or loft, and made his kitchen where the stable 
was and his buttery where the said almery or loft was above. 
DavJ] The said children went to scoole to the Fermory cham- 
ber withowte the Abbey gates, which was founded by the 
Priors and mantayned att their cost. The last schoole-master's 
name was S^ Rob. Hartburne, which was injoyned to say masse 
two tymes in the weeke, att Magdelen's chappell near Kepyer, 
and once in the weeke at Kimblesworth chappell. They had 
ther meate from the Novices' table by the clarke of the Covent, 
owte att a windowe where the said clerke did looke to them, to 
see that they kept good order. [And the meat and drink of the 
foresaid children was what the Master of the Novices and the 
Monks had left and reserved, and it was carried in at a door 
adjoyning to the great kitchen window into a little vault at the 
west end of the Frater house like unto a pantry, called the 
Covey, and had a window in it where one or two of the children 
did receive their meat and drink of the said clerk out of the said 
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covey or pantry window, so caUed, and carried it to the almery 
or loft. Dav.'] 

Ther weare four aged women who lyved in the Farmery 
WITHOUT THE SOUTH GAITS of the Abbey of Durham, every 
one having ther severall chamber to ly in, being founde and 
fedd onely with the releefe that came from the Priors own 
meyss, [table, Co*.] in which Farmerie there was a Chappell, 
^her the schoolmaster of the Fermerye [and eyther the master 
of the fermerye, H. 45], having his cnamber and schoule above 
yt, or soume other preest for hime, was ordeyned and appoynted 
to saye masse to the iiij""' ould womenne every holie daie and 
friday. 



XLIX. Thes beynge Monnckes and Officers within 
THE Abbey Churche of Durham, and named 

AS followith. 

Dane Stephen Marley the Supprior and Maister of the 

Fratere. 

The Suppriors chamber was over the Dorter dour, to th' 
intent to heare that none should stir or go forth. And his 
office was to goe every nyghte, as a privy watch, befor mydnyght 
and after mydnyght, to eveiy Monnckes chamber, and to caule 
at his chamber dour upon him by his name, to se that none of 
them shold be lacking or stolen furth, to goe about any kynde 
of vice or nowghtynes. Also the Supprior did sett alwaies in 
the Lofte amongs the Monncks, at meite, at the tables end, as 
cheefe amonges them, and to se that every mane did use him 
selfe according to the order that he had taiken him to. He did 
alwaies say grace at dynner and supper, and after v of Ithe docke 
at nyght to se all the dures, as the Seller dur, the Fratere dour, 
the Fawden getts, and the Cloister dures, every dur at nyghte 
to be locked. And he keapt the keyes of all thes foresaid dures 
all night, untill vij of the clocke in the morning, and at that 
tyme he caused the said doures to be opened, and delyvered 
the key of the Cloister to the Porter therof, and the keyes of 
the Fratere and the Seller to the Teoman of the Celler. 

Dane William Watsonn, alias William Wyloumb 
[Willome, Cos.] Maister and Kepper of the Fereture and 
deece Prior [the Deputy Prior, H. 45. Vice Prior, Cos»'] 

The Maister of the Feirture his chamber was in the Dorter. 
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He was the keper of the holy sacrede Shrine of Sancte Cuth- 
bert. His office was, that when any man of honour or wor- 
shippe weere disposed to make there praiers to God and to 
Sancte Cuthbert, or to offer any thinge to his sacred Shrine, 
yf they requested to have yt drawen, and to se yt, then, streight 
waie, the Clarke of the Fereture, called George fiaytes, did give 
int«Uegence to his Maister, maister deece [vice, CosJ] Prior, the 
Kepper of the Fereture. And then the said Maister dyde bring 
the keys of the Shrine with him, geving them to the clarke to 
open the locks of the Shrine. His office was to stand by, and 
to se it drawen, commanding the said clarke to drawe yt. Also 
it was ever drawen in the mattenes tyme, when Te Deum was 
in synginge, or in the hie mess tyme, or at evinsong tyme, 
when the Magnificat was song. And when they had maid there 
praiers, and dyd offer any thing to yt, yf yt weare either gould, 
sylver, or Jewells, streighte-way it was honnge on the Shrine. 
And if yt weyre any other thing, as Unicorne home, Eliphant 
tooth, or such like thinge, then yt was howng within the Fere- 
ture, at the end of the shrine. And when they had maid there 
praiers, the clarke did let downe the cover therof, and did locke 
yt at every comer, gyving the keies of the Shrine to the deice 
[vice, Cos.'] Prior againe. Ther was many goodly Reliquies 
that belonged to the said shrine. The said George Baytes was 
Regester of the House, and did all that perteyned to the Regis- 
ter's office. 

There was also a banner that perteyned to the said Shrine, 
in the keapinge of the said maister the deece [vice, Cos!\ Prior, 
called Saint Cuthbertes banner [staffe, interlined^ which 
was fyve yeards in length. All the pippes of it was of sylver, 
to be sleaven on a long speare staffe, [and on the overmost pype 
on the hight of yt was a fyne lytle silver crosse, interlined] ^ 
[crosse staffe, Cos^ and a goodly banner cloth perteyned to yt. 
And in the mydes of the banner cloth was all of white velvett, 
halfe a yerd squayre every way, and a faire crose of read vel- 
vett over yt. And within the said white velvett was the holy 
relique, the Corporax [cloth, interlined] that the holy man 
Sancte Cuthbert did cover the chalyce with all, when he sayd 
masse. And the resydewe of the banner clothe was [all, inter- 
lined] of read [crimson, H. 45] velvett, imbrodered all with 
[grene sylke and, interlined] goulde, [most simituousle, as is 
aforesayd, interlined.] 

The sayd banner was at the wynnyng of Bancks feilde 
[Brackinfeild,* Cos.] in King Henrie th^eights tyme, and dyd

bring home with it the Kinge of Scottes banner, and dyvers 
other noble mennes auncyentes of Scots, and that was loste that 
day. And did sett them up at Sancte Cuthbert's Fereture, 
where they dyd stande and hynge unto the suppression of the 
Howse. [And at the suppression of the House the aforesaid 
banner of Saint Cuthbert and all the auncients of the noblemen 
of Scotland were shortly after clearly defaced, to the intent 
there should be no memory of the said battel and of their aun- 
cients being spoiled, which were won at the said battle of 
BaniSeld, that there should be no remembrance of them in the 
monastical Church of Durham. DavJ] And t;he said Sancte 
Cuthbert's banner was at manye other places besydes. Yt was 
thought to be one of the goodlyest reliques that was in Eng- 
land^ and yt was not borne but of principall daies when ther 
was a generall Prossession, as Easter daie, the Assention day, 
Whitsonday, Corpus Christi daie, and Sancte Cuthbert's day. 
And at other festivall daies it was sett up at the east end of the 
shrine, because yt was so chargeable, [weighty, Dav,] 

Also, when so ever yt was borne, yt was the clarke [of the 
Fereture's, interlined ] oflSce to wayte upon yt [with his surplice 
on, interlined'\y with a faire reade paynted staffe, with a forke 
or clove on the upper end of the stane, which clove was lyned 
with softe silke and softe downe, in under the silke, for hurt- 
inge or brusing of the pipes of the banner, being of sylver, to 
taike it downe and raise yt up againe, for the weightenes there- 
of. [There was also a strong girdle of white leather worn by 
him who carried Saint Cuthbert^s banner, when it was carried 
abroad, and it was made fast to the said girdle by two pieces 
of white leather, and at either end of the two pieces of white 
leather, a socket of horn was made fast to them, that the end 
of the banner staff, might be put into it, for to ease him who car- 
ried the said banner of Saint Cuthbert, because it was so heaw, 
Dav.-] There was iiij men alwaies appoyned to waite upon It 
besydes the clarke and he that dyd beare yt. 

The deace [so in Cos.'] Prior had the keyes and the keaping 
of Sancte Seeds Shrine, which dyd stand in the Galleley, and 
when so ever there was any generall Prossession, then he com- 
manded his clarke, geving him the keyes of Sancte Beedes 
Shrine, to drawe the cover of yt, and to taike yt downe and 
dyd carry yt into the Revestrie. Then it was caryed with iiij 
Monnckes about in Prossession, every principall day, and when 
the Procession was donne ytt was caryed into the Galleley and 
set upe there againe, with the cover letten downe over y t and 
lockte, the. keyes browght by the clarke to the Maister of the 
Fereture againe. 
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- Dane Richakde Crosbie^ Maister of the Novices. 

Ther was alwayes vj Novices, which went daly to schoule 
within the House, for the space of vij yere [together, &o«.], 
and one of the oldest Monnckes, that was lernede, was ap- 
pojrnted to be there tuter. The sayd Novices had no wages, 
but meite, drinke, and clothe, for that space. The maister or 
tuteres office was to se that they lacked nothing, as cowles, 
frocks, stammyne, beddinge, bootes and socks, and whene they 
did lack any of thes necessaries the Maister had charge to 
calle of the Chamberlaynes for such thinges. For they never 
receyved wages, nor handled any money, in that space, but 
goynge daly to there bookes within the cloyster. And yf the 
maister dyd see that any of theme weare apte to lernyng, and 
dyd applie his booke, and had a pregnant wyt withall, then 
the maister dyd letl the Prior have inteUygence. Then, streighte 
way after, he was sent to Oxforde to schoole, and there dyd 
leme to study Devinity. And the resydewe of the Novices 
was keapt at there bookes tyll they eoulde understand there 
service and the scriptures. Then, at the foresayde yeres^ end, 
they dyd syng there first messe. The House was no longer 
charged with fyndinge them apparell, for then they entred to 
wages to finde them selves apparell, which wages was xx*. 
in the yere. [and noe more, H. 45j The eldest Monncke 
in the House had no more, except he had an office [that did 
afford itt. H. 45.] His chamber where he dyd ly was in the 
Dorter. 

Dane Johann Porter, alias Johan Smythe, called Maister 

Sagersten [Saccraston, H. 45]. 

The Sexten's checker was within the Church, in the North 
AUey over against Bushop Skirley^s Alter, of the lefte hand as 
yow goe up the Abbey to Saint Cuthbert's Fereture [which 
after was converted to a songe schoole, but sence itt is pulled 
downe by order of the Bishopp, att the cominge of King Charles 
in his progresse to Scotland, and the songe schoole made in the 
Cloisters, under the Moncks lodginge, where Maister Green 
now dwelleth, H. 45.] His office was to se that there should 
nothing be lackinge with in the Churche, as to provyde bread 
and wyne for the Church, and to provide for wax and lyght in 
wynter. He had alwaies one tonn of wyne lyinge in the said 
checker, for the use of the sayd Church. He had also Seg- 
gerstenhewgh in keping. It was his charge, and Saint Marga- 

G 
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rett's waird [wood, H. 45] in his office. Also his office was to 
se all the glass wyndowes repay red and men did, and the 
plumbers wourke of the Churche, with mending of bells and 
belsfaings [and leathering, Dat?.], and all other workes that was 
necessary to be occupied, both with in the Church and with out 
the Church, and to se the Church to be clenely keapte. All 
thes things was alwaies to be called for at the Sagersten^s hands, 
as neade requyred. 

Also his office was to locke up, every day, all the keyes of 
every Alter in the Church (every Alter havinge there severall 
aumbree and some two), and to lye theme furthe every mom- 
inge, betwixt vij and viij of the clocke, upon the height [upon 
the topp, H. 45] of the aumbrie (being of waynscott), wherin 
they weare lockte, standing with in the north Quer dour, that 
every Morincke myght taike the key, and appoynt what Alter 
he was disposed to say mess at. Allso [And then, H. 45] thei 
went to the Chapter house, every day, where all the Bushops in 
the oulde tyme was buryed, betwixt viij and ix of the clocke, 
and there did pray for all [the soules of, H. 45] there benefac- 
tors and founders which had bestowed any thing of that Church. 
And, at ix of the clocke, ther ronng a bell to masse, called the 
Chapter masse, which was sonng alwaies [att the High Alter, 
H. 45] and he that sunge masse hadd alwaies in his Membnto 
all those that had geven any thinge to that Church [all the 
soules of theire benefactours, H. 45]. The one halfe of the 
Monnckes did say masse in the Chapter masse tyme, and the 
other halfe, that song the Chapter messe, seyd messe in the 
high messe tyme. TTier was at every Alter ij challices and ij 
sylver crewetts, apperteyninge to yt, both with albes and vest- 
ments, for the principal! f castes, as also for all other daies be- 
syde. Every ^ter had ther duble furnitures, for adominge all 
partes of the Aulter, servinge both for the holydayes and prin- 
cypall feasts. 

There founders and benefactoures was prayetf for every daie 
and had in remembrance, in the tyme of masse. His chamber 
wher he dyd lye was in the Dorter. He had his meyt served 
from the Great Kitching to his checkre. 



L. Thesb beinoe Monnckes and Offeceres of thB 
HowsE OF Durham and naymed as followeth: 

Dane Robert Bennett the Bowcer of the house. 

The Bowcer's Checker is a litle stone house, joyninge of the

Cole garth, perteyning to the Great Eytchinge, a litle distant 
frome the Deanes hauTe greece [staires, H. ^5]. 

His office was to receave all the rentes that was perteyning 
to the House, and all other Officers of the House mayde there 
Accoumptes to him, and he discharged all the servants wages, 
and paide all the expences [and sommes of money as was laid 
furth about any work apperteining to the said Abey or, inters 
lined] that the House was charged withall. His chamber, where 
he dyd lye, was in the Fermery. His meyt was served from 
the weat Kitching to his checker^ 



Dane Roger Wryoht the Cellerer of the House. 

' The Cellerer's Checker was afterward Docter Toddes cham* 
ber, joyninge of the west end of the Great Kitchinge, having a 
longe greece goynge up to yt over the Fawlden yeatts [folden 
gates, C08.'] His office was to see what expences was in the 
Kitdiinge, what beffes [beives, H. 45] and muttones was spente 
in a weeke, and all the spyces and other necessaries that was 
4spente in the Kitchinge, both for the Prior^s table and for the 
hole Covent, and for all strangers that came [and to see that 
nothinge were wantinge, H. 45]. Yt was his office to se all 
things orderlye served, and in dewe tyme. The chambre where 
he dyd lye was in the Dorter, 



Dane Roger Watson the Terrer of the House, 

The Terrer's Checker was as yea goe into the Geste Haule, of 
your Icfte hand, in the entrie, as yow goe in or (before) yea 
come into the Great Hall. 

His office was to se that the Geste Chamber to be clenly keapt, 
and that all the table clothes, table napkings, and all the 
naprie with in the chambers, as sheetes and piUowes, to be 
sweate and cleane. And he provyded alwaies two hogsheds 
of wyne, to be redie against any strangers came, [for the enter- 
taynement of strangers, H. 45.] and he provyded provender for 
there horses, that notliing should be lacking for any stranger, 
what degree so ever he was of, and iiij yeamen allowed to 
wayte upon the said strangers whensoever they came. His 
chamber where he dyd ly was in the Fermery. 
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Dane William Foster the Kepper of the Gharners. 

The Maister of the Garner's Checker was over Maister Pilk- 
ington's haule doures. All his house and Maister Sonnies [Bun- 
ny^s, H. 45] house was Garners,* where all there wheat and 
other come did lye. His office was to receyve all the whet that 
came, and all the malte come, and to make accompte what malt 
was spente in the weeke, and what malt corne was delj'vered to 
the kylne, and what was receyved from the kylne, and howe 
moch was spente in the house. The kylne was where Maister 
Bennett's lodging [house, CosJ] was, hard beyond the]IConnditt, 
which lodging he ded buylde of his charges.f His chamber 
wher he dyd lie was in the Dorter. 



Dan Thomas Sparke the Chamberlayne. 

The Chamberlaynes Checker was where Maister Swifte hath 
his lodging, nyghe to the Abbey gaites.J His office was to 
provyde for stammyne, otherwaies called lyncye wonncye [and 
other lincy woncy, H. 45], for sheetes, and for sheirtes, for the 
Novices, and the Monnckes to weare, for they dyd never weare 
any lynynge, and he had a tailler wourkinge daily, makinge 
socks of white woUen clothe, both hole sockes And halfe socks, 
and makinge shertes and sheetes of lyncye wonncey, in a shop 
underneth the sayde checker, which tailler was one of the ser- 
vauntes of the House. His chamber where he dyd lye was in 
the Dorter. 



Dane Henrys Browne the Maister of the Common House. 

[Hall, H. 45.] 

The Commongr's Checker was within the Common House. 
His office was to provide for all such spices against Lent as 
should be comfortable for the said Monnckes for there great 
austeritie both of fastinge and prayinge [because ther austerity 
of fastinge and praier was very great, H. 45], and to see a fyre 
[a good fyer, H. 45] contynewally in the Common House hdl,

for the Monncks to warme theme^ when they weyre disposed, 
and to have alwaies a hogshead of wyne for the Monnckes, and 
for the keaping of his O, called O Sapientia, and to provide 
ibr fyggs and walnutes against Lent. His chamber where he 
dyd lye was in the Dorter. 



Dan William Watson the Prior^s Chaplaine. 

The Chaplaynes Checker was over the staires, as yow goe up 
to tiie Deanes hanle. 

His offis was to receave at the Bowcer's hands all such 
summes of money as was dewe for the Bowcer to paie unto the 
liOrd Prior's use, for the mantenance of hime selfe and expends 
of his whole howshold, and for all his other necessaries. The 
said Chaplen^s office was to provide for the Lord Prior's apparell, 
Imd to se all things in good order in the Hall, and his furniture 
Pyninge, H. 45] for his table to be swete and cleane, and to se 
diat every man applied his office diligentlie, as it owghte to be 
done, to se that no debaite nor strife to be within the house. 
He had in his charge and keapinge all the Lord Prior's plaite 
and treasure, as well in delyveringe therof as receiving yt in 
againe. And also he was to discharge and paie all gentlemen, 
yeomen, and all other servannts and officers of the Lord Prior's 
House [of what degree soever, H. 45] there wages, and to paie 
all other racknings of his house what so ever. His chamber 
where he did lye was next unto the Prior's chamber. 

All thes Monnckes before rehersed was in thes Officies when 
the House was suppressed, and the Monnckes and Novices was 
alwaies named after this sorte, as thes Monncks ys named 
before the suppression of the House, and the Prior of the 
House wa9 alwaise called the Lord Prior even to the suppres- 
sion of the House also* 



LL Sayntb Cuthbert's Shryne defacede. 

The sacred . Shryne of holy Sancte Cuthbert, before men-n 
tioned, was defaced in the Visitacion that Doctor Ley [Lee, 
H. 45], Doctor Henley, and Maister Blythman, held at Durham, 
for the subvertinge qf such monuments, in the tyme of Kinff 
Henrie 8, in his suppression of the Abbaies, where they found 
many woorthie and goodly Jewells [goodly and rich ornaments 
and jewels of great value which the said Church and St. Cuth- 
bert was adorned withall, but most especialle, H. 45], but espe- 
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eiallie one pretious stone [belonginge to the said shrine^ H. 45], 
which by the estimate of those iij visitors and ther skilfull 
lapidaries [which they browght with them^ H. 45] was of value 
sufficient to redeme a Prince [worth in value a King^s ransome, 
H. 45]. After the spoile of his ornaments and Jewells, cum* 
ming nerer to his [sacred, H. 45] bodie, thingking to have found 
nothing but duste and bones, and finding the chiste that he did 
lie in, very strongly bound with irone, then the goulde smytb 
did taike a great fore hammer of a smyth, and did breake the 
said chiste [open, H. 45], and, when they had openede the 
ehiste, they found him lyinge hole, uncorrupt, with his feice 
baire, and his beard as yt had bene a forthnett's growthe, and 
all his vestments upon him, as he was accustomed to say masse 
withall, and his met wand of gould lieing besid him. Then, 
when the gould smyth did perceive that he had broken one of 
his leggs, when he did breake upe [open, Cos.'] the chiste, he 
was verie sorie for it, and did crye *^ Alas, I have broken one of 
his leiggs/' Then, Docter Henley, hereing him say so, did 
caule upon hime, and did bid him cast downe his bones. Then 
he made him annswer ags^n that he could not gett it [them, 
H. 45] in sunder, for the synewes and the skine heild it, that it 
would not come in sunder [could not parte, H. 45]. Then 
Docter Ley did stepp up, to se if it weire so or not, and did 
tume hime selfe aboute, and did speke Latten to Doeter Henley, 
that he was lieing holl. Yet Docter Henley would geve no 
creditt to his word, but still did crye " Cast downe his bones." 
Then Docter Ley maide annswere, " Yf ye will not beleve me,, 
come up your selfe and se hime.'^ Then dyd Docter Henlie 
step up [goe up, H. 45] to hime, and did handle him, and dyd 
se that he laid hole [was whole and uncorrupt, H. 45]. Then 
he did conimaund them to taike hime downe, and so it hapned, 
contrarie ther expectation, that not onely his bodie was hole 
and in corrupted, but the vestments, wherin his bodie laie, and 
wherwith all he was accustomed to sale mass, was fireshe, saife, 
and not consumed. Wherupoai the Visitores commaunded that 
he should be karied into the Revestre [the Vestry, H. 45], where 
he was close and saiflie keapt, in the inner part of the revestrie, 
tyll such tyme as they did further knowe the King's pleasure, 
what to doe with hym, and upon notise of the Bang's pleasure 
therin, [and after, H. 45], the Prior and the Monnckes buried 
him, in the ground, under the same place where his Shrine wa» 
exalted [under a faire merble stone,^ which remaynes to this day, 
where his Shrine was exalted, H. 45]. 
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LIL Th£ Shrine of Holie Sancte Beede. 

The Shrine of holie Sancte Beede [the Shrine of St. Beeda^ 
H. 45]^ before mentioned^ in the Gallelie^ was defaced by the 
said Visitors^ and at the same Suppression^ his bones being in- 
terred under the same place where his Shrine was before erected 
[exalted^ H. 45]. 

There ys two stones^ that was of Sayncte Beede's Shrine in 
the Galiley, of blewe marble, which, after the defacinge thereof, 
was browght into the bodye of the Church, and lyeth nowe over 
against the estmost toumbe of the Neivells, joyned both toge- 
ther. The upper-most stone of the said Shrine hath iiij 
[three, H. 45] holes in every corner, for irons to stand and to 
to be fastned in, to guyde the coveryng, where yt was drawen 
up or letten downe, whereupon did stand Saincte Bede's Shrine. 
And the other ys a playne marble stone, whiche was loweste, 
and did lye above a htle marbel toumbe, where on the lower 
end of the v small pillers of marble did stande, which pillers 
did also support the uppermost stone. The said stones lyeth 
nowe bothe together (as is afforesaid) end-way, before [neare, 
H. 45] where Jesus' Alter did stande. 

LIII. The Rite or avncyent Custom of Prossessions 
WITHIN THE Abbey Churche of Durham before the 

SUPPRESSION, as hereafter FOLL.OWETH* 

Prossession by the Prior and the Monnckes on Sancte 

Mark's day. 

Upon Sancte Mark's dale, after Easter, which was commonly 
fasted throwe all the countrie, and no flesh eten upon it, the 
Prior with the Monncks had a solemne Prossession at that dale, 
and went to the Bowe church with ther Prosession, and did 
verie solemne service ther, and one of the Monnckes did make 
a sermont to all the people of the parishe, and of the towne> 
that came thether.

AND the Monnckes. 

Likewise, on Mondaib in Cross Weakb, they had also an 
other solemne Prosession, and did goe to Sancte Oswald's 
Church, in Elvett, and there did verie solemne service^ and had 
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a sermont, that one of the Monnckes did make before the aii^ 
dyence of many people of the towne. 

Likewise, the morowe after, being Tewsdaib, they had an 
other solemne Prosession to Sancte Margaret's church in Fram- 
welgate, and did solemne service there, and one of the Monnckes 
did make a sermount to the audience of much people of the 
said parishe. 

Likewise on the morrowe after, being Wedtnsday, they had 
an other solemne Prosession to Sancte Nicholas church, in the 
markett place, and there did devyne service very soUemly, and 
had a sermont made by one of the Monnckes, before the greatt 
audyence of many people. 



LV. Prossession of Hallowe Thursdaie, Whitsonday, 

AND TriNITIE SouNHAY, BY THE PrIOR, AND THE 

Monnckes. 

The next morninge, being Hallow Thursdaie, they had 
also a generall Prossession, with two Crosses borne before 
theme, the one of the crosses, the stafe and all, of gould, the 
other of sylver and parcell gilt, both the cross and the staffe, 
with Sancte Cuthbert's Baner, that holy Reliquie, which was 
borne formest in the Prossession, with all the riche Copes that 
was in the Church, every Monnke had one, and the Pnor had 
a marveilous riche cope on, of clothe of ffyne pure gould, the 
which he was not able to goe upright with it, for the weighti- 
nes therof, but as men did staye it [but as some did goe by 
hym, H. 45], and holde it up of every side, when he had it on. 
[He went, H. 45] with his crutch in his hand, which was oi 
sylver and duble gilt, with a rich myter on his head. Alse^ 
Sancte Beede's Shrine, that holy Reliquie [and reUques, H, 45]^ 
was caryed in the said Prossession with iiij Monnckes, on there 
shoulders, and sertain other Monncks did cary about with 
theme in the saide Prossession dyvers other holy Relicks, as 
the picture of Sancte Oswald of sylver and gilt, and Sancte 
Margarett's crosse, of sylver and duble gilt. Which Prossession 
did goe furth of the north dore of the Abbey Church, and 
thorowe the church yeard, and down Lyegaite [Lidgate, CosJ] 
by the Bowe church end, and up the South Baley and in at the 
Abbey Gates [and soe to the Abbey Gates, H. 45]> where a grete 
number of people did stand, both men, women, and childrine, 
with great reverence and devotion, which was a goodly and a 
godly sight to behold, and so went thorowe the Abbey Garth, 
and a number of men following it, but no women was suffered 
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to goe further than the Abbey yeatts [in the Baylie, H. 45], and 
so thorow the Cloister into the Church. 

Also upone Witsoundaie was a generall Prossession, like- 
wise, which 'was done with great solemnytie, after this foresaid 
prossession, as it was on Hallow Thursday, with Sancte Beede's 
Shrine and Sancte Cuthbert's Banner, and all the holie Reliques, 
as the image of Sancte Oswald, and the image of Sancte Aidan 
and the holie Relique of Sancte Margarett's cross, with dyvers 
holie Reliques besides. 

Lykewise, on Trinitie Soundaie, there was another gene- 
rall Prossession, after this sorte aforesaid, with all the aforesaid 
Reliques, and wente all the same sircuit that all the aforesaide 
Prossession s dyd goe before. 

Many was the goodly riche Jewells and Reliques that did 
appurtaine to that same Churche : yt was accommpted to be the 
richest Churche in all this land, so greate was the rich Jewells 
and ornaments that was geven and bestowed of that holie man 
Sancte Cuthbert. Besydes that, kyng Richard did geve bis 
parlamente Robe of blewe vellet, wrowght with great lyons of 
pure gould, a marveilouse rich Cope, and another Cope of clothe 
of gould, geven to the same Church, in the worship of that 
holie man Sancte Cuthbert, by another Prince, so greate was 
the godly mynd of Kings, Quenes, and other great estaits, for 
the gteat devotion and love that they had to God and holy 
Sancte Cuthbert in that Church. 

Looke what is further to be desyred in the nerration [genera- 
tion, Cos.] of this auncyent Church, and godly ceremonyes therin 
frequented, you shall reade at large in the Historic of the Church, 
which coulde not be conveynyently sett downe in these parti- 
cular notes, beinge but, as yt weare, a glass for the vewers and 
beholders therof. 



LVI. The Auntient solemnytie of Prossession upon 
Corpus Christx day within the church and citie op 

DURHAM, before THE SUPPRESSION OF THE SAID ABBEY 

CHURCHE. 

There was a goodly Prossession upon the Place Grene, on 
the thursday after Trinitie soundaie, in the honor of Corpus 
Christi daie, the which was a pryncipall feast at that tyme. 
The Baley of the tftwne did stand in the Towle bowthe and did 
cawle the occupations that was inhabitens with-in the towne, 
every occupation in his degree, to bringe forthe ther Banners, 
with all the lightes apperteyninge to these severall Banners, and 
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to repaire to the Abbey Church doure, every Banner to stand 
a rowe [in ranke, Cos. 2 in his degree, from the Abbey Church 
dour to Wyndshole yett : on the west syde of the waye did all 
the Banners stand, and on the easte syde of the way dyd all the 
Torges [torches, Co*.] stand, perteyninge to the sayd Banners. 
Also there was a goodly Shrine in Sancte Nicholas church, 
ordeyned to be caryed the sayd daie in Prossession, cauled 
Corpus Christi Shrine, all fynlye gilted, a goodly thing to 
behould, and on the hight of the sayd Shrine was a foure 
squared box, all of christall, wherin was enclosed the Holy Sacra- 
ment of th^Aulter, and was caryed the said daie with iiij prestes 
up to the Place Grene, and all the hole Prossession of all the 
Churches in the said towne goyng before yt, and, when it was 
a little space within Wyndshole yett, yt dyd stand still ; then 
was Sancte Cuthberfs Banner browght fourth, with two goodly 
faire Crosses, to meet yt, and the Prior and Covent, with all 
the whole companye of the quere, all in there best Copes, dyd 
meet the said Shrine, sytting on there kneys and praying. The 
Prior did sence yt [fetch it, Co*.], and then, caryinge yt forward 
into the Abbey Church, the Prior and Covent, with all the 
Quere following yt, it was sett in the Quere, and solenme 
service don before ytt, and Te Deum solemnly songe and plaide 
of the Orgaynes, every man praysinge God. And all the Ban- 
ners of the occupations dyd foUowe the said Shrine iAto the 
Church, goyng rownde about Sancte Cuthbert's fereture, lyght- 
inge there torches and burning all the service tyme. Then yt 
was caryed frome thence with the said Prossession of the towne, 
back againe, to the place from whence it came, all the Banners 
of the occupations following it, and setting yt againe in the 
Church, every man maiking his prayers to God did departe, 
and the said Shrine was caryed into the Revestrie, where yt 
remayned untill that tyme Twelvemonthe. Then afterward, m 
the nrst yere of Kyng Edwardes reigne, there was certaine 
Commyssioners appoynted to deface all suche ornaments as 
was lefte in the parishe Churches in Durham, undefaced in the 
former Visitation ; the names of the Commyssioners was docter 
Harvye and docter Whitby, the said docter Harvie did call for 
the said Shrine, and when it was browght before him he dyd 
tread upon it with his feete and did breake yt all in peces, with 
dyvers other ornaments perteyninge to the church. 



APPENDIX. 



I. A Description op the Glass Histories in the 

Windows. 

IN THE north isle OF THE BODY OF THE CHURCH, 

1. Are six glass Windows. The lowest to the Lantheme 
liath three fair lights divided with stone work, having therein 
the picture of Christ crucified in the middle of the first light ; 
and in the second light is the picture of our blessed Lady 
on the other side, the picture of St. John the Evangelist on the 
other side of the picture of Christ. A Monk in a blew habit, 
kneeling and holding up his hands, and six turret* windows in 
piscine glass. 

2. The second Window hath two long lights, divided with 
stone work, and in white glass, with coloured glass about it. 

3. In the third are two fair long lights, divided with stone 
work, having in the first light the picture of St. Catherine, and 
underneath her the picture of St Oswald, and below St** 
Oswald's St. Cuthbert's picture. In the second light is pic- 
tured the blessed Virgin Mary with Christ in her armes [and 
underneath her the picture of St. Bede, and below him the 
picture of St. Osmond, bishop, and the arms of t]^ St. Cuthbert 
and St. Oswald set forth in coloured glasse, and four turret 
windows without pictures, in coloured glass. 

4. The fourth Window was plain, and as the second with 
coloured glass about it. 

5. In the fifth Window were two long lights, divided as afore- 
said, in white glass without pictures, but having round about 
coloured glass ; and five turret windows ; first four, and one at 
the top.

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6. The sixth Window had two long lights, with stone work ; 
in the first light the picture of St. Oswald, and under him St. 
Paul's picture ; and in the second light is the" picture of St. 
Peter, underneath him the picture of St. James, in fine coloured 
glass : and above four turret lights, with Bishop Skirlaw's arms. 

In the end of the Church towards the west, over the north 
Galilee door, is a Window with two lights, divided with stone 
work, having in the south light the picture of our blessed Lady 
with Christ in her armes, and a sceptre in her hand [and the 
second or north light was in white glass : and above were four 
turret lights], with Bishop Skirlaw's arms on the top of all. 



THE SOUTH ALLEY OP THE BODY OP THE CHURCH. 

In this Alley are six Windowes in glass, finely colored, with 
pictures. 

1. In the first, over the Church Doore going into the Cloysters, 
is a Window with three fair lights, divided with stone work, 
having in the first light the picture of St. Oswald, in the second 
the picture of the Virgin Mary, and underneath her is the pic- 
ture of Bishop Langley, in his episcopal attire, praying on his 
knees, and holding up his hands, with his arms in a 'scutchon 
underneath, and these words, fl^VSiU PVO aitillia iPotttitti 

Cliomae ^angltp qMOtibam iSpii^topi j^um0 HSctlt^iat. 

And in the third light was pictured St. Cuthbert, all set forth 
in fine coloured glass, and three white turret windows. 

2. In the second Window are five fair long lights, divided 
with stone worke, having in the first light the picture of St. 
George in armor, and a redd lyon under his feet ; in the second 
light the picture of St. Oswald, king ; in the third light the 
picture of our blessed Lady ; in the fourth light the picture of 
St. Cuthbert, in his episcopal attire ; and in the fifth light the 
picture of St. Christopher with Christ on his shoulder, having 
a staff flourishing in his hand, and the draught of the instru- 
ments wherewith Christ was crucified, and the manner thereof 
excellently set forth, and ten knots in coloured glasse, five 
above and five belowe ; and six turret windows in white glasse. 

3. In the third Window are two long lights, having in the 
first light the picture of God the Father, and Christ on his 
breast hanging on the cross ; in the second light is pictured 
St. Cuthbert, with certaine Armes of the Nevills finely done ; 
and four turret windows in the top, having in them all the 
NevilFs armes, as they were joined in matches. 

4. In the fourth Window are two long lights, divided with 
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stone work, having in the first light the picture of our blessed 
Lady, and St. John Baptist, and St. Paul ; and in the second 
light St. John the Evangelist, the chalice in his hand, St. Anne, 
and other pictures, with the NevilFs arms, and the arras of 
those that were joyned with them in marriage ; and above four 
turret windowes, with the Nevill's armes in them all. 

5. In the fifth Window are two fair long lights, having in the 
first light the picture of the Angel Gabriell saluting the blessed 
Liady ; in the second light the picture of the Virgin Mary, and 
two othfiT angells with ^scutch'ons of the Arms of the Nevils, 
and others with whom they have married, on their breasts, one 
angell under St. Gabriel, the other angel under our blessed 
Liady, all set out in fine coloured glass, and above four turret 
windowes in painted glass with knotts. 

6. In the sixth Window [above the south great door of the 
Church] are two long lights, having in them no pictures ; and 
above four tower lights, having in them the Arms of [four] 
several Noblemen. 

7« Alsoe a Windowe over the south Galilee [door] and having 
noe pictures ; four turret windows in white glass. 



THE NORTH ALLEY OP THE LANTHORN. 

[On the west side of this Alley, above the staircase door] 
there is a fair glass Window, having three long lights ; in the 
first light is the picture of St. John Baptist, with the Lamb of 
God in his hands; in the second light is the picture of our 
blessed Lady, with the picture of a Monk in a blew habitt upon 
his knees, holding up his hands unto her underneath her ; and 
above his heade written, HAMtV IStif miWVtVt mti. And 
in the third light the picture of St. John the Evangelist, with a 
reed in his hand, underneath him the Nevilles cross and builds 
head, with two tower windowes above ; and the picture of God 
Almighty in the highest, in fine coloured glass. 

And further, in the said Alley are three Altars, and above 
€very Altar one glass Window, having three long lights divided 
from each other oy stone work. 

1. The first Altar is called St. Giles's Altar ; and in that Win- 
dow, in the first light, is pictured St. Nicholas, having under 
his feete written, ^anrtU0 0itttOlan^f ^pi^COpu^. In 
.the second light is pictured Nicodemus [some say it was 
Joseph of Arimathea, in mar^J], with redd bloody hands and 
face, taking and bearing the weight of the cross in his armes ; 
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and in the third light was pictured St. Giles in a blew habit, 
[with a bind at his feet shot with a shaft] . 

2. The second Altar is called St. Gregories Altar [and behind 
it a Window of three lights, divided with stone work] ; in the 
first Ught is the picture of St^ Gregory, and in the second light 
is the picture of our blessed Lady St. Mary, with Christ in her 
armes; and one [W.] Seaton, Sub-prior, pictured in his blew 
habit, kneeling and houldhig up his hands, with these words 
underneath him, [jBSSl*] ^MtOlt^ ^Uf^ViOV ; and in the thiid 
light a Bishopp with a cross oh his shoulder, called St. Am- 
brose. 

3. The third Altar is called St* Bennett's, and hath the like 
Windowe. In the first light is the picture of St. Bennett in a 
blew habit, with a crosier staff in his hand ; underneath him is 
the picture of St. Hirome, with a Cardinal's hat on his head ; 
and in the second light is the picture of Christ as hee arose 
from the dead*, and the picture of a Prior in a blew habit, 
kneeling and holding up his handes before the Altar, with a 
mitre sett upon it ; in the third light was the picture of St. 
Catherine, with the wheele in her hand; underneath her the 
picture of Mary Magdalene, with an alabaster box in her hand, 
as she anointed Christ; and above are three tower windows 
with angels in fine coloured glasse. 

And the Orders of St. Bennett were set forth in their pictures 
about the Altar in wainscott, with a partition, the Fryars within, 
and the Monks without. 



THE SOUTH ALLEY OF THE LANTHORNE. 

In this Alley are three Altars, called Houghwell's Altar; 
2. the Lady of Bolton's Altar ; 3. St. Fides^s Altar towards the 
south [each having a window behind it]. 

1. The first Altar had a fair glasse Window with three long 
lights ; in the first light is the picture of St. Catherine, Math the 
wheele in her hand, and under her an axe, and in the second light 
the picture of our blessed Lady, with Christ in her armes ; and 
under her a Monk in blew habit, kneeling and praying ; and in 
the third light is the picture of St. Margarett, and under her the 
picture of St. Christopher, bearing Christ on his shoulders over 
the water, having a staff flourishing in his hand; and three 
turrett windows, with the picture of St. John the Baptist in 
prison, and a grate before him, and a book in his hand, with

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the Lamb .of God upon it, pointing unto it with his other hand ; 
when Christ sent divers messengers to John, then in prison, 
who pointing unto the Lamb with his finger, saying, USttt 
AflfttUtf Mtif &c., which was Christ, who was questioned of 
those sent to him to learn of him who he was. [who had sent 
them to leame of him who he was, MS.] 

2. The second Altar hath a Window with three like lights, 
having in the first St. John the Evangelist, with a reed in his 
right band, and an eagle upon his book in his left hand ; and 
under him the picture of St. Nicholas ; in the second Hght, the 
picture of our Lady of Bolton, with a golden mace in her hand, 
and a crowne of gold on her heade, and a Monk under her feet 
kneeling and praying; in the third Hght, the picture of St. 
Stephen, with stones in his hands [wherewith he was mar- 
tyr'd] ; and iznder him the picture of St. John Baptist, with 
tne lamb in his hand ; with three towers in coloured glass [with 
angels pictured in them]. 

3. The third Altar had the like Window ; in the first Hght the 
picture of the blessed Virgin, with Christ in her armes ; and under 
her the picture of St. Fides ; in the second light, the picture of 
God the Father, with Christ in his armes, as proceeding from the 
Father ; under him, the picture of St. Thomas ; under St. 
Thomas is a Monk in a blew habit, houlding up his hands and 
praying ; in the third light is the picture of St. Leonard ; under 
him, St. Laurence ; and in the high part of the windowe in a 
little turret is St. Bede in a blew habit, and the other two Httle 
turretts had two angeUs. 

4. In the end of the said Altar, southward, is a fair glass 
Window with three long lights ; in the [middle or] first light is 
the picture of Christ [crucified] , and underneath the picture of 
a Monk in a blew habitt kneeling and holding up his hands, 
having written above his head, tSt^vMe ^t^U CflOmW— 11^0 
4SaLUifiUltt«* And in the second Hght, the picture of the Vir- 
gin Mary on one side of Christ ; and in the third light, the 
picture of St. John the Evangelist on the other side of Christ ; 
and above aU three lights, with the picture of God Almighty, 
with a globe in his hand, in the middle light; the picture of 
two angels on either side of God Almighty, in either of the 
other two Hghts. 

6. There is a Window towards the Cloy ster, west of the Clock, 
which had three lights ; in the first, the picture of our Lady ; 
under her, the picture of St. Cuthbert, with St. Oswald^s head

our Lady, and under her, the picture of a Monk in a blew habit, 
kneeling and holding up his hands, having above his head, 
fiHattV Btif mii^tveve m$i : and in the third light is the pic- 
ture of St. John the Baptist, and St. Oswald under him, as he 
was king, in his princely attire. 



THE NORTH ALLEY OF THE QUIRE. 

1. In the North Alley of the Quire are four fair coloured glass 
Windows ; the first having four long lights [and a casement] ; 
in the first light is pictured our blessed Lady, with Christ in 
her armes, with a triple crown of gold on tier head ; in the 
second light is pictured St. Anne ; in the third light, St. Mary 
Magdalen; in the fourth, St. Mary, Cleophas, and Salome, being 
the three Maries [and one tower window]. 

2. In the second are four long lights ; in the first is St. 
Michael the Archangel, with a sword in his hand, and a staff 
with a cross thereon in the other hand, killing the dragon ; the 
second light hath St. Catherine with the wheele in her hand, 
[and a naked sword] ; and written above her head ^AltttH 
Catfl^tiltA f in the third light, our Lady, with Christ in her 
arms ; above her head is written ^SittttSi JH^ITiA — St. Mary ; 
under her feet, the picture of a Monk in a blew habit praying, 
and written above his head, iVtattV ZS^t^ llti^^r^r^ Itt^l ; and 
under his feet is written iPointnU0 <S^OrgiU0 ComfOttl^ ; 
and in the fourth light, St. Cuthbert, with King Oswald^s head 
in his hand, and above him written, ^AltltU^ ^Ut^ttVtU^i 
[and above all were seven tower lights of white glass, and below 
two knots of white glass] . 

3. [In the third were four lights ; in the first] is the picture 
of St. Oswald, King, with a cross on his breast ; in the second 
light, St. Cuthbert [with ^anrtU0 ^Ut^ttVtW written under 
him] ; in the third light, St. Gregory [with ^atlCtU^ ®Vta 
0OtriU0 under him] ; in the fourth light, a Monk travelling to 
the sea-side and washing his feet, found St. Cuthbert standing 
in the sea, above his shoulders, holding up his hands and saying 
his prayers ; also another Monk lying on the topp of a rock, 
leaning his head on his hand, and beholding holy St. Cuthbert, 
where hee stood in the sea at his prayers. 
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[Above these were seven tower Windows, in fine coloured 
glass, having several pictures in them.] 

4. In the fourth Window [were four lights containing in the 
first the picture of] Bishop Aidane ; [in the second] St. Cuth- 
bert ; [in the third] St. Mary ; and [in the fourth] St. Oswald 
the King, finely set out in coloured glass. And the three turret 
windows, having the pictures of two Angels offering incense 
to the picture of Christ in the highest, with twelve coloured 
knots.] 



THE SOUTH ALLEY OF THE QUIRB. 



1. In the South Alley of the Quire are four Windows ; the first 
Window having four lights ; the first hath St. Cuthbert, with 
King Oswald^s head in his hand ; the second St. Oswald, King, 
with his scepter in his hand ; the third, Mary, with Christ in 
her arms ; the fourth, St. George in blew armour, killing the 
dragon, and underneath four severall escutchions, viz. St. Cuth- 
bert's, St. Oswald^s, our Ladyes, and St. George's. [And above 
all three turret windows in white glass, with knots finely wrought 
in coloured glass upon them.] 

2. The second Window hath four lights ; having in them the 
picture of St. Peter, with keys in his hand and part of the creed ; 
[under his feet,] ^0 IP^tru^t above his head Cr^HO lit Btum ; 
in the second light, St. Andrew, with 3tU0 ^t(bVtM under his 
feet; above his head, QBt in 3)^0Um <ffftri0tttm^ &c. ; in the 
third light, St. James, with a staff and crosse on it in his hand;

James, with a pilgrim staffe in his hand, and his scripp about 
him. And above three tower windows ; [and in the highest^] 
the picture of Christ crucified. Math Mary and John on each 
hand of him, [in finely coloured glass.] 



IN THE VESTRY ARE POUR WINDOWS.* 

In the first towards the east is the finest Window, containing 
five long lights, divided with stone work ; having in the middle 
the picture of Christ crucified, and above his head a peHcan 
pictured, giving her blood to her young ones, as Christ gave his 
for the whole world ; on one side, the picture of our blessed 
Lady wringing her hands, and lamenting most pitifully his 
death : and the picture of St. John the Evangelist, leaning his 
head upon the ball of his hand, with tears falling from his eyes, 
on the other side ; and the picture of Venerable Bede in a fine 
blew habit, on the north side of our Lady ; and St. Leonard on 
the south side of St. John ; all finely set out in coloured glass. 

In the second Window are tiiree proportionable lights ; in the 
first is the picture of St. Oswald, with a ball and a cross in one 
hand and a scepter in the other ; in the second is the picture of 
our Lady with Christ in her arms ; and in the third light is the 
picture of St. Cuthbert with St. Oswald's head in his hand, and 
the picture of a Monk, called Thomas Moresby, devoutly kneel- 
ing, with fiSLatevitei tni^trevt meif written above his head. 

In the third Window areHhree lights; in the first is the pic- 
ture of the salutation of the angel Gabriel to the blessed Virgin 
Mary. In the second is our blessed Lady with a little pot be- 
fore her, and underneath her the picture of the Prior of Cold- 
ingham, named W. Draxef^ having a crosier staff in one hand, 
a book in the other, in a black habit, kneeling and holding up 
his hands with fiHaUV Bti mi^tvevt mtif written above his 
head, and under him, Wl^ BVOUf IfviOt Xfe ^OMttgl^mi 
and in the third light, the picture of St. Ebba, a Prioress, at her 
prayers, with these words, ^be M^Via flftatia pl$tm BlM 

minm tetum. 

In the fourth Window are three lights ; in the first, the pic- 
ture of Bishop Aidanus, in his episcopal attire, with his crosier

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staff in his hand ; in the second is the picture of William^ Bishop, 
in his mass apparel and a staff in his hand, with a crosier there- 
upon ; and under him a Monk in a blew habit, called Thomas 
Rome,* having written under C^O* l&Ottl^t ^S^tXiMSif and 
above him, S^tUtt WMUlme OtA VVO noti% ; and in the 
third light the picture of St. Bede in a blew habit; all set forth 
in fine coloured glass. 



THB NINB ALTARS. 

In the midst is the Altar of St. Cuthbert and St. Bede, above 
which there is a fair long Window, [with stone work partitions] • 
with a cross division toward the midst ; in the first light is 
St. Cuthbert, with King Oswald's head in one hand, and his 
crosier staff in the other, [in his habit] as he used to say mass, 
viz. his albe and red vestment ; in the second light is St. Bede 
in a blew habit ; these two are in a higher light, and under 
their feet is the pictures of two Bishops with crosier staves in 
their hands, kneeling and looking up to them, in their episcopal 
attire, and mitres on their heads, one under St. Cuthbert, and 
the other under St. Bede ; in the lower light is the birth of St. 
Cuthbert, (vide Cloyster Windowes) ; and the picture of St. Os- 
wald, Uowing his home, and St. Cuthbert appearing to St. 
Oswald ; with the draught of Bishop Langley^s armes in fine 
coloured glass ; and four turret windows containing our Blessed 
Lady, and the lilly before her, and the Salutation. 

On the south side of St. Cuthbert and St. Bede's Altar was 
the Altar of . St. Oswald and St. Lawrence, [having above it a 
Window of the shape with the last, as all the windows of the 
Nine Altars were,] all the windows of the Nine Altars alike, [as 
the first, H. 44], having the picture of St. Oswald with a sceptre 
in his hand, a golden crowne on his head, and a cross and ball 
in his left hand, under him Bishop Langley in his pontificall 
habit, and above him was written 4& ^aitttA iVlAttV JBti 
0ta PVQ mtf and under him, H^VAtt PVO €^Oma ^BLangltPf 
IBf^iWOpO 23tin^Im ; and the picture of St. Laurence with 
his gridiron, the armes and escutchions of Bishop Langley under 
him, viz. a crowne of gold above his helmett, and within the 
crowne the crest, being a bush of ostrich fealliers, finely sett 
forth in redd and green painted glasse. 

The lower lights containe the stories of St. Oswald's behead-

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ing, and being on his beare, accompanied by St. Cuthbert and 
others^ and the sunn-beames shining on them, when they laid 
him on his beare, together with the story of St. Laurence his 
death. In the cross division are four little lights^ bearing four 
Starrs or muUetts, and four little turret windows, wid^ our 
Saviour Christy our Blessed Lady, and others, in most curious 
worke. 

2. The second Altar was the Altar of St. Thomas of Canter- 
bury and St. Catherine, above which the Window was made with 
the like lights ; the martirdome of St. Thomas in one light ; and 
the story of St. Catherine being brought before the King and 
tortured on the wheels, with two Angells severing the wheels 
from torturing ; and after committing her to prison, looking 
forth of a grate, and her beheading afterwards in the King's 
presence; with certain escutchions, in four turret windows, 
[under the midst of the said window, divided, and the picture 
of four Bishops in four little turret windows^ and the picture of 
our Blessed Lady above all, in a blew habit.] 

3. The third was the Altar of St. John the Baptist and St. 
Margaret; having the Baptist on the one side, with the Lamb 
and Cross in his hand, with these words written above him^ 
&CCt 9gfnit0 23f i ; under him a Monk, called Thomas Bat- 
tersby, in a blew habit, and these words written above him, 

^fHftiba tm mbint fiSULgMtv ^nct$ iSut^ttrte ; also 

his baptizing of Christ in Jordan, being brought before Herod, 
and soe after beheaded. Then follows St. Margaret having 
overcome the dragon, with these words above her, Jj^ttttH 
HMMgAXttAf and being brought before the King, by hb 
command was hanged by the hair of her head^ and drawn up by 
a windlass^ [pulley, H. 45], and put into a tun of oyl, which 
would not kill her, because the fire would not consume it^ and so 
she was beheaded. And above all are four turret windows, 
containing the picture of our blessed Lady, and others finely 
coloured. 

4. [The fourth Altar was surmounted by its Window, or] the 
window of St. Andrew and Mary Magdalen. In the first light 
is St. Andrew, with a cross over his body, and above his heade, 
^amtU0 ^nttVeM* On the other side, St. Mary Magdalene, 
and under her, S^atttta fiHaxia fiHagtfalttXa ; and the story 
of her kneeling at her prayers, and being brought before the 
King and sentenced to die ; with some part of the story of 
Christ's anointing and visiting the sick. In the four turret 
windows are the pictures of the four Doctors of the church, [St 
Augustine, St. Hierome, St. Ambrose, and St. Gregory, in fine 
glass.] 
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On the north side of St. Cuthbert and St. Bede's Altar, was 
the altar of St. Martyn and St. Edmund. 

1. [In the Window above, of the same architecture,] St. Mar- 
tyn is in a black habit, and his mitre on his head, a staff in his 
hande, with a cross on the topp of it ; above him these words, 
Sk^LnttW Mattinw^ ^Vtftie^iMOVW ; besides the picture 
of St. Martin, are certain [escutcheons charged with coats of] 
armes, and the picture of a wicked spirit, in the likeness of a 
woman who had gotten into the chamoer and bedd of St. Ed- 
mund, intending to tempt that holy man to the abominable sin 
of leachery, who by the prayers and devotion of the said 
holy Saint, and his contempt of the sinne, was so abhorred and 
detested, that hee with a rodd did switch and beate her forth of 
his bed. And the picture of St. Edmund is in his redd episcor 
pall attire, with a cross, having a staff under it, in his hand ; the 
words over him are, ^amtU^ <2StimttnIltt0 <i^pi0COptl0. 
Above in the turret windows are Bishopp Skirlaw^s picture, 
[armes, H. 44.] and an Angell finely painted on each side. On 
flie other side, under St. Edraond, were the arms of Doctors and 
Noblemen, perfectly drawn on the breasts of four Angels [in four 
turret windows.] 

2. The second was the Altar of Peter and Paul [having the 
like Window and lights,] conteyning the picture of St. Peter, 
with cross keys in his hand, and underneath ^ailtttU0 ^tttM* 
Here was the miracle of Peter's walking towards Christ upon 
the sea, and his danger of sinking, till Christ tooke him by the 
hand and helped hira. Under the middle stone-work were the 
pictures of four escutcheons charged with arms. Then was re- 
presented St. Paul persecuting the church at Damascus ; and 
his being strook blind, and of his becoming an apostle, having 
written on his breast, Sk^Ultf S^Ultf fttllH tU mt l^tXW^ 
HUtXii^ X and after his bringing before Ceesar, and his beheading. 
And above four little turret windowes, with four fine pictures, 
viz. St. Cedda, St. Cuthbert, St. Aidane, and another Bishop 
unknown ; and above all the picture of God Almighty. 

3. The third was the Altar of St. Aidane and St. Helena, [with 
the like Window and lights,] conteyning the picture of St. 
Aidane in his episcopal attire, with a crosier in his hand ; whose 
soul after his death is reported to be carried to heaven in a sheet 
by two Angels ; and parcell of the history of Christ ; and the 
picture of a King and two other Saints ; and the picture of St. 
Helena in a blew habitt, being a princess, conteyning the story, 
[soverainty, H. 44.] of the religious of all orders of her sex, [of 
her order, H. 44.] resorting to their churches; and the picture 
of our Lady and the angel Gabriel [appearing to her, and the 
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Holy Ghost overshadowing her^ with the lilly springing out of 
the lilly pot ; and] underneath the middle stone-work are four 
Angels.

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RULES, &c. 

OF 

THE SURTEES SOCIETY, 

ESTABLISHED IN 1834, 

In honour of the late Robert Surtees, of Mainsforth, Esquire, 
the Author of the History of the County Palatine of Durham, 
and in accordance with his pursuits and plans ; having for its 
object the publication of inedited Manuscripts, illustrative of 
the intellectual, the moral, the religious, and the social condi- 
tion of those parts of England and Scotland, included on the 
East between the Humber and the Frith of Forth, and on the 
West between the Mersey and the Clyde, a region which con- 
stituted the Ancient Kingdom of Northumberland. 

THE SURTEES SOCIETY 

I. Shall consist of an unlimited number of Members, out of whom shall 
be trienniaJly elected a President, twelve Vice-Presidents,* two Treasurers, 
and a Secretary,t who shall constitute the Council. Of this number five, 
including the Secretary and one of the Treasurers, shall be capable of acting 
as a Meeting. The President shall be ineligible a second time until three 
years shall iiaye elapsed from his departure from the office. The other 
Members of the Council shall be capable of being re-elected. 

n. The Officers of the Society shall be elected at each Third Annual 
Meeting. Any vacancy which may occur in the Offices of Treasurer or 
Secretary shall be provisionally fdled up by the Council. 

m. Those gentlemen who have assented, or do now assent, to the gene- 
ral principle of its proposed Rules and Regulations, and have signified their 
wish to become Members, shall be deemed original Members of the Socie^. 
In the case of persons applied to previously to the 27tJi of May, by Mr. 
Raine, at the request of the prelinunary Meeting of the 17th of April, 
and from whom no answer has been received, the list shall be left open till 
the 1st of July next. 

* The namber of Yice-PresideDts was increased to twenty-four at the Anniversary 
in 1836. 

t An Under-Secretary was added at the Anniversary in 1836 ; but since the, 
lamented decease of Mr. Gordon, in 1837, no new appointment has bei^n made. 



IV. Subsequent Members shall be elected by Ballot at tke Anniyersary ; 
each candidate haying been proposed by a Member, in a letter, post-paid, 
addressed to the Secretary, two months before the day of meetmg. The 
Members present at the Anniyersary shall alone be entitled to yote. One 
black ball m ten shall exclude. 

V. Each Member shall pay to the Treasurers an Annual Subscription of 
two guineas in adyance. The sum so raised shall be expended in transcrib- 
ing and publishing, in a closely-printed octayo form, such inedited Manu- 
scripts as illustrate the intellectual, the moral, the religious, and the social 
condition of those parts of England and Scotland, included within the aboye 
lines of demarcation, from the earliest period to the time of the Restora- 
tion,— eyery thing, in short, which has a tendency to throw light upon the 
mind, the morals, or the habits of our ancestors. No apartments shall be 
hired, except for the Annual Meeting. No collection of Books or of any 
other nature shall be formed. The Subscriptions, and the money arising 
from the sale of Books imder a subsequent Rule, shall be solely deyoted to 
the transcribing of MSS., the expenses of the press, and other incidental 
expenses. 

YI. The Council shall itself supply matter for the press for the first year. 
Afterwards it shall annually call upon twenty members, in alphabetical 
order, for notices of MSS. which they who are applied to would recommend 
to be printed. These notices shall be sent to the Secretary within a pre- 
scribed time, accompanied by the manuscript itself, or an analysis of its 
contents. But in no instance shall any Member be applied to by the 
Council a second time until each Member shall haye had an opportunity 
of recommending a MS. or of waiying his turn, 

VJLL. No MS. shall be sent to the press by the Council, without the 
sanction of a majority of the Members. In order to obtain this sanction, 
the Council shall, by their Secretary, transmit to each Member, upon a 
single sheet, a condensed printed account of the yarious analyses which 
haye been submitted for consideration. This sheet each Member shall 
return to the Secretary, with a mark in the margjui opposite to those MSS,. 
of which he approyes the publication. The Council may, if it think fit, 
point out, as a matter of opinion, such in particular as it approyes. The 
yotes of Members who return no answer, shall be at the disposal of the 
Coimcil. When there is a deficiency of matter in any year, that deficiency 
shall be supplied by the Council. 

Vni. The expense of transcribing for the press eyery MS. of which the 

Eublication is determined upon, under the aboye rules, shall be definiyed 
y the Society, if the Member by whom it is proposed should require it. 

IX. No matter shall be printed in connection with any MS. saye what is 
necessary for its illustration. A short biographical account of its Author, 
and brief Notes illustratiye of his phraseology, and of the customs and 
manners and opinions of his' time, wul be permitted to a reasonable extent, 
with the modem names of the places wmch he mentions, and occasional 
notices of persons who occur in his writings. The Council shall haye a 
discretionary power of rejecting any additions of the contributor which do 
not, in their opinion, come within these limitations. 

X. The number of copies of each publication shall be regulated by the 
Coimcil. Of these one shall be giyen to each Member, whose subscription 
is not in arrear. The rest, of which the Council shall in each case deter- 
mine the number, shall be sold at the price it shall appoint. The money 
raised by sale to go to the general fund. 
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XI. The Armorial Bearings of Mr. Surtees, and some other characteristic 
decoration connecting the Society with his name, shall be used in each 
publication. These embellishments shall be determined upon by the 
Council. 

XU. The selection of a Printer and Publisher shall be left to the 
Council. 

Xm. A List of Officers and Members, with an account of the receipts, 
expenses, and general proceedings of the Society, shall be annually printed, 
of an imiform size with its publications, and transmitted to each Member* 

XrV. An Anniversary shall be held in Durham, on the second Tuesday 
in July, in each year,* for the regulation of the affairs of the Society. The 
first Anniversary to be held on the second Tuesday in July 1835. The 
Council shall have the power of calling extraordinary Meetings. 

XV. The Society shall be answerable for no expenses which may be 
incurred at the Anniversary Meetings, save the hire of a Room for the 
transaction of its business. 

XYI. No alterations shall be made in these rules, except at an Anniver- 
sary Meeting. Three months' notice of the alterations proposed shall be 
submitted to each Member.
